CONSTERNATION CAUSED BY “THE 
PRESIDENTS ACTION. 


THE REMOVED OFFIOERS PROTESTING THEIR 
INNOCENCE—BRADY AND HIS FRIENDS 
NOT PLEASED—MARSHAL HENRY EX- 
PECTED TO MAKE A FIGHT TO RETAIN 
HIS PLACE. 


Wasuinoton,* Nov. 26.—The . closing 
Words of Attorney-General Brewster’s report 
concerning the five Government officers re- 
moved by the President may give to the coun- 
try outside of the District of Columbia an idea 
of the condition of public sentiment here in the 
capital as to the star route thieves and their 
prosecution: “ Encircled with snares, pitfalls, 
and every species of vile device that could be 
invented to harm them, hinder their useful- 
hess, and prevent the administration of jus- 
tice—”’ In this way Mr. Brewster describes 
some of the difficulties which kave surround- 
ed the officers of the law. The remainder 
of the paragraph, in which the Attorney- 
General speaks of persons in minor official 
positions ‘“‘who know no allegiance to any 
one but this band of robbers” and who “are 
saturated with affinities for these bad men,” 
and have contributed by every means in their 
power, at the bidding of their masters, ‘to 


obstruct public justice and to defame its 
officers, with the hope of securing the acquittal 


and escape” of the thieves, is language which 
is not too strong for the subject. If the dig- 


nified Attorney-General of the United States 
is moved to expressions and statements like 
these in an‘official communication, what must 
be the condition of public sentiment here? This 
is an exceptional community, and the peculiar 
causes which separate it and distinguish it from 
other large communities of the country invite 
study and deserve an elaborate essay. The 
Attorney-General has begun to purify his own 
department. Postmaster-General James began 
to purify his, but did not complete the work. 
itisa signiticant fact that the removals of 
Saturday led people on the streets to predict 
the removal of many other Government 
officers, not because of any information about 
the President’sintentions, but because of the 
eueral knowledge that these officers be- 
onged in the same list. Among those men- 
tioned sre District officers, detectives, bureau 
officers, and clerks. 

Marshal Henry will not be easily pushed 
aside. Prominent men are already coming to 
his support and declaring that the President 
has removed him because he was the intimate 
friend of Garfield. The Marshal will have 
Ohio at his back, it is said, and will make 
a struggle in the Senate when his suc- 
cessor’s name comes before that body. 
The Marshal’s course in this matter has 
been, however, the subject of com- 
mon comment, and it was said before the 
end of the trial that nothing except his asso- 
ciation with Gartield prevented his removal 
for cause. If the President should determine 
toremove Public Printer Rounds he would 
arouse a strong political opposition in the 
North-west. Ex-Postmaster Ainger says that 
Inspector Tidball has prejudiced the minds of 
Mr. Bliss and others against him. He can- 
not in this way dispose of the official report 
of that Inspector, in which he not only 
proved that Mr. Ainger had repeatedly vio- 
lated the law and became liable to fine and im- 
prisonment, but alse published Mr. Ainger’s 
sworn admission to the truth of the charges. 
Ainger, who is said to have been an efficient 
Postmaster, was following his predecessor’s 
example in certifying to worthless sureties. 
It was his predecessor who certified 
that DeWitt C. Wheeler was responsible 
to the amount of something more than $500,- 
900, to which extent he was surety on the Dor- 
sey contracts. But violations of law of this 
kind do not seem to attract attention here 
Mr. Helm, the ex-foreman of the Congression- 
al Recard, has written a long letter, in 
which he says that he suffers through 
no fault of his own, but only because 
he ‘refused to forsake a life-long 
friend and join in the hue and cry of crucify 
him, without waiting for proof that he was 
really guilty of any crime.” Mr. Helm ex- 
hibits in this sentence a peculiarity shown by 
other defenders of Thomas J. Brady. They 
are fond of likening him to the Saviour of 
mankind. The newspapers supported by 
Brady and managed by  buell and 
others have occasionally used such _ sim- 
iles and spoken of the star route boss as 
one crucified, and have assigned to Postmaster- 
General James and others the characters of 
the thieves on each side of the cross. Mr. Helm 
continues to the effect that he firmly believes 
that brady is innocent, and that he is being 
persecuted by the Government. The Sunday 
paper recently sold by Brady to respeetable 
journalists says that the President ‘ has 
thrown off the cloud which rested on his shoul- 
ders and stands in the sunlight,” and declares 
that the Attorney-General’s letter is a brave 
and honest indictment. 

Those members of the star route ring against 
whom the Governmen} has proceeded in the 
courts are by on means pleased by the re- 
movals. It is reportedjthat Thomas J. Brady 
says the President bas done this oniy becaus» 
he desires vacant oftices for his triends, and not 
because he regards him and _ his fellow-defend- 
ants as guilty. He is also reported as saying 
that the President and a majority of the Cabi- 
net are really in sympathy with him, and be- 
lieve that he isinnocent. Gen. Brady seems 
to be capable of making as many blunders as 
any of his companions. 

Thomas L. Tulloch bas been appointed Post- 
master at Washington, vice D. B. Ainger, re- 
moved. Mr. Tulloch is a native of New-Hamp- 
shire, and occupied there at one time the 

osition of Secretary of State. During the 

-residential campaign of 1872 he was Secretary 
ot the Republican Congressional Committee, 
and for the past four or five years has been 
Disbursing Officer in the General Post Office 
in this city. 

The Postmaster and Assistant Postmaster 
who were removed on Saturday have ad- 
dressed the following letter to the Presidedt: 

WasHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 26. 
To the President: 

Six: Learning through the public press for the 
firat time that by your order we have been re- 
moved from the positions of Postmaster and 
Assistant Postmaster of this city on the 
grounds that we have been guilty of miscon- 
duct of officers of the Government, which allega- 
tions are false in every particular and damaging to 
us, we avail ourselves of this early opportunity 
to bring the matter to your attention, in case 
said reports are authentic. and asking of you 
that, before you finally confirm this alieged action, 
you will suspend such *ummary procedure until the 
matter can be thoroughly investigated by a com- 
mission, or any fair method your wisdom may 
suggest, to- arrive at a just and  cor- 
rect conclusion. The charges of Mr. Tid- 
ball, late Post Odice Inspector, to which 
Mr. Bliss ailudes in his letter to you, 
‘were met more than a year ago aad explained to 
the satisfaction of the department. As to the 
charge that we directly or indirectly interfered 
with the so-called star route cases we deny. As to 
the correspondence of Mr. Ainger in his home 
paper, it was simply the substance of what was 
stated py the court from the bench at the time 
and was refiected as a matter of neeessity. 

While we do not question your right to suspend 
4n the one case and remove in the other, we do 
deny your right to assign asa cause for such sus- 
pension and removal conduct and action alike 
damaging and injurious to us as public officers 
and honorable mca. without giving as an oppor 
tunity to beheard. You must be aware that these 
reflections, which are virtually slanders upon our 
characters, receiving the official sanction of your 
high office, leave no other course than this appli- 
cation and appeal to your sense of right and 
{ustice. ‘The oftices we willingly yield, but to the 

axpersions om our characters we enter our respect- 
fa but earnest protest. Very a ar teed

EX-MARSHAL HENRY ANGRY. 
HE ABUSES MR. BLISS AND, CALLS HIMSELF 
A SCAPEGOAT. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 26.—Ex-Marshal Hen- 
ry returned to Washington to-day after hav- 
ing spent two days at his farm. The first inti- 
mation he had of his removal was when he 


reached the Solon station this afternoon and 
saw the announcement in a morning paper. 


In answer to an inquiry as to the-sudden be- 
heading that had befallen him, he said that he 
had not expected it, although he had been 
fully conscious that efforts were being made 


to have him removed, and he recognized 
himself as a scapegoat, chosen innocent- 
ly to bear the failure in the star 
route prosecutions. He vehemently declared 
that any charges implicating him with crimi- 
nals of any sort, or insinuating that he had at- 
tempted to block the wheels of justice were 
damnably false and infamous, e had been 
followed by George Bliss and others, who pre- 
tended to represent the President, and abused 
by them witkout cause or stint. As proof that 
he had not tampered with the jury he cited the 
fact that the two men selected by bim had 
voted for conviction all the way through, 
while those in whom the Government counsel 
placed so much dependence had voted for 
acquittal, ‘‘Early in the trial,” said he, “I 
saw that they were looking for a scapegoat. 
The trial had not been long in progress when I 
found that Bliss and his party had set spies on 
me, who followed me day and night, but were 
compeiled to report that they could learn noth- 
ing against me. When Mr. Bliss charges that 
I have been in sympathy with the defendants 
in these cases, that it is not my wish that the 
Government shall succeed, and that I have pub- 
licly indulged in abuse ot the Government 
counsel in the case, he charges that which is 
simply and damnably false, and that any man 
who makes the charge knows to be false. 
Fully understanding his vicious intentions, I 
have been unnsually careful in my expressions, 
and have seen to if that in no case should the 
course of justice be embarrassed.” 

In answer toa question Capt. Henry said 
that the President had either been imposed upon 
as to the facts in the case or was willing to be 
influenced to follow a decisive course with no 
warning to his victim. He had been in pos- 
session of information long before the star 
route trials that President Arthur had been 
eagerly urged not only to remove him, but 
others of Garfield’s appointees. ‘‘It is clear,” 
said he, ‘“‘that those who claim to be the 
friends and advisers of President Arthur have 
uniformly treated Garfield’s friends very 
coldly and have sought every presentable occa- 
sion to insult them, to injure their character, 
and to secure their removal from places to 
which Garfield had appointed them.’? Henry 
said that of course the President had the 
power to make the removal, and there was 
nothing for him to say or do in the prem- 
ises.5 He would be glad to have an 
impartial tribunal try the case that 
had been raised, and was _§ satisfied 
that every action of his would bear the closest 
scrutiny. Hesaid that be was stilla poor man, 
although he had hancled many thousand dol- 
lars of Government money, while in the Army 
and the Post Office Department, and in many 
instances had been the means of saving to the 
Governmert large sums. He did not seem in- 
clined to talk of the political phase of the ques- 
tion, but when asked what would be the result 
if President Arthur should make war onall the 
halt-breeds, responded: ‘‘The people might 
have something to say of the same 
nature as the expression that was recently 
heard at the polls. No body of men can de- 
stroy the Republican Party, of course, but the 
tendency now seems to be to get away from 
the spoils system and to reach a real civil ser- 
vice reform.” In all his talk the ex-Marshal 
did not seem to be half as much concerned over 
the Joss of his office as that he shouid be 
charged with acts of which he claims he 
was never guilty. He views himself as having 
been chosen to bear the sins of the whole man- 
agement of the star route cases, and vehement- 
ly resents the selection,

GOULD, SAGE, AND DILLON SAID TO HAVE 
GIVEN THEIR PERSONAL NOTES TO AID IT. 
Boston, Nov. 26.—It has been rumored for 
some time in financial circles here that a large 
amount of paper bearing the signatures of Jay 
Gould, Russell Sage, and Sidney Dillon is afleat on 
the market, and can be had at 64 or7 per cent. 


The President of one of the largest banks in 
this city says that a few days ago he was offered 
notes signed by Gould, Sage, and Dillon in denomi- 
nations of $10,000 each at 64% per cent., with an inti- 
mation that he could have them at 7 percent. He 
declined to invest in the paper of the speculators, 
on the ground that if a man tike Jay Gould wanted 
money his name was not a safe one to ac- 
cept as security. A prominent note broker 
said that the whole issue had been taken 
by Blake Brothers & Co., No. 18 Wall-street, 
New-York, who have also a house in this 
city. Blake Brothers, he said, have disposed 
of the entire lot, mostly to people in this city. He 
could not say how large the issue was, but the 
notes were for $10,000 each, and the aggregate 
footed up a large amount. They were issued, ac- 
cording to the broker’s information, to aid the 
Wabash Pacific Company, which was in need of 
money and was unable to raise it. In this emer- 
gency Gould, Sage, and Dillon came to the rescue, 
and secured the necessary money on their own 
notes, presumably taking security for the loan 
from the company.

THE BANGOR IKON FAILURE.

THE MURDERED DETECTIVE 


DETAILS OF THE LATEST TRAGEDY 
IN DUBLIN. 


THE POLICE ATTACKED WITHOUT WARNING 
—A LIVELY SKIRMISH WITH THE ASSAIL- 
ANTS — DETECTIVE COX’S MURDERER 
RECKLESS AND DEFIANT. 


Dustin, Nov. 26.—Dowling, or Dolan, 


the murderer of Detective Cox, is a brass-fit- 
ter in Cross Kevin-street. One of the two 
other men arrested last night is named Devine. 
He was released from prison only a few 
months ago, after having served a term of two 
years for burglary, He is known as a bully 
at a disreputable house here. When arrested 
he had two revolvers in a breast pocket of his 
coat and 18 rounds of ammunition. The de- 
tectives had been on duty all the evening. At 


about 10:30 o’clock they noticed 30 suspicious- 
looking persons withdraw from a crowd on 
the opposite sidewalk, leaving the party of 10, 
with whom the detectives bad the encounter. 
The officers crossed the street, and Cox _aD- 
proached Dolan, whom he suspected of 
having arms in his _ possession. As the 
detectives neared the group a man shouted, 
“Now fire!” and Dolan immediately dis- 
charged his revolver. Eastwood ran toward 
Lolan and, after wounding him, wrenched the 
revolver from his grasp. Meanwhile, one of 
the party fired twice at Eastwood, one of the 
bullets penetrating the latter’s hat. Devine 
knocked Eastwood down, and was about to 
draw a revolver to shoot the detective when 
he was seized by a-constable on one side and 
by a soldier on the other. The soldier drew 
his sword-bayonet and held it across Devine’s 
throat, threatening to kill him instantly if he 
moved. A voice in the crowd shouted * Shoot 
the soldier.” Matters appeared threaten- 
ing at this juncture, but the Police con- 
fronted the crowd with revolvers and threat- 
ened to fire. This action of the Police 
and the brandishing of the sword by the sol- 
dier caused the crowd to keep back until Cox 
and the prisoners were carried away. Dolan 
is in the hospital and is not expected to live. 
He says he and the party he was with are all 
good men, and he does not care if he dies. 
The Police state that a whistle was blown as 
they approached the group, and that the word 
to fire was repeated three times. Another 
constable as well as Wastwood used his revol- 
ver, firing two shots at Dolan and threo at 
others of the party. Dolan lives close to 
where a Fenian armory was recently dis- 
covered. The Police, at 2 o’clock this 
morning, broke into the house of William 
Woodward, an organ builder, on Cuffe-street, 
and arrested him on the charge of being con- 
nected with the murder of Detective Cox. 
Woodward has been imprisoned under the 
Coercion act on suspicion of being concerned in 
the murder of the informer, Bailey. The 
Police were expected to break into other 
houses during the night. A mob followed the 
cab in which the detectives were conveying 
Cox to the hospital, and,fearing an attack, tne 
officers presented their revolvers out of the 
windows of the cab and reached the hospital in 
safety. 

It is stated that one of the detectives who 
were fired at last night was previously warned 
that if he left the Police office he would be 
shot. Cox’s assassin has six bullet wounds— 
two in the head, one in the right shoulder, one 
in the neck, and two in the wrist. 

Dolan, whose condition remains unchanged, 
has observed a reckless demeanor in the hospi- 
tal. While the doctors were examining his 
wounds and searching for the bullets he ex- 
claimed: “* Probe away, and be d—d to you.”’ 
Further inquiry tends to confirm the opinion 
that the men engaged in the encounter were 
waiting for some ono with the intention of 
murdering him. The moon was shining 
brightly at the time of the affray. 

It is now stated that Dolan will recover. 
Detective Eastwood to-day identified Wooa- 
ward as a man he saw on Middle Abbey-street 
about the time of the shooting. The Police 
have arrested Patrick Ryan, a tailor, on sus- 
vicion of belonging to the party. When the 
Fenian Arsenal on Kevin-street was seized, 
during the Summer Ryan, who was on 
the premises, was arrested. He was kept in 
custody under the Coercion act, but was sub- 
sequently liberated. 

The party of men the detectives were watch- 
ing last night have been in the habit of hold- 
ing meetings at the upper end of Abbey- 
street, near the Post Office. 

Earl Spencer, Lord Lieutenant, and the Di- 
rector of Criminal Investigation made an in- 
— to-day into the circumstances attending 
the killing of Detective Cox. All the officers 


engaged in the affair last night were exam- 
ined. 

Archbishop McCabe, speaking at Harold's 
Cross to-day, denounced the murder in the 


strongest terms. He asked the people to use 
their influence to drive away secret societies. 
The wrong-doers of last night, he said, were 
no doubt abroad for deadlier and more fiend- 
ish work, but their intentions were frustrated 
by the vigilance of the Police. 

Mr. Davitt, in a speech at Navan, last even- 
Ing, eulogized the action of the Irish Parlia- 
mentary party. Action in Irciand, he said, 
must always be paramount to work it West- 
minster. Referring to the threatened famine 
in the West of Ireland, he declared that 
the tenant farmers should not starve. 
They would compel the Government 
that prevents them from livin on the 
soil to support them during the Winter. In 
case they were unsuccessful in getting the Gov- 
ernment to do its duty, be proposed to make 
the Jandlords support the people. If Mr. 
Gladstone did not apply the surplus of the 
arrears estimate to save the people, then no 
rent should be paid from November until May. 
A portion of the arrears surplus, he said, 
should be placed as.a national relief fund 
to save the people from starving. In1848, Mr. 
Davitt said, Archbishop Hughes declared in 
New-York that a man threatened with hunger 
would be justified in seizing bread upon the 
altar. How much more justified would the 
Irish be in feeding their destitute from the 
tribute they are compelled to pay to felonious 
landlcrdism ? 

The municipal elections kere have resulted 
in the return of five Nationalists, two of whom 
were unopposed at the polls. The successful 
candidates take the places of Liberals. 

The Police still maintain that they are on 
the track of the murderers of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Under Secretary Burke, and 
they appear sanguine of effecting their arrest. 

Lonpon, Nov. 27.—A dispatch from Dublin 
says that Ryan was arrested in Brabazon-row 
in a house where arms were seized some 
time ago. He has served in the American 
Army. It is evident from the circum- 
stances connected with the murder of Detec- 
tive Cox that it will be necessary for the 
authorities to keep a body of constables suffi- 
ciently strong to deal effectually with more 
desperate attempts likely to be made to shoot 
the Police. It will be a life and death struggle 
between authority and reckless ruffianism.

Parts, Nov. 26.—The Lzberté says the 
negotiations between the envoys from Mad- 
agascar and the French Government, which 
had been temporarily suspended, will soon be 
resumed. 

Maprip, Nov. 26.—The Diario contradicts 
the report that Spain intends to liberate the 
Cuban refugees. It says no legal nor friendly 
motive exists to induce such a course. 

CoLoGneE, Nov. 26.—Thke river Rhine has 
reached a height of 9.48 métres and is still 
slowly rising. Express trains going to Holland 
are obliged to traverse the left instead of the 
right bank of the river. 

ERLIN, Nov. 26.—The statement of the 
Imperial Bank of Germany shows an increase 
of 706 000 marks. 

It is generally reported in Parliamentary 
circles that the Reichstag is about to be dis- 
solved because the Government considers that 
it is impossible to conduct the pubiic business 
satisfactorily with the Prussian Parliament 
conservative and the German Parliament lib- 
eral. The Government believe thet a new elec- 
tion would result very favorably for them. 
Prince Bismarck, it is expected, will return to 
Berlin on Friday. 

Cairo, Nov. 26.—A recent telegram from 
the Governor of Soudan announces that the 
rebels have been defeated at Derweer with 


great loss. Much plunder was taken. Uncon- 
firmed advices from Kordofan state that the 
False Prophet has been defeated and captured. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 26.— The Vakit 
states that the shores of the Red Sea as far as 
the Gulf of Bassora are Ottoman territory, and 
that sales of plots of land to foreigners by the 
native tribes ara in contravention of an im- 
perial irade. Some of the Ulema special 
agents will soon be dispatched to prevent the 
native tribes from being deceived by evil-dis- 
posed persons. 

BERNE, Nov. 26.—The resolution of the Fed- 
eral Assembly, in regard to the Cantonal 
schools, has been rejected by 307,352 votes 
against 167,221.

CRIME IN DIFFERENT PHASES. 


A COLD-BLOODED MURDER IN INDIANA-—A 
PENNSYLVANIA MURDERER CONVICTED. 
Easton, Penn., Nov. 26.—Harry Troxell 

was arrested here to-day for having last night 


broken open the rear door of the house of his 
mother and ransacked the premises. No one was 
at home, Mrs. Troxell baving gone to New-York 
yesterday to wait ona sick daughter. What was 
taken cannot be told until her return. 
HARRISBURG, Penn., Nov. 26.—Wilham An- 
drews (colored) was convicted this morning of 
murder in the first degree for killing his wife, near 
High Spire on the nignt of July 4, 1881. The pris- 
oner was remanded for sentence. The murder 
was one of the most brutal. on record. The evi- 
dence showed that he first killed or mutilated his 


wife in a corn-field, then dragged her to their 
house, fired the house, and stood calmly by with a 
child 2 years old in hisarms and watched the body 
burn to ashes. Henry Morrison. anotber colored 
man, charged with the murder of his wife at Mid- 
dletown, will be tried at the January court. 

GaLvEsTon, Texas, Nov. 26.—A special dis- 
patch to the News, from Waco, says: “A noted 
desperado named Smith has been captured here. 
Smith has killed five men and has innumerable 
wives in Texas.”’ 


INDIANAPOLIs, Nov. 26.—On Friday after- 
noon the body of Taylor Dunbar. a grocer of Dar- 
lington, Montgomery County, was found in a corn- 
field near that place, the head and upper part of 
the body bearing evidence that a murder had been 
committed. He had left home in company with 
Joseph Stout, a young man of Darlington, who 
could not be found after the discovery of Dunbar’s 
body, and suspicion was at once directed to him as 
the murderer. Deputy Constable J. A. Marshall, 
of Darlington, a friend of Dunbar, came 
to this city in search of Siout, and yes- 
terday afternoon arrested him in a_va- 
riety theatre. Blood was found on _ his shirt, 
which was covered by two other garments. A 
pawn cheek in his possession called for a watch 
that had belonged to the murdered man, and when 
he was recognized by the pawn-broker as the per- 
son who pawned the watcn, the proof of his guilt 
appeared complete. He was taken back to Dar- 
lington by the constable, and on the way con- 
fessed. He said that they started together to th 
country with a huckster’s wagon and ashot-gun for 
the purpose of hunting. About four miles trom 
town they went into a thick wood, where 
Stout says he knocked Duobar down by 
hitting him with a club onthe back of the head. 
He then took the shot-gun which Dunbar had and 
shot him twice, one load taking effect in the side 
of the head and the other in the front part of the 
neck. After rifling his pockets of $4 in money and 
a silver watch, he left the body and came to this 
city. Stout was taken to Crawfordsville last night. 
Mobs were organized at Colfax and Darlington, 
through which places the train passed, for the pur- 
pose of hanging‘him, buttthe officers in charge, hear. 
ing of it, left the train at Thorntown and drove 
through. They were headed at one or two places, 
but succeeded by rapid driving in reaching Craw- 
fordsville Jail with the prisoner. it is feared that 
efforts will be made to take Stout from the jail, 
which, it successful, will result in his being lyoehed. 

JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Nov. 26.—J. A. Hawley 
has been arrested for forging the name of Lieut. 
J. P. Story, of the Signal Service at Washington, 
to atelegraphic money orderon Sergt. Flynn, of 
Buffalo, for $50. Hawley !Is accompamed by his 
wife, and claims his home is In New-York. He has 
swindled many persons here by collecting money 
ostensibly for the benefit of the village poor. ‘The 
prisoner will be taken to Buffalo for trial.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL 


A LACK OF HOUSES FOR PEOPLE 
OF MODERATE MEANS. 


THE MISERIES OF VICTIMS OF THE CATERERS 
— WASHINGTON STILL FREE FROM 
CROWDS, BUT THE . HOTELS GRADUALLY 
FILLING-—-THE WHITE HOUSE BEAUTI- 


FIRED—PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S SECLUSION 
AT THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Wasuincton, Nov. 26.—Until after the 
Thanksgiving holiday has passed the national 
capital promises to be almost as free from 
crowds of strangers and transient visitors as it 
has been since the adjournment of Congress in 
August. As usual, however, a few members of 
Congress,.a few clerks and employes of the two 
houses, and a few of those regular attendants 
at the sessions of Congress wko hold no places 
and who have no visible means of support, yet 


live comfortably and dress well, have come to 


town, They do not appreciably swell the 
throng of promenaders who, during the sessions 
of Congress stream along Pennsylvania-avenue 
in one direction in the morning and back at 
night, going to the Capitul about the time the 
flags are run up to announce that the gavels 
have fallen in the Senate and House, and re- 
turning when they fall at adjournment. There 
is much running about on the part of new- 
comers in search of board and lodging, rooms, 
furnished or unfurnished, and houses, small 


and great. A yearagothe demand for all 


sorts of houses and apartments was good, but 
it is infinitely better this year. Persons who 
began their search for houses in the Summer 
discovered that there were few desirable 
houses * at moderate rents to be _ bad. 


The builders have been as busy as _ possible all 
Summer. New houses of all sizes have been 
put up all through the uorth-west section, 
about ‘ Legation Town,” and further east, 
on the north side of Pennsylvania-avenue. 
Yet you may travel for hours and not find 
half a dozen desirable dwellings to rent to- 
day. The success with which holders of real 
estate meet in improving their property should 
encourage them to keep on, for there is no 
doubt that if there were 300 dwellings of 6 
to 12 rooms each offered for rent to-morrow, 
at from $30 to $60 a month, few of them 
would remain unoccupied at the end of a 
fortnight. Strangers who have to endure the 
ordeal of looking for lodgings very soon come 


to the conclusion that there 1s a great scarcity 
of houses. They also very correctly reach 
the conclusion that strangers are considered 
as objects to be preyed upon and compelled 
to pay exorbitant prices for shelter. A good 
house can be rented, if the bargain is made at 
the right time of the year, for from $50 to 360 a 
month, yet in these same buildings members of 
Congress, clerks, claimants, office-seekers, 
and others, in and out of Congress, are 
required to pay for two rooms from 
$40 to $80, and even $100 monthly. A 
hunt for a day has forced some New- 
York people to decide that Washing- 
ton is a storehouse for most of the second- 
band furniture in the country; that they 
only came to this ‘‘City of Magnificent 
Distances” to pay'the rent of some Government 
emvloye who is occupying a position with a 
lucrative salary; that the much-ridiculed 
metropolitan boarding-house keeper would be 
a boon to the city, and that the man who in- 
vented that pernicious heating apparatus 
known here as a “ latrobe,’’ should be heid ac- 
countable for more of the illness of Washing- 
ton’s population than the always dreaded but 
not very dreadful malaria that arises from the 
Potomac marshes whenever there is a chance 
of securing an appropriation to dredge them 
out. 

Those persons who secure pleasant apart- 
ments where the lessee does not ‘‘ give board- 
ing,’’ pass through another exasperating ex- 
perience. ‘They suffer the plague of caterers. 
Many hundreds of the temporary and perma- 
nent residents depend upon caterers for their 
meals, which are brought to them more or less 
punctually in tin kitchens. As a rule, the 
caterers cater badly. Going into business 
upon scant capital, they purchase indifferently 
well, and their cooks have a Southern weakness 
for the convenient frying-pan, underdone 
bread, and overdone beef. Their bills of fare 
betray a sad Jack of variety and a sublime in- 
diiference to the efforts of those writers for 
household columns who seek to encour- 
age the appetite with simple and 
dainty novelties. Shiftlessness, the char- 
acteristic not alone of the black people 
below Mason and Dixon’s line, runs the caterer 
aground, and there is a general complaint that 
few of them do not become annoying ina fort- 
night, by making demands upon their patrons, 
from time to time, before payments are due, 
for small sums to enable them to obtain sup- 
phes. Housekeepers who succeed in getting de- 
sirable houses find that the markets are well 
supplied and servants abundant and cheaper 
than in New-York. They laugh—those who 
have been in the habit of traveling two, 
three, and four miles to their bomes 
in New-York—to hear Washingtonians 
speak of houses a mile away from Pennsyl- 
vania-avenue as being out of town, or alarm- 
ingly distant from the shops and the depart- 
ments, and the general desire to be located 
within five or ten minutes’ walk of the Treas- 
ury Department has resulted in the conversion 
of a large proportion of the houses along E, F, 
G, and H streets from Pennsylvania-avenue 
north and between Seventh and Twentieth- 
streets into lodgings which are invariably of- 
fered as ‘‘elegantly furnished apartments en 
suite or single.” 

The tribulations of the class of peuple who 
are so ill-provided with money as to be obliged 
to seek lodgings at moderate prices are not 
suffered by the well-to-do Congressmen who 
are not dependent upon their salaries, but who 
come to the capital to wear their honors with 
all the comfort that can be procured with 
well-lined pocket-books. For these men and 
those others who come regularly to enjoy 
Washington society, to which anybody may 
enter if he has but the clothes and the neces- 
sary modicum of assurance, the hotels are 
open, and they will all be filled. The Ebbitt 
has been full for weeks, and before many days 
the weekly receptions by the *‘ ladies” of Con- 
gressmen will begin, the band will play in the 
parlors, the Army and Navy people will have 
their day, the department ople will have 
theirs, and the round of rather perfunctory 
‘calling’ will be kept up until the Lenten 
season sets in. Willard’s has opened to a 
flourishing business, and the promise that it 
gave last year, of becoming a favorite resort 
of New-York visitors, is apparently to be 
made good. The Higgs, one of the all-year 
houses, begins to show the results of the slow 
inflow of members, and in a few days tts halls 
will be graced with the presence of many New- 
York members of Congress and a select few of 
the Western and Southern Representatives, 
who prefer the Riggs to the down-town ho- 
tels that are favored almost exclusively by 
Southerners and that are more like hotels 
in the South in appearance, table, and service 
—about which little can be said in praise. The 
loungers about Willard’s are looking forward 
with expectations of pleasure tothe arrival of 
Congressman-elect Tom Ochiltree, whose ro- 
tund figure, florid face, and familiar obiique 
glance of the eye are known by everybod 
But little has been heard about his recent fight 
for Congress in Texas, and it is believed that 
he will open a budget of tales more marvelous 
than any he has related for years, garnished 

rhaps with his usual exercise of poetic 
icense in their departure from bis actual ex- 
perience. 

To the visitor who likes a morsel to eat and 
something to drink in metropolitan club 
fashion, Mr. Jobn Chamberlin will cater this 
Winter in new quarters. He was driven out 
of the cottage which he has for years occupied 
on New-York-uvenue, and the rooms which 
were last Winter redolent with the fragrance 
of steaks and chops are now devoted to the 
purposes of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, which pays more rent than John 
Chamberlin was willing to pay. His new 
»lace was formerly the residence of Fernando 
Vood. It is on the corner of Fifteenth and 
I streets, and ina good neighvorhood, Two 
doors away lives ex-Secretary James G. 
Blaine. A little further down the street is 
Gen. Sherman’s modest residence. Nearly on- 


ite, on I-street, lives Chief-Justice Waite. 
‘here was noneed of spending much money in 
decorating the walls of the spacious building. 
Mr. Wood had left it in excellent condition, 
and, beyond freshening the wood-work with 
paint and putting in new carpets and furni- 
ture, there was little to be done to convert it 
into an attractive resort. The Hon. Perry 
belmont has taken the best suite of rooms in 
the house, and besides him there wii. be four 
other permanent cuests. 

During the Summer recess of Congress the 

inters have been busy at the White House, 

he outside of the building has been seraped, 
several layers of old paint having been re- 
moved and a new one puton. The building 
now glistens dazzlingly in the sun, a radiant,if 
not a beautiful,thing. The shields out of whicb 
spring the lamps that project from each of the 
two pillars that flank the porch have been 
freshly touched with red and blue and gold, 
and the spear-headed pickets of the iron fence 
that. separates the private grounds from the 
public approaches have been painted a shining 
black, and their tips liberally coated 
with gold-leaf. The roadway, form- 
erly covered with loose and noisy gravel, 
has been repaved with asphaltum, and is now 
smooth and clean, and can be easily kept so. 
Inside the White House the decorators have 
for weeks held possession of the corridors into 
which the East, Slue, and Red Rooms open, 
and which leads to the state dining-room, the 
President’s private dining-room, and the con- 
servatory, with its avenues of rare tropical 
palms and ferns. Brumidi’s decorations in 
the vestibule, so like in thought and treatment 
tothe work of the same man in the Capitol, 
remain as they are. In the corridor the 
artists, who are at work upon a high 
scaffolding, are covering the hitherto bare 
walls and ceiling with designs by Tiffany, of 
New-York, and that part of the work already 
completed is assurance that the hall will be as 
elegant as it was formerly bare and cold. No 
changes have been made in the rooms up 
stairs. The chamber at the south-west end of 
the hall, in which Garfield lay upon his side 
through those anxious days of 1881, looking out 
upon tbe glistening Potomac while he suffered 
and waited the result of the assassin’s attack, 
remains as it was when he occupied it. The 
furniture, carved and painted in imitation 
of bamboo, and so often pictured in the 
illustrated papers as to have become 
familiar to all, has not been removed, and the 
visitor who obtains permission to see it will 
also look into the next room, once Gen. 
Grant’s bed-chamber, and during Garfield’s 
iliness the room in which the attending 
physicians held their daily consultations about 
their brave patient. The President has taken 
a personal interest in the improvement of the 
White House, and whatever of compliment 
may be in store for the changes made will 
necessarily goto hiscredit. He has not only 
watched the progress of the work, but he has 
occasionally stimulated those who were doing 
it, when the work seemed tolag. Before the 
round of formal social entertainments begins 
there, the House will be in better condition than 
it has been in many years. Indeed, it is doubt- 
ful it it was ever so attractive and beautiful a 
dwelling as it is now. 

The intentions ot the President for the Win- 
ter in a social way have not yet been made 
known, and he has probably had little time to 
spare in the last few weeks, which have been 
devoted principally to the composition of his 
annual Message. He lives in the President’s 
cottage at the Soldiers’ Home, far enough 
away to escape the visits of importunate office- 
seekers. About 10 o’clock, or perhaps a little 
later, on three or four mornings in the 
week, a carriage drawn by two well-groomed 
bays, driven by a driver in a light hvery, 
rolls into the grounds and under the porte- 
cochére. In appearance it is the equipage 
of a well-to-do gentleman of good taste, 
not better than many turn-outs in Washing- 
ton, but with a style about it that is lacking in 
others of perhaps greater cost. The tootman 
springs from the box and opens the door for 
the President. His eye is bright, his coior 
fresh and good, his dress remarkable for noth- 
ing except its neatness and propriety, and his 
expression free from any sign of the care that 
is supposed to wear furrows on the face of the 
chief magistrate, make dim his eyes, and 
fix a pallor on the cheeks from which 
the cares of State have driven the blood. 
He goes to his private room or to the Cab- 
inet meeting, and perhaps gives up part 
of the afternoon to business callers. The 
number of these is smali now. In another 
week the members of the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress will be back. They have but little time 
lett in which to obtain Presidential appoint- 
ments. They may be depended upon to make 
the President regret, before they go away, 
that he could not live out at the Soldiers’ 
Home out of their reach all the year round. 
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THE GREAT CATHOLIC DEBT. 


THE SECULAR PRIESTS OF CINCINNATI RE- 
PUDIATE THE OBLIGATION. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 26.—A statement regard- 
ing ** The Great Catholic Debt,” signed ** Repudiat- 
ing Priests,” has been furnished the Commercial, 
and is understood to represent the position, with a 
very few exceptions, of the secular clergy of the 
Cincinnati Diocese. It has been called out by the 
remarkable article in the last number of the Catho- 
lic Telegraph, the substance of which was forward- 
ed to Tue Times. That article, the ** Repudiating 
Priests” say, is “calculated to raise expectations 
which can never be realized, and is replete with 
assertions devoid of any foundation, and 
which are caleulated to mislead the public.” 
The ‘Telegraph charged that the priests 
of the diocese had carefully dodged the question 
of the payment of the debt, and by so doing had 
become virtually repudiators. That this charge is 
warranted the priests indignantiy deny. On the 
contrary, they claim to have long ago carefully 
considered every plan for the payment of the debt 
now suggested by the Velegraph,each one of which 
they found, to their regret, was impracticable. They 
* still consider It a duty to co-operate in any 
scheme that may be adopted to _ relieve 
distress, and thereby, if possible, to wipe 
out any stain that might attach itself to the 
fair name of the Church of this diocese.” 
But that the $4,600,000 indebtedness of Edward 
Purcell is a Catholic debt, imposing upon the 
Catholics, not only of this diocese but of the whole 
world, the moral obligation of liquidating it, these 

riests emphatically denv. That it should have 
been contracted by a Catholic priest, who was a 
Vicar-General and a brother of the venerable 
Archbishop, imposes no more obligation upon the 
Church to pay it than is imposed in the case of the 
suspended Bussings’ Bank, wherein many Catho- 
lics were led to deposit their money hecanse the 

roprietors were Catholics and they had contidence 
nthem. ** There remains, then,”’ the statement con- 
tinues, “no other alternative than to call this debt 
the private debt of the late Very Rev. Edward 
Purcell, for whom we can offer only this apology, 
that, without having the necessary business cva- 
pacity, he had # great charity for poor people. 
whose savings he undertook to take care of and 
loan them a moderate interest. In doing so he had 
to loan out the money and lost it, and hence he 
shared in the fate of all savings banks doing bust- 
ness on a like plan. The Archbishop’s own law, 
published Sent. 8, 185, says: * The eleventh decree 
of the first Provincial Couneil of Cincinnati strictly 
forbids Pastors and clergymen to receive money or 
loan or deposit in their own name or that of 
the congregation.” We revive this prohibition and 
reiterate the warning contained in former pas- 
toral letters and enactments, that the Bishop per- 
sonally controls no obligation to pav the debts of 
priests or congregations."’ It will thus be clearly 
seen that Catholics differ widely as to the obliga- 
tion imposed upon the Church by the wretched 
financiering of the late Very Rev. Edward Purcell, 
and, further, that the question of the great debt 
has again come to the front, and that some ground 
at least exists for charging the secular priests with 
@ Willingness to repudiate it. 
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A COAL OPERATOR'S VIEWS. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Nov. 25.—Mr. J. H. 
Swayer, one of the leading coal operators of the 
valley, in an interview to-day. said that the eoal 
trade would not suffer any appreciable distress if 
all the iron mills in the country should shut down 
to-morrow and continue im idleness all Winter. 
He said: “* The iron mills of the country consume a 
little over 4,000,000 tons of anthracite a year when 
they are in full blast everywhere.” Mr. Swayercon- 


tended thatthe demand for iron the coming year 
would not full much lower than one-fourth of what 
it was this year, and this would lessen the orders 
for coat about 1,500,000 tons, which loss 
would be fully made up by the increased Western 
immizration and the new demand for anthracite 
created by new markets. “It is calculated."’ he 
continued, ** that the demand for coal increases at 
the rate of 10 a cent. perannum. Last year the 
total production was a little over 28,000, tons, 
and this year it will reach nearly 30,000,000. The 
Joss of 1,000,000 tons or so, brought on by idleness 
in the iron trade, is more than compensated for by 
the increased demand for private coasumption.” 
He did not think tate Democratic victories would 
affect trade. He is opposed toa prohibitory tariff 
and is in favor of the immediate abolition of all 
internai taxation and of a policy to protect home 
industrice

His se 
lection as Attorney-General would, therefore, 
be very distasteful to the opposing faction, and 
it woulda be weakening to. Mr. Pattison’s ad- 
ministration with the people generally. The 
Republican partisans, who are hoping to sea 
him ‘*blunder” as much as possible, would 
hail it as the first step in that direction, and it 
can hardly be denied that they would have 
good reason for doing so, unless Mr. Cassidy 
should prove in the discharge of his duties to be 
competent beyond expectation. 

Mr. Pattison, who is a young man—a very 
young man to be Governor of Pennsyivania— 
studied law with Mr. Cassidy, and it was the 
influence of the latter, the politicians say, that 
set him forward, in 1877, for the Controller’s 
office, the election to which gave him the op- 
portunities that have now come to fruition in 
the Governorship. How much the real ob- 
jection may be is not easily determined; how 
much Mr. Pattison’s sense of obligation is is 
only surmised in connection with the present 
reported offer to his former preceptor of the 
Attorney-Generalship. But it is assumed, how- 
ever, that there is a much larger plan lying 
beyond this appointment. The prize of the 
United States Senatorship from Pennsy!va- 
nia is eagerly looked forward to by more 
than one prominent Vemocrat. Mr. Wallace, 
who comes back once more to the State Senate 
from his old district, (Clearfield, Centre, and 
Clintom Counties,) is regarded as a prospective 
candidate, of course, and if Mr. Cassidy should’ 
take the Attorney-General’s office if would be 
assumed that this was with the purpose of 
operating from it for the Senatorix! seat under 
the wing of the Governor’s friendly favor. It 
has been charged for months, from the side of 
the ‘‘regular’”? Republicans, that *‘ Pattison’s 
election would mean ‘Lou’ Cassidy for the 
United States Senate in 1884,” and, naturally,’ 
that idea will be much developed should the 
latter now go to Harrisburg as the Governor’s 
and the Commonwealth’s legal adviser. ' 

The United States Senatorship, however, is: 
a good distance off. Senator Cameron has 
more than two years yet toserve. Whether 
any Democrat will have the opportunity of 
succeeding to the seat he now occupies is a 
matter bound up with many circumstances of 
the future. The Democratic majority on joint 
ballot in the Legislature, in the midst of the 
distractions and divisions of the recent cam- 
paign, is trifling, and the Republicans, if they 
make any sort of united party in 1884, can 
easily hold the Senate as at present and elect a 
majority of the Houseas heretofore. Whether 
they will do so or not cannot possibly be fore. 
seen now. A desperate struggle for Mr. 
Cameron’s re-election, with the state of feeling 
it would be certain to produce, might readilv 
give a majority on joint ballot to the Demo 
crats, and very probably would do so—it is ta 
that, indeed, that they hopefully look forward, 
But in the absence of such cause of distraction, 
and with a strong candidate for President in 
1884, the Republicans could easily hold their 
usual strength in the Legislature, and so leave 
Mr. Wallace, Mr. Cassidy, and all the other 
Democratic aspirants, many or few, to the 
contemplation of their collapsed expectations. 

The most recent appearance of things in re- 
gardto Mr. Pattison and his ‘* Cabinet’ i 
that ex-Congressman William S. Stenger, o 
Chambersburg, may be appointed Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, with either Cassidy, 
ex-Senator Buckalew, or ex-Congressman 
George A. Jenks, of Jefferson County, for 
Attorney-General. It is alleged that Mr. Hay,} 
of Pittsburg, was unwilling to serve as Secre- 
tary with any other Philadelpbian as Attor- 
ney-General than Mr. George M. Dallas. Iti 
very probabie that no one from this city wil 
be taken, and at any: rate Mr. Pattison has 
time enough in which to make selections.

POLITICAL PLANS IN INDIANA, 
THE DEMOCR’°S DINED BY THE LIQUOL 
LEAGUE—THE M’DONALD ‘“‘ BOOM.”’ 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 25.—The State Come 
mittees of both parties have met here this 
week to look over |the ground and lay plans 
for the future. The Democratic consultation 
wound up with a private and select banquet 
given to the leaders and officers elect by the 
representatives of the Liquor League. The 
purpose was to emphasize the obligation the 
liquor men felt toward the Democratic Party 
for killing the prohibition amendment, but 
there is reason to believe that trouble is ahead 
both for the Democracy and the league.

MAHONR’S ELECTION METHODS. 
WORK BEFORE THE VIRGINIA CANVASSERS— 
MASSEY’S CHARGES OF FRAUD. 

Ricumonp, Nov. 25.—The Board of State 
Canvassers will meet in this city Monday 
next and award the certificates of election to 
the 10 members of Congress chosen by this 
State at the last election. This board consists of 
Gov.Cameron, Mr. W.C. Elam, Secretary of the 
Commonwealth and Secretary of the Mahone 
State Central Committee; Attorney-General 
F. 8. Blair, Auditor 8S. Brown Allen, and 
Treasurer Revely—all of them in full sympa- 
thy with the Coalitionists, There will 
be several contests before the board. 
Mr. John E, Massey, the dofeated Independ- 
ent Democratic candidate for Congressman 
at Large, claims that he is entitled to the cer- 
tficate, which will be awarded to Mr. John 8. 
Wise. The face of the returns show that the 


latter was elected by a majority of 5,800. 
There are several disputed counties in which it 
is alleged by the Readjusters that there were 
irregularities on the day of election and at the 
registration preceding the same which will, 
they claim, probably cause the board to throw 
them out. In that case Wise’s majority would 
be increased to 7,000 or 8,000. Massey claims 
that the election of Wise was secured through 
the means of the most unblushing frauds and 
irregularities. He declares that thousands 
of persons were allowed by Mahone’s 
agents to vote upon illegal tax re- 
ceipts. These, it is asserted, were sent out 
to all sections of the State and distributed 
among the negroes without the payment of 
money. ‘here was no illegality about that 

art of it, but the Democrats insist that Ma- 

one’s Tax Collectors issued their receipts at the 
polls on the day of election in violation of the 
law which prohibits the payment of polls 
on that day. The object in the violation of 
this law was to prevent the loss of money by 
issuing receipts to negroes who might fail to 
come to the polls. On the day of election 
the collectors were on duty at the voting 
places, and as the negroes came in, it is 
charged, blank receipts were filled up and 
handed to all who desired to vote for Mahone’s 
candidates. 

This plan, if it was carried out, obviated the 
necessity of domiciliary visits to the colored 
suffragans. Itis further said by the Demo- 
crats that hundreds of tax receipts were used 
by the Coalitionists for which no returns were 
sever made. Of course, in order for this plan 
to be successfully carried out it was negessary 
that there should be collusion between the tax 
officers. These are some of the principal rea- 
sons which will be urged by Massey, O’Ferrall, 
Marshall, and Garrison why the certificates of 
election should not be awarded to John 8. 
Wise, John Paul, Harry Libby, and Robert 
Mayo—their Coalition opponents. Paul’s ma- 
jority over O’Ferrall is 204. Libby’s plurality 
over Marshall and Dezendorf (Straight-out) is 
about 3,000. In the case of the contest 
between Mayo and Garrison, the official re- 
turns show upon their face that the latter 
received a majority of 54. Mayo will urge 
as areason why the certificate should not be 
given his cowpetitor that at several precincts 
in the district at which the Readjusters were 
in majority the polls were not opened. He 
claims that the vote of the counties in which 
the poll-holders failed “oe their duties 
should be thrown out. his will no doubt be 
done, and the certificate given to Mayo, 

Certificates will be awarded to six Coalition 
members-elect and four Democrats, unless, as 
the Democrats threaten, a mandamus can be 
secured by them from someof the courts for- 
bidding the Returning Board from issuing 
those to Wise, Paul. and Mayo. Gov. Cam- 
eron, Secretary Elara, Auditor Allen, and 
other members of the board are bold and reso- 
lute men, and it is very doubtful whether the 
aid of the courts threatened by the Democrats 
would prevent them from certifying the seats 
in Congress to the six members claimed by 
this party. The Readjusters say that when 
the cases are opened thev are fuily prepared 
to prove that the Democrats are not entirely 
free from the charges preferred against them. 
Democrats, they say, controlled the tax-col- 
lecting officers in many sections of the State, 
and through them enfranchised many of their 
voters with certificates for which no returns 
were ever made. Notonly that, but the Coali- 
tionists say these Democratic officers violated 
the law by issuing receipts on the day of elec- 
tion. 

The truth is that the dodge is an old one, and 
has been resorted to by county officers in se- 
curing their elections ever since the law in this 
State has been in force requiring the prepay- 
ment of the poll-tax as a prereguisite for vot- 
ing. ‘There is no doubt that Mahone’s agents 
committed ten frauds of this kind where it was 
possible for the other side tocommit one, Ma- 
hone controlled nine-tenths of the election ma- 
chinery in this State in the last contest. All 
of the special collectors of the delinquent poll- 
taxes were his appointees. The Auditor to 
whom these last officers were required to re- 
port, and from whom they received blank re- 
ceipts, is a member of the Returning Board 
and a stalwart Mahonite. 

Mr. Massey, in whose behalf these charges 
of the use of fraudulent tax receipts are made, 
is the originator of the very plan of appoint- 
ing special collectors adopted by the Coalition- 
ists at the last election. These agencies for 
facilitating the payment of the negroes’ poll- 
taxes were put into use during the Congres- 
sional campaign in this State in 1880. Mr. 
Massey was then the Auditor, and. as such ap- 

inted the very collectors whom he and tbe 

emocrats now charge with the commission of 
such wholesale irreguiarities at the last elec- 
tion. In 1880 the defeated candidate for Con- 
gressman at Large was almost as severely de- 
nounced by the Democrats ‘for resorting to 
such tricks as the Mahonites are for following 
an example which they claim he set for then, 
The contest before the Returning Board will 
be anexciting one. All of the parties inter- 
ested will be represented by their attorneys.

OREGON'S SENATOR-ELECT. 

CAREER AND CHARACTER OF JOSEPH N. 

DOLPIH, SENATOR GROVER’S SUCCESSOR. 

PortTLAND, Oregon, Nov. 15.—As_ the 
country is interested in knowing something of 
the character of the men who are to rule the 
Nation, a brief sketch of the man whom the 
Republicans of Oregon have elected to tlie 
United States Senate to serve for the next 
six years will be of interest. When his name 
was first mentioned in THe Trims last July, it 
was with the expectation that after the 
struggle for Mitchell had worn itself out Mr. 
Dolph would naturally come in as a compro- 
mise. Such was the case, though Mr. Dolph 


did rot permit his name to be used while 
Mitchell remained in the field. Mr. Dolph 
came to Portland a little over 20 years 
ago, and soon formed a law _partner- 
ship with J. H. Mitchell, that lasted 11 
years, until Mr. Mitchell went to the Senate in 
1872. At this time the facts of Mr. Mitchell’s 
private history were unknown. During the 
term of the partnership the firm hada case 
that involved the title to a valuable portion of 
what is now the city of Portland, and the in- 
terest acquired in this estate became the foun- 
dation of Mr. Dolphb’s fortune, which is now 
considerable. Without possessing rhetorical 
powers of mark, but simply by sound judg- 
ment and close application to business, he soon 
took a leading place at the Oregon Bar, and 
earned the largest professional income of any 
lawyer in the State. Three years ago last 
Summer Mr. Villard care here to organize the 
now great corporation known as the Uregon 
Railway and Navigation Company. He se- 
cured the legal services of Mr. Dolph for that 
corporation, as well as his financial co-opera- 
tion in the enterprise. His services were so 
invaluable to this corporation that they were, 
it anything, opposed to his candidacy for the 
Senate, and on that account he made no active 
effort to secure it 

Personally, Mr. Dolph is a fine-looking man, 
of dark complexion, with black hair, full 
beard, sprinkled with gray, a generally large 
physique, and a big brain and a sound and 
strong body to maintain it. Professionally, 
he is a sound lawyer, and it will not be easy 
for the Oregon Bar to replace him with aman 
who can be relied on for legal acumen and 
business sense in so large adegree. In conver- 
sation lately, his law partner, whois one of 
the ablest men at our Bar, but is as earnest 
a Democrat as Doiph is a Republican, 
spoke of him as _ superior to any man 
here in sound legal and business qualifications, 
and while differing from him politically ex- 
pressed perfect confidence that he would al- 
ways act up to his convictions of mght, and 
would do so irrespective of personal considera- 
tions and of the opinions of others. He expressed 
the belief that Dolph could never become pop- 
ular, in the common use of the term, and that 
he never would strive to be so. He thought it 
possible that before his term expired his con- 
stituents might discover his worth and inde- 
pendence and appreciate his qualities, but it 
would not be because he would strive for 
it. Since his election Mr. Dolph has respond- 
ed to inquiries by the announcement that he 
should terminate his connection with corpora- 
tions and discharge his duty as the State’s 
Attorney to the best of nis ability. Be- 
fore his election he assured his friends 
that if circumstances called him to the Senate 
from Oregon he should resign his connections 
with corporations, never to resume them again, 
and should serve the people according to his 
convictions of right, even at the expense of 
personal interests. it was the feeling of all, 
even the most ultra Anti-Monopolists who re- 
sented Mr. Mitchell’s candidacy because of his 
affiliation with corporations, that while Mr. 
Dolph was even more intimately connected 
with them, the character of the man was secu- 
rity for the State, and he received every such 
vote from members of bis party. 

So far as character goes, Mr. Dolph has the 
respect of all. He commands the respect even 
of the Democratic journals that object to his 
ultra politics and who would have preferred 
Mr. Mitchell, Socially he is deficient in what 


as 


| the French call savoir faire; he doesn’t culti- 


vate the amenities of life, and with a preoecu- 
pied manner he may pass his best friend with- 
out recognition. This fact hinders him from 


gaining popularity with the groundlings and | 


with some who may not understand the man, 
but he will be a man among men at Washing: 
ton, and will possess influence and standing 
with those who have character and brain. He 
is industrious, painstaking, and thorough. 
Judge Bronough, his partner, says his election 
to the Senate will save his life, for, even with 
all his mental and vital forces, the strain of his 
legal business was wearing him out. : 

George H. Williams is spoken of disparagingly 
in the East, while he is recognized here as a 
man incapable of venality, though he has been 
at times the victim of circumstances. That he 
was an able statesman we have history to 
prove,jand that he has been over-contiding and 
is incapable of deceit, and has, therefore, suf- 
fered greatly from acts of others, seems to be 
the solution of his misfortunes. Young as 
Oregon is, bribery and corruption have been 
common here. There were reports that they 
pervaded the Legislature during the late ses- 
sion, ever though they were not successful, but 
it is refreshing to believe that no lobby disgrace- 
fully worked for Mr. Dolph’s election, and 
that our Nation will not be tainted by the 
presence of our new Senator in its councils,

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FIRE INSURANCE FOLLIES 
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BAD MANAGEMENT UNDERMINING 
THE COMPANIES. 

MANY COMPANIES FORCED OUT OF THE BUSI- 
NESS—HIGH COMMISSIONS, UNFAIR 
RATES, AND COSTLY); MANAGEMENT— 
NEED OF SUPERVISION BY INSURERS— 
THE REMEDIES. 


At no time since the period immediately pre- 
ceding the great conflagration at Chicago has the 
business of fire insurance been more demoralized 
than at present. One by one companies are forced 
to retire from the field of operations and wind up 
their affairs until, as the records show, since 1870 
no fewer than 355 fire insurance corporations, held- 
ing in the aggregate at one time in their career 
more than $100,000,000 of assets, have ceased to 
exist. The chief reason given for the seeming 
apathy of the public touching this matter is that, 
save in great conflagrations, policy holders rarely 
fail to secure their insurance in full. Admitting, 
however, this to be the case, thoughtful under- 
writers frequently ask: How long under the ex- 
isting condition of things can the companies con- 
tinue to make both ends meet? And should a large 
fire occur to-day, say in the dry goods district, how 


many of them could meet their obligations? So 
unsatisfactory is the condition of the business that 
well-informed men say if relief doesnot soon come, 
either in the shape of increased rates or reduced 
expenses, or both, a great conflagration will not be 
neeaed to bury out of sight a large number of com- 
panies, 

One of the strangest features of the subject is 
that while the demand for insurance, especially in 
this City, exceeds the supply, companies whose in- 
demnity is needed by the public are forced out of 
existence. It is a fact not perhaps generally 
known that several large mercantile houses, being 
unable to obtain all the insurance needed for the 
protection of their property, send agents to Kurope 
in search of policies, which, atter ail the trouble in 
obtaining them, not infrequently turn out to be 
worthless, “ We want all the companies we have 
and more, too, and the public must help us keep 
them,”’ said the President of a large local com- 
pany. “In what way car the public assist?” ‘ By 
the people informing themselves about the con- 
dition and methods of companies, as they would 
acguaint themselves with other important business 
affairs, and, when so informed, refusing to accept 
policies at inadequate rates. The public should 
note the companies which are not prepared or 
endeavoring to be prepared to make their policies 
in reality what they purport to be—contracts of 
absolute indemnity against loss by fire—and shun 
them as they would adiscredited savings bank. 
The practice in all business transactions is that the 
seller names the prices; but in fire insurance it has 
become quite general for the purchaser to 
make the rate. People buying insurance 
don't seem to note any difference in the 
value of policies. The policy of 1 company which 
is paying dividends, not out of profits on its in- 
come, but out of surplus, is almost as acceptable, 
strange as it may appear, to the majority of prop- 
erty-holders as the policy of a company whose ac- 
cumulated surplus is sufficient to earn dividends 
for stockholders and besides add something to a 
fund for the day of disaster, But if companies 
continue to die out as fast as they have disappeared 
in the past few years, the public will soon be com- 
pelled to pay attention to the whole subject of in- 
surance.”’ 

The manager of another large company said he 
was keenly alive to the gravity of the situation. 
He had no faith in any action that had been or 
might be taken by underwriters assembled in pub- 
lic meetings. They would make promises to re- 
form by the score, and those who were most em- 
phatic in publicly declaring their intention to do 
that which was right and to avoid doing that which 
was wrong very often were the first to violate their 
parece That a radical rernedy was needed he 

ad no doubt, but in his judgment it would never 
come unless throvgh legislation. Under the exist- 
ing order of things managers rushed their business 
along regardless of recognized rules, but always 
bearing in mind that when they had run amuck, 
when they could not draw any more salary, when 
the company must go under, they haa yet left 
them the last resort of reinsuring their risks 
and perhaps negotiating for positions for them- 
selves in other companies. Were the law to pro- 
hibit reinsurance of this kind and compel compa- 
nies thus wrecked to go into the hands of Re- 
ceivers and be wound up, managers would be more 
careful of the trust imposed upon them ard the 
chief cause of the demoralization of the business 
would be removed. The Tariff Association, which 
attemuted to deal with the business in only one 
section of the City, had promised some good, but 
even it wonld be short-lived, evidence of its disso- 
lution being already apparent. ‘‘ No, nothing but 
legislation or death will ever stop the recklessness 
of some of the men who control insurance capital,” 
said this manager, in conclusion, 

An English manager of much experience, with 
whom the reporter conversed, took the same un- 
favorable view of the situation. He classified the 
evils under three heads—excessive commissions, 
excessive expense of management, and inadequate 
rates of premium. ‘“ Prior to the war of the re- 
bellion,” he said, “no one ever heard of more 
than 10 per cent. commission being paid to agents. 
During the period of inflated prices the rate of 
commission went up to 15 and 20 per cent., 
and instead of coming down with values it 
has gone still bigher, until, as in this City, 
some up-town agencies are now _ receiv- 
ing 35 per cent. Dwelling-houses, which used 
to be written at 25 cents net for one year, are now 
written for 20 cents, with 20 per cent. off for three 
years. Prior to the Chicago fire there were only a 
few brokers; since then, however, these interme- 
diaries have sprung up in allthe chief elties of the 
Union, and they receive from 15to 20 per cent., in 
addition to the commission of 10 0r15 per cent, 
paid to the agents. Besides the insured, when no 
broker or agent is employed, is allowed a rebate; 
that is, if the rate be $1 he is asked to pay 
only 75 or 80 cents. That the cost of man- 
agement is excessive can be readily seen 
by the reports of the companies themselves. 
Three, four, and in some instances five officers are 
employed where one or two at most would 
suffice for all the work that isto be done. When 
officers’ salaries) amount to 5 per cent. of the 
whole capital invested, not to speak of the salaries 
of clerks, special agents, and other employes, as is 
shown by the reports of several companies, it 
must be clear to any intelligent business man that 
the business should be an exceedingly profitable 
one to bear such an outlay. But the business is 
not, and has not been for three or four years, at all 
profitable. That is to say, dividends in proportion 
to the capital invested and the great risks attend- 
ing the business have not been earned 
by any of the companies. The dividends 
that have been paid were either earned 
on the invested assets or were taken 
out of surplus. On the business proper no money 
worth mentioning has been made since the war on 
rates and the system of high commissions com- 
menced. In addition to the two evils stated, 
which in themselves are more than enough to de- 
moralize any business, rates of premiums are and 
have been inadequate. No better proof of this is 
needed than the ratio of losses to premiums re- 
ceived. The average loss ratio for the six months 
ending June 30 of all the companies doing busi- 
ness in this State was 69.7, and the loss and ex- 
pense ratio together was 103.3. Paying out $108 
for every $100 received is just what the companies 
are doing, and »y referring to their condition it 
can readily be seen how long each can continue 
this eort of business.” 

“What, if any, remedy would vou suggest?’ 

‘*It is easy to find the remedy, but the patients 
won't earnestly apply it. ‘It is surprising that stock- 
holders don’t make their influence more keenly 
falt. They elect Directors to look after their inter- 
ests, but they seem todo nothing but draw sala- 
ries. In England Directors take an important part 
in supervising the business of thelrcompany. Not 
only do they hold weekly and monthly examina- 
tions of the company’s affairs, but they supervise 
every item of expenditure, and are pre- 
psered at the end of each year to render 
a fuil account of every transaction to the 
stockholders. In this country Directors seem 
to allow teverything tocgo by default, or at 
least to leave the entire management in the hands 
of the officers exclusively. Owing to this indiffer- 
ence on the part of Directors many evils have 
grown up which otherwise would probably never 
have appeared to plague the business. Among 
these may be noted dealing with itinerant brokers 
and allowing rebates to the insured, the effect be- 
ing to disorganize regular brokers. who claim to 
be always willing to meet the companies half way 
toward perfecting and carrying out anv plan that 
would restore sound practices in the business.”’ 
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MADDENED BY DRINK, 

Charles McCloskey, of Flushing, had been 
drinking ata Ferry-street saloon, in Long Island 
City, Saturday night, and got into a fight. He 
knocked his opponent down, and at once attacked 
every person in the saloon. He cleared the bar- 
room in a few moments, and then started out upon 
the sidewalk. The first man he met was the pro- 
prietor of a small newspaper stand, standing near. 
He knocked him aimost senseless by a single blow, 
and then darted into the depot of the Long Island 


Railroad. When he boarded the train to go to his 
home he commenced a general onslaught upon the 
passengers. He had knocked one or two of them 
down when Deputy Sheriff James Smith attempted 
to arrest him. He was instantly knocked down, 
and McCloskey threw himself upon him, but ex- 
Judge Anthony Miller and some other passengers 
rushed to Smith’s assistance and overpowered the 
infuriated man. It required tha services of threo 
Policemen to take McCloskey to the Hunter’s Point 
Police-station. He had to be hand-cuffed with his 
hands behiud his back to prevent him from doing 
himself any injury. Yesterday his father visited 
Long Isiand City and took him home. 
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OYSTERS, LIKE FROGS’ LEGS, ARE NOT 
FISH. 
From the Washington Star, Nov. 25. 

The Police authorities of West Washington 
are vigorously enforcing the law of that place 
against the sale of anything on Sunday except 
drugs and fresh fish. This morning, in the Police 
Court, a young man named James £. Talbot, who 
keeps a restaurant, was charged with selling fried 


oysters on Sunday in violation of the law. Several 
witnesses testified to buying fried oysters in the 
defendant’s place last Sunday. Mr. Charles S. 
Moore appeared for the defendant and made the 
point that oysters were exempt under the law, be- 
cause they come under the head of fish, being shell- 
fish. Mr. Padgett, for the Government, claimed 
that. the oysters being cooked in meal or crackers 
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and lard, could not be exempted under tho head of 
fish. Judge Snell said that an oyster was not a 
fish, but a mollusk. He said the question was one 
of some importance, and he would take it under 
consideration and give a decision next week.

POULTRY VERY HIGH AND CRANBERRIES AND 
APPLES DEAR. 

It has been several years since poultry was 
so scarce at this season of the year as it is now. In 
previous seasons it has been sent to the markets so 
rapidly fer a week or 10 days before Thanksgiving 
Day that it has always been necessary for those re- 
ceivers who handle large quantities of it to put 
much of their receipts into cold storage, but such 
has not been the case this season. There is no 
poultry now in store that was forced there by the 
condition of the market. The little amount that 
has been placed in cold storage has been put there 
from purely speculative motives, and from present 
appearance the speculation will prove to be 
profitable. For several years a great deal of 
poultry has been shipped from the West by freight 
lines, and in many cases was a week or more in 
transit, and very frequently, whenever the weather 


proved unfavorable, arrived here in that condition 
which required that it should be used up at once. 
That class of poultry effected the prices of better 
stock. But this season nearly all the pouitry has 
been shipped by express, coming to the markets in 
a third of the freight time, and so far all of it has 
come in perfect condition. Consequently the 
greater part of the poultry {which arrived here 
on Saturday is now_in the hands of’ the 
retailers. There will be large shipments here 
from the West to-day and to-morrow. Dealers in 
Western poultry have made great efforts to have 
all the Thanksgiving stoek in market by to-day, 
but doubtless there will be some late shipments. It 
is a difficult matter to give any very satisfactory 
quotations of the probable selling price of poultry, 
as there was scarcely ever a season when there 
was so wide 4 difference in the quality of sound 
poultry. There isa very small quantity of choice 
or faney poultry to come to tha market, but the 
greater portion of what will be here will be of fair 
quality. But there will be no cheap poultry 
this season, and the ‘Thanksgiving dinner 
of the greater portion of the workmen this season 
will be without the turkey. Last season a good 
turkey could be had for about 14 cents per pound 
at retail. This season the prices will be about 20 
cents per pound, with a strong probability of being 
higher. Last season the usual cranberry accom- 
paniment of aroast turkey could be purchased for 
about 9cents per quart. This season it will cost 
18 cents. Last season the apples for the Thanks- 
giving pies cost one-third less than they will cost 
to-day. The luxuries of that feast, including nuts, 
raisins, and fruits, will all be higher than last season. 
But the substantial accompaniments of the turkey 
will all cost less. Potatoes are 30 per cent. lower 
than at the same date last year. Turnips, cabbage, 
and other vegetables are 50 per cent. lower, fleur 
25 per cent. lower, and meats not any higher, ex- 
cepting pork. 

it will be seen that the increased cost of the 
Thanksgiving dinner this season will fall upon 
those articles which may be classed as luxuries. 
The turkeys will sell this week for as high as 21 
cents per pound, wholesaie, while ordinary West- 
ern turkeys will readily sell for upward of 16 cents 
per pound. The choice Philadelphia fowls and 
chickens will not be wholesaled for less than 20 
cents per pound, and ordinary Western will sell for 
upward of 15 cents per pound. Fine ducks will be 
scarce, and it will be no trouble for wholesale deal- 
ers to get 20 cents per pound for very choice stock, 
while ordinary stock will not sell for less than 15 
cents. Geese will not sell so well as the other 
Poultry, and perhaps only the best geese can be 
sola for upward of 15cents per pound, waile ordi- 
nary stock will sell as low as 18cents. Should 


sweet it will doubtless be sold for much less money, 
but it is highly improbable that there will be much 
deviation on sound stock from the prices above 
quoted, The consumer will have to pay from 3 to 
5 cents per pound more than the wholesale prices, 
and those families desiring really choice ponltry 
should see to it to-day or to-morrow, because by 
Wednesday it is most probable that there will be 
none of it to be had. 


THE GARFIELD FAIR.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The opening of the 
Garfield Monument Fair on Saturday found every- 
thing in order and an attendance of people that 
crowded the rotunda and adjacent halls, President 
Arthur came in at 2:15 o’clock, accompanied by 
members of the Cabinet, members of the diplomatic 
corps, the Chief-Justice and Associate Justices of 
the Supreme Court, immediately preceded by Gen. 
Sherman, Gen. Swaim, Col. Rockwell, Col. Bacon, 
and Admiral Porter and staff. There were pres- 
ent, also, the Old Garfield Guard of Honor in a 
body, members of the Army of the Cumberland, 
Senators and Representatives. On the right and 
left of the President were the Rey. J. D. Power, 


Chaplain of the House, and John W. Thompson, 
Chairman of the Boa:d of Direction. Mr. Power, 
who is Pastor of the Garfield Church in Govern- 
ment-avenue, made the opening prayer, after whieh 
Mr. Thompson introduced President Arthur, whose 
ro Palas occupied but two or three minutes, He 
said: 

“i regret that the management of this associa- 
tion were rot able to obtain such accommodations 
as they wished for this fair. Their Inability to do 
so has deprived you of the pleasure that was prom- 
ised us of listening to Mr. Justice Matthews, and it 
permits me to make an address, though I shall say 
little more than to declare that the Garfield Monn- 
ment Fair is now open. President Garfield made 
this city his home, and therefore it is the most 
fitting place in all the land to hold this fair. Let us 
hope that when this fair is ended it shall be found 
that it has joined to glad fruition the hopes of its 
most enthusiastic friends.” 

The President then retired and the company dis- 
persed to all sections of the Fair. Among the 
pictures unveiled are several portraits of Garfield 
and portraits of Grant, Blaine, Bancroft, the his- 
torian; Mrs. Hayes, and Queen Victoria. The na- 
tional character of the Fair {1s made apparent on 
every hand by exhibits which trace the history of 
the country. In one case are the Washington relics 
from the Alexandria Masonic Lodge, and a _ recent 
event is illustrated by the exhibition of the seal 
suit worn by Chief Engineer Melville in the arctic 
regions. 

In the agricultural annex, in the building near 
the Agricultural Bureau, there are products of the 
various States, among which those of the West pre- 
dominate. TVhe management expresses gratifica-

RESIGNATION OF DR. L. W. BAOQON. 
From the Norwich (Conn.) Bulletin, Nov. 24. 

The formal resignation of the Rev. Dr. L. 
W. Bacon as Pastor of the Park Congregational 
Chureh was offered at a meeting of the church 
last night, and acceptea by a vote of 32 to 138, The 
Clerk of the chureh, Major B. P. Learned, present- 
ed and read a brief letter which had been sent to 
the church and society committees, addressed to 
the bodies which these committees represent, 
from the Rev. Dr. Bacon, in which he said that he 
was convinced, by conference with the commit- 
tees, that the best service he could render the 
church was to offer his resignation of the pastor- 
ate, which he aecordingly did, with the 
hope that it would be accepted promptiy. 
It was to take effect immediately. In a 
business note of tiis charecter, he added, 
he had not space to give assurances, as he would 
like. of his warm personal regard for the church, 
indivicually and collectively, but he hoped to show 
it by his ministrations in the future. We learn 
that the conferences which Dr. Bacon refers to 


were of the pleasantest personal character, in | 


which respect they represent the kindly feeling 
still existing between him and the congregation of 
Park Church. For the present at least it is his pur- 
pose to remain in Norwich, and to remain in the 
ministry. Dr. Bacon was called to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Dr. M. M. G. Dana, 
who closed his pastorate on the 4th of 
March, 1878 Wr. Bacon, then supplying a 
pulpit at Pittsburg, Penn., preached at Park 
Church the last three Sundays of June, and 
Was soon called for. He began his systematic 
ministratians the ist of September, although. he 
was not installed until Jan. 22, 1879. During these 
four years or more he has evinced warm interest 
in our educational institutions, the musical culture, 
philanthopic work, and moral tone of the com- 
munity, as well asin reform movements affecting 
the wellfare of society at large; he has contributed 
largely to the leading religious papers and secular 
magazines of the day; has proved himself a mas- 
terly scholar, and exceptionally eloquent preacher 
—in which respect Park Church will find it hard to 
fill his place—and by his social and ‘intellectual 
qualities, he has attached to him a circle of friends, 
not limited by church or denominationa! lines, 
who will be glad that he and his charmiug family 
are to remain in our cits,

TROLLER KNOX’S REPORT. 

THE BUSINESS AND CAPITAL OF PRIVATE 
BANKERS IN 16 LARGE CITIES AND 33 
STATES—-THREE NATIONAL BANK FAIL- 
URES DURING THE YEAR ENDING NOV. 1. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The report of the 
Controller of the Currency will contain three com- 
prehensive tables of two pages each, giving by geo- 
graphical divisions, and by States, Territories, and 
principal cities, the number of State banks, savings 
banks, trust and loan companies, and private bank- 
ers of the country for the present and two previous 
years, together with the amount of their capital 
and deposits and tle amount invested by them in 
United States bonds. The first official information 


of this character ever published in regard to the 
private bankers of the country was contained in a 
tuble in the Controller’s report for 1880. The fol- 
lowing table gives the number, capital, and depos- 
_, of the private bankers in 16 of the principal 
cities: :

The number of private bankers in 16 of the prin- 
cipal cities is 796, with an aggregate capital of 
&74,440,599 and aggregate deposits of $10,741,746, 
the average capita! being $93,518 and the average 
deposits $137,867. About 68 per cent. of these pri- 
Yate banks are in New-York, representing more 
than two-thirds of the aggregate capital and more 
than one-half of the aggregate deposits. In New- 
York the average amount of capital is $96,870 and 
deposits $105,157 for each private banker, and the 
bankers in that city also held $7,846,422 of United 
States bonds, which is nearly one-half of the 
amount of sueh bonds held by allof the private 
bankers of the country. 

The number of private bankers in 33 States and 
Territories having a capital in excess of $100,000, 
exclusive of these 16 principal cities, is 2.530; the 
aggregate amount of capital is $39,287,623, and of 
deposits $181,970.664, the average capital being 
$15,529 and the average deposits $71.$25. The re- 
maining 18 States and Territories contain 65 private 
bankers, with an aggregate capital of $527,670 and 
aggregate deposits of $3,909,750. Massachusetts 
has only three private bankers ontside of Boston, 
with an aggregate capital of $64,167 and aggregate 
deposits of $618,206. Maryland has only two pri- 
vate bankers outside of Baltimore. Maine has 10 
private bankers, North Carolina 4, New-Hamp- 
shire 2, New-Jersey 4, Delaware and Vermont 1 
each, and Arizona 11, The ayerage amount of 
capital held by each of these 65 private bankers is 
$8,511, and of deposits $63,060. The following table 
shows by geographical divisions the number of 
private bankers in the United States, with the ag- 
gregate amount of their capital, deposits, and in- 
vestments in United States bonds, for the six 


| months ended May 31, 1882: 
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Three national banks have been placed in the 
hands of Receivers during the year ending Nov. 1, 
1882, namely: The Mechanics’ National Bank, of 
Newark, N. J., on Nov. 2, 1881; the Pacific 
National Bank, of Boston, on May 22, 1882, 
and the First National Bank of  Buf- 
alo, on April 22, 1882 The suspension 
of the first named two banks was mentioned in the 
report of the Controller for the year ending Nov. 1, 
1881, and the causes which led to both of these 
failures were then fully discussed. The Directors 
of the Pacific National Bank, of Boston, undertook 
to make good the impairment of its capital stock 
inthe manner authorized by section 5,205 of the 
Revised Statutes, but as they failed to do so within 
the time fixed by law, a Receiver was appointed to 
take charge of its affairs. The failure of the First 
National Bank of Buffalo was the result of the mis- 
appropriation of funds by its President. Its condi- 
tion was digcovered by the Bank Examiner when 
making his annual examination, and a Receiver 
was appointed, as before stated. The affairs of 10 
national banks have been finaily closed within 
the year. Since the commencement of the 
national banking system &7 banks have been 
placed in the hands of Receivers and 420 banks 
have voiuntarily closed their business by the votes 
of shareholders owning two-thirds of their stock, 
under the provisions of sections 5,220 and 5,221 of 
the Revised Statutes. Of the banks so placed in 
voluntary liquidation by their stockholders, 7 tailed 
to pay their depositors, and in these cases Receiy- 
ers were appointed by the Controller to wind up 
their affairs. Of the 87 banks placed in the hands 
of Receivers, 51 have been closed, leaving 36 still in 
process of settlement. The loss to creditors of 
national’ banks which have been placed in the hands 
of Receivers during nearly 20 years that have 
elapsed since the passage ot the act of Feb. 25, 1863, 
as near as ean be estimated, including dividends 
which will probably be hereafter paid, has been 
about $7,000,000. The average annual loss has been, 
therefore, about $400,000 in the business of corpora- 
tions having an average capital of about $450,000,- 
000, and which have been responsible for the safe- 
keeping of deposits in their hands averaging con- 
stantly over $800,000,000, or about one-twentieth of 
1 per cent. of annual loss to depasitors. 

The time required for liquidating the affairs of 
insolvent banks depends chiefly uvon the amount of 
litigation which may arise, as inany case it is im- 

ossible to tell in advance what questions it may 

ecome necessary to refer to the courts for deci- 
sion. In many of these cases no conclusion can be 
reached until the matter has been brought before the 
courts of last resort. The dockets of the Supreme 
Courts of most of the States, and that of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, are crowded, 
and when an appeal is made to these tribunals, 
years often elapse befcre the case ean be 
reached. Owing, however, to the decisions 
alreaay made, the forms of procedure, 
under the laws governing national banks, 
are better understood, and in collecting 
assets, in allowing offsets, and enforcing the liabil- 
ities of stockholders, there is now no inducement 
to protract litigation, either on the part of the 
ordinary debtors of the bank or of the stock- 
holders who becomes such debtors when assessed 
under their liability, as provided in section 5,151 
of the Revised Statutes. In all cases of failure of 











| national banks there are many claims presented to 


the Receivers which, for various reasons, do not 
appear to be properly liabilities of the association, 
and it is necessary, in order to protect the inter- 
ests of the genuine creditors, that such claims must 
be rejected until their merits have been properly 
adjudicated by a court of competent jurisdiction. 
The liability of Directors for negligent discharge of 
their duties, or for malfeasanee, is not yet clearly 
defined by any authoritative decision, but such de- 
cisions as there are bearing upon this matter point 
to a complete remedy against them also. The 
total amount paid to creditors of insolvent national 
banks aggregates $20,945,090 upon proved claims 
amounting to $29,586,558. The dividends so far 
paid thus equ2) about 70 percent. of the proved 
claims, 382 banks having paid the claims against 
them in full. Assessments amounting to $8,101,750 
have been made upon the stockholders of in- 
solvent national banks forthe purpose of enforcing 
their individual liability under section 5,151 of 
the Revised Statutes, of which about $3,200,000 
has been collected and $524,080 70 during the past

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THE ROBBERY OF DENVER REGISTERED 
MAILS. 
From the Denver ( Col.) News, Nov. 21. 
Another extensive robbery of Denver's regis- 
tered mail matter for New-York and New-England 


points, sent by the banking-houses in this city on | 


Oct. 31, has been reported to the Post Office au- 
thorities, and from present indications a valuable 
mail of the 7th inst, is also missing. The News has 
frequently called attention to these robberies, 


which kave occurred with startling regularity 
about twice a month since last December, but as 
yet no elfective steps have been taken to bring the 
party or parties committing them to justiee. The 
»anking-houses of Denver have suffered from these 
peculatious, and often a whole mail would be lost, 
while at other times only one or two of the 
banks would suffer. The most extensive loss 
which has been sustained by any of the 
banking firms wasthe robbery of about $50.000 
worth of the draftsand checks of the First Na- 
tional Bank, which was sent by them Oct. 3!. It 
is supposed that the mailof Nov. 7 was robbed, as 
numerous inquiries for remittances have come in. 
It is thought that this mail must have contained 
nearly $70,000 in drafts, remittances, &c. These 
robberies have caused no end of trouble to banks 
in duplicating drafts. and has materially affected

the credit of Denver banks. It is supposed that the 
robberies occur somewhere between Indianapolis 
and New-York, as Cincinnati and St. Louis mails 
have arrived all right. The Post Office Department 
at Washington has been notified several times 
of the robberies, and has returned the answer 
that the matter was being looked into, but as the 
mails continue to be robbed there is supposed to 
be either neglect or stupidity on the part of the 
Washington officials. 8. N. Wood, Cashier of tne 
First National Bank, has issued a circular to East- 
ern banks and other correspondents in regard to 
the matter, telling them of the robberies and ask- 
ing them to notify the bank as quickly as possible 
if they do not receive drafts or cheeks expected. 
The robberies seem to occur periodically and it 
would appear that the United States aetectives are 
very derelict in their duty in not turning up some 
clue or making some developments in the matter. 


IT WAS CLEVERLY DONE. 


A STORY OF A SPARRING-MATCI IN WHICH 
JEM MACE, AS A MICHIGAN LUMBERMAN, 
CAME OFF BEST.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The presence of 
John L. Sullivan, the champion puzgilist, in the city 
last week revives the memory of probably the only 
joke that was ever successfully played on Roscoe 
Conkling. During the Senatorial term of the late 
Zach Chandler he occupied a handsome and com- 
modious residence on H-street. One of the rooms 
was fitted up for a gymnasium, and here after din- 
ner Zach usually spent an hour swinging the elubs 
and using the dumb-bells. Frequentiy his Sen- 
atorial friends would drop in upon him. There 
were masks and foiis for those who found pleas- 
ure in fencing; while for those inclined to spar 
there was an excellent assortment of boxing- 


gloves. Chandler was a big, burly man, with a 
hand on him like ahired man. He delighted in 
rough sports, and was neverso happy as when 
pounding some one, or being pounded in 
return, with the gloves. Conkling was almost a 
nightly visitor. He was a clever sparrer, and in the 
exciting bouts between himself and Chandler 
usually came off victorious. On one occasion he 
punished Zach so badly in the presence of a dozen 
spectators that the giant Michigander foamed in- 
wardly with rage, and swore by all the gods on 
high Olympus he would be revenged if it cost him 
his fortune. The opportunity came sooner than he 
expected. Lawrence Barrett was traveling that 
season with acompany of his own selection, im- 
personating a round of Shakspearean characters. 
In order to invest tne play with as mueh realism as 
possible Barrett engaged Jem Mace, the pugilist, 
for one of the characters. When the company 
visited Washington Chandler invited Mace to call 
at his house, where he unfo!ded to him the details 
of a plot to“ put up a job’’ on Lord Roscoe. 
If successfully carried ont Mace would receive a 
substantial reward. Maes consented. That 
evening Conkling dropped in, as was his wont. 
Chandler introduced the pugilist as one of his con- 
stituents, a lumberman from Michigan. Conkling 
murmured his pleasure at meeting any friend of 
Zach’s, and then the pugilist was gravely presented 
to Senators Beck, Bayard, Morton, and several 
other gentiemen, among them a well-known news- 
paper man. They were all in the seeret, and were 
there by Chandler’s express desire. Zach had 
planned the affair with diabolical coolness. Not 
only did he intend that Mace should “dust the 
floor” with ‘“* Conk,” but he had invited his Senato- 
rial friends to witness the operation which through 
the journalist would be read the next day with 
loud guffaws by an already prejudiced public. 
It required but little manceuvring to arrange % 
set-to between the New-York Senator and the 
‘“‘jumberman.” The latter with blunt candor 
disclaimed any knowledge of science, but added 
tnat he was “used to rough-and-tumble fights. 
and could give and take some powerful blows.” 
Conkling smiled serenely. Here was a foeman 
worthy of his steel, a veritable pugilistic aiamund 
inthe rough. He would show the assembled spec- 
tators how science could conquer brute strength. 
He removed his coat and vest and tied his sus- 
penders around his waist. Thoy took their places, 
Chandler acting as referee. Mace’s position was 
one of studied awkwardness. He held both hands 
in front of him, and instead of braeing himself with 
one leg behind the other, both feet were wide 
Conkling’s 
movements were the perfection of grace. He 
flourished his fists rapidly for a moment before 
Mace’s face, and then with a “ Look out for your- 
self!’ he struck a blow straight from the shoulder, 
But somehow it fell short. The lumberman in 
his heavy, awkward fashion had, by good luck, it 
seemed, just moved back far enough to escape 
it. Conkling laughed and said, in a patronizing 
tone: *‘ You did that very cleverly.’ A few mo- 
ments of sparring followed. Conkling saw a good 
opening and made for it, but the !umberman clum- 
sily avoided it and countered so heavily that Conk- 
ling measured his length on the floor. He eame up 
smiling, however, and complimented the lumber- 
man on his extraordinary luck. Not a suspicion 
entered his mind. In the next round Conkling suc- 
ceeded in planting a few light blows on his oppo- 
nent’s chest, but was knocked down at the conclu- 
sion with so much force that he was upable to rise 
for an instant. When he rose to his feet it was 
plain to be seen he was very angry, but he strug- 
gled hard to control his emotions. He was badiy 
used up. His ** hyperion curl’’ had lost its curve 
and hung limp and soggy on his forehead. His 
clothes were torn, while great beads of sweat 
rolled down his face. The spectators were ready 
to shriek with laughter, but were held in check 
by old Zach, who promised them still further sport. 
He then signaled to Mace to“ goin.” Mace did 
goin. He pushed Roscoe. He crowded him, he 
pounded him. He worried him so that at last 
Conkling dropped into a chair so weak and ex- 
hausted that he could no longer retain his legs. 
Then the pent-up merriment of the spectators 
broke forth, led by old Zach himselt. They howled 
and yelled. You could have heard them a block. 
Slowly the truth dawned upon Roscoe that he had 
been made the victim of a ridiculous practical joke. 
Calmly he drew off his gloves; quietly he arranged 
his disordered attire. Meanwhile the laughter econ- 
tinued. He cast a withering glance of scorn and 
defiance at his tormentors, and then, with the 
dignity of a prince, marched down the stairs. He

THE TRANSIT OF VENUS. 
ee ee 

From the Providence Journal, Nov. 25. 
Venus will be the evening star until Dec. 6, 
and morning star the rest of the month. There 
will be no hesitation in determining which of the 
planets leads the list, for the movements of Venus 
are more important than those of all the other 
planets combined, or indeed of any other celestial 
event, even the advent ot another comet exceed- 
ing in proportions our present august visitor. On 
the 6th the grand epoch occurs, for then the planet, 
reaching herinferior conjunction, makes a transit 


over the sun’s face. Nointelligent person who re- 
alizes its importance will fail todo as much toward 
the celebration of the rare event as to follow the 
planet’s course, with the aid of a piece of smoked 
glass, at some time during the passage. Itis the 
simplest sight imaginable, a tiny black dot making 
its way over the sun, but the solntion of the 
great problem of the sun's distance may hinge 
on the seemingly unimportant occurrence. Venus 
will appear on the sun's limb over the whole United 
States at nearly the same moment of absolute 
time, at about 8:55 o’clock inthe morning; she will 
leave it and the transit will end about3 o'clock, 
Washington meantime. The tables of Venus are 
not quite perfect, and therefore the predicted time 
may differa minute or two from the observed time. 
Such is the insportance attached by astronomers to 
the transit that millions of dollars will probably be 
appropriated by the Governments of different 
countries and spent by private individuals in ob- 
serving the phencmenon. Scientific observers will 
be numbered by thousands, while no figures can 
compute the labor and painstaking involved in 
the intricate processes that enter into the mathe- 
matical calculations. All that the most san- 
guine astronomers expect to accomplish is 
the right to add or subtract less than 
the tenth of a second from the sun's 
parallex as now received, though this infinitesi- 
mal angular error represents something like 
a balf-million miles in the solar distance. At half 
the stations in the most favorable localities, the 
weather will prevent observation. But at the other 
half, all that human power can do in wresting the 
secrets of the sun will be accomplished, and the 
only opportunity that will occur for 122 years will 
be iaproved. After the fransit, we shall lose the 
fairest of the stars from the evening sky, but only 
for ashorttime. Ina few days she will reappear 
in the east as a morning star; at the close of the 
month she will be a superb object in the morning 
sky, rising two hours and a half before the sun, 
and sharing with the comet. if the celestial visitor 
has not left for parts unknown, in the chief attrac- 
tions of the celestial view. Venus sets now a few 
minutes before 5 o'clock in the evening; at the end 
of the month she rises about 4:45 o’clock in the 
morning.

THE PLANETS IN DECEMBER. 
From the Providence vournal, Nov, 25. 

December presents an exceptionally beauti- 
ful programme for planetary students. Venus 
leads off with a grand transit and inferior conjunc- 
tion. Jupiter comes next in reaching on the 18th 
the most important epoch of his course, opposi- 
tion with the sun, when the eastern sky seems to 


giow as he comes above the horizon. Saturn pur- 
sues the even tenor of his way high up among the 
stars. Mars shows a throb of life as he arrives at 
conjuaction with the sur, and gives promise of 
some time reaching opposition, wien his tiny moon 
will come into view. Mercury is busy enough to 
deserve the title of messenger of the gods. Tne 
conjuuction of Venus, Mercury, and Mars with 
the sun and with each other show how near 
they are to the great luminary and how 
nearly their tracks touch upon each other. Once 
more our neighbor, the moon, tries to prove that 
she is not a member ot the dead-wortld brother- 
hood to which she has been ruthlessly consigned. 
Mr. Trouvelot adds his weighty authority to the 
theory that there are evidences of movement on 
the lunar disc. This keen-eyed, reliable observer 
has seen lunar landseapes lose their distinctness as 
if light clouds were floating over them and two of 
the great craters illumined with a rare vapor 
slightly tineed with purple. Here are indications 
of an atmosphere of some kind, thus conflicting 
with established belief. But the astronomical 
mind is receptive, and willing to accept anything 
new and strauge on sufiicient proof.

VARIOUS SUBJECTS DISOUSSED. 


DID HUDSON LAND AT CASTLE GAR« 
DEN? 
To the Edilor of the New-York Times: 

Your very interesting article, ‘* Linked with 
Other Days.” in this morning’s paper has already 
found a welcome place among my treasures of lo- 
eal history. I beg leave, however, to inquiro 
whether you are quite certain that in 1€09 or at 
any other time “ Hudson landed at Castle Garden, 
there or thereabouts?” 

Of course, you did not mean to be literally under- 
stood that ‘‘Castie Garden” was in existence dur. 
ing Hudson‘s time, for you are doubtless well aware 
that the ‘‘Garden” was built within the memory 


of men still living; that only a few years ago it wag 
approached by 2 bridge: that nearly the entire 
area known as ‘‘ The Battery” is “made ground;” 
so made long after Hudson perished at sea, and 
that the name itself was derived from the little re- 
doubt of six guns placed just beyond the walls of 
old Fort Amsterdam ty Jacob Leisler in 1689. My 
objection is to the statement that Hudson landed 
‘*there or thereabouts.” 

In the journal of Hudson’s voyage kept by his 
mate, Robert Juet, it is stated: ‘On Saturday, the 
five and twentieth of March, 1609, after the old ae- 
count, we set sayle from Amsterdam.” 

On the 2d of September following land near 
Sandv Hook was sighted: ““A very giad Land te 
fall with and a pleasant Land to see.”” 

The first landing was made two days later.. This 
was not on Manhattan Island, but at a poim, far 
down the Lower Bay. 

Sept. 5: ‘We heaved our ship again into five 
fathoms, and sent our Boate to sound the Bay, and 
we found that there was three fathoms hard by the 
Souther shoare.” 

On the following day Hudson, still cautiously 
feeling his way, sent John Colman with four men 
to make soundings. ‘*So they wentin two league? 
and saw an open Sea and returned, and as they 
came backe they were set upon by two Canoes, the 
one having twelve the other fourteene men.” 

Coiman was killed “by au arrow shot into hid 
throat.’ Sept. 7 “was faire. and by ten of the 
clocke they came aboord the ship and brought our 
dead man with them, whom we carried on Land 
and buryed, and named the Point after his name, 
*Colman’s Point’ ” (Sandy Hook.) 

Hudson did not leave his anchorage in the Lowet 
Bay until Sept. 10. He sailed slowly through the 
Narrows, and anchored ia the Upper Bar for the 
first time two days later. “The Twelfth—very 
faire and hot. In the afternoon at two of the 
clocke wee weiched, the winde being variable be- 
tweene the north and north-west. So we turned 
into the River two leagues and anchored. This 
morning at one first Rode in the River—there came 
eight and twenty canoes full of mtn. women, 
and children to betray ns; but we saw their intent 
and suffered none of them to coms aboord of us.” 
He dropped anchor. ‘*Then came foure canoes 
aboord; but we suffered none of them to come 
into our ship.”” On ‘“‘the fourteenth, in the morn- 
ing, being vary faire weather we sayled up the 
River twelve leagues.” Before night the High. 
lands must have been resched—for “the Land 
grew very high and mountainous.” 

No mention is made of landing until Sept. 1% 
“In the after-noone our Master’s Mate went on 
land with an old Savage—a Governor of the Coun 
trey—who carried him to his honse and made him 
good cheere.”’ This was near the site of the pres- 
ent city of Hudson, and more than 100 miles from 
“*Castle Garden.” 

On the 23d of September Hudson started on hi¢ 
downward passage, and as he neared Manhattan 
Island was furiously attacked by In‘ ians. ‘“* Above 
en hundred of them came toa point of Land ta 
shoot at us.”? This threatening demonstration wag 
made on the 2d of October. 'I'wo days later Hud: 
son passed through the Lower Bay, and “steered 
away east south-east and south-east by east off 
into the mayne Sea.” 

In no part of Juet's journal is there any indica: 
tion given of a landing on Manbattan Island. 
From this circumstance alone it is reasonable ta 
infer that no such landing was ever made by Hud- 
son or any of his crew. Had a landing on the 
island been effected itis the highest degree im- 
probable that Juet would have omitted to note sa 
ee an event in his carefully prepared jour 
nal. 

Hudsen was so violently attacked, both on en- 
tering and leaving the harbor, that he doubtless 
deemed it but prudent—with his poorly armed ship 
and smail crew—to steer clear of an island then 
peopled by a bloodthirsty band of Indian warriors,

THE BEGINNINGS OF THE OIL TRADE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As petroleum is now becoming of importance 
sufficient to entitle it to a history, 1 desira to add 
one item to the interesting statemenis of your Oil 
City correspondent, published in Tur Tres of 
Noy. 23. The first introduction of petroleum to 
the public as an illuminator took place in Novem- 
ber, 1857, the oil having been optained from salt 
wells at Tarentum, on the Allegheny River, Penn- 
sylvania. Five or six sa!t wells in this locality pro- 
duced petroleum which was burned In a crude 
state in common lamps in the vicinity, and also at 
Pittsburg. Butits simeii and smoke prohibited its 
use except in coal mines or cellars until the writer 
adapted it toa lamp and introduced it to the citi« 
zens of New-York with such success that he ad- 
vanced the price from 75 cents in 1857 to $2 per 


| galton in 1858. 


These salt wells not producing altogether over 
8,000 or 4,000 barrels per year, he imported in 1858 
an oil from France called “oil of schiste.” quite 
largely, as the records of the Custom-house will 
show. He also, in 1858, obtained at Eniskillen, in 
Canada, a_considerab'e ouantity of petro- 
leum by digging earth wells or pits in thaf 
locality, afterward so prolific of petroleum. 
At first it was somewhat difficalt of sale. and can- 
vassers had to be employed with a lamp and can 
of oil to exhibit the light when permitted to do so 
in business resorts. Co!. Drake and assistants, who 
were interested in a tract of land on what was 
then termed Of] Creek, from its indications of oil 
on its surface and in surrounding springs, learn- 
ing that the writer had iatroduced the article for 
light, and the price it commanded and the 
trade that was springing up in New- 
York and _ vicinity, Col. Drake went to 
Tarentum to inspect the method of boring 
wells, which were then producing the petroleum 
dealt in by the writer. Here Col. Drake procured 
proper tools for boring wells and the services of an 
expert well-borer, and, proceeding to Oil Creek, 
succeeded with his effort in developing the great 
Pennsylvania oil deposit. The subsequent events 
connected with the article are very correctly de- 
scribed by your correspondent. Butthe commerce 
in petroleum for light had been successfully 
developed and the oil widely known through the 
efforts of the writer nearly two years before Drake 
eatered upon his enterprise. 

The statement that the first oi! from Drake’s well 
wenfto Pittsburg in 1853 is correct; but the state- 
ment that it went to a chemist for experimental 
purposes is a mistake, as it was bought by William 
Mackeown, a druggist, who was distilling my pe- 
teoleum for me before shipping it from Pittsburg, 
and Drake’s oil was shipped by him to me for my 
established trade. The first lot of Drake’s oil that 
came to New-York was bought by a Mr. Day, en- 
gaged in the india rubber trade. I bought it of him 
in a crude state, refined it, and then resold it to Mr. 
Day with lamps, and he shipped it with subsequent 
success to Australia. 

These incidents in founding the petroleum busi- 
ness antedate the weil boring of Mr. Drake, and 
stimulated the enterprise by a market demand al« 
ready made for petroleum at a high figure nearly 
two years before he was led by them into boring 
for petroleum. Books, papers, documents, con- 
tracts, advertisements, &c.. besides the testimony 
of gentlemen of the nighest respectability, can be 
produced to corroborate the foregoing early history 
of petroleum.

1867. and then it was confined almost exclusive'y 
to the crew of an American man-of-war stranded 
there in earthquake wave of that year, with whom, 
by reason of their irregular habits, the disease had 
its origin. Since thattime there have been but a 


| very few authenticated cases, these isolated, at 


rare intervals, and, in almost every instance, 
either brought into the island from elsewhere, or 
directly traceable to some grossly imprudent act of 
the person affected.

MACHIAVELLI

It must be the odiousness that belongs by 
tradition tothe name Machiavelli which has 
prevented the translation into English more 
than once of the complete works of one of the 
greatest among the writers of Fiorence. Por- 
tions of his writings have appeared, but at 
times when erroneous and exaggerated views 
were taken of the man and his epoch. With 
the work of Prof. Pasquale Villari, of Flor- 
ence—‘‘ Niccolo Machiavelli and His Times’— 
a volume of which made its appearance while 
the present translation was coming out—a 
new era for the greatstatesman began. Byror 
and Macaulay recognized his worth. French 
and German historians have of late writ- 
ten acceptably about him, At a time 


when his case is brought so gener- 


aliy before the tribunal of posterity it 
wasa good inspiration which prompted Mr. 
Detmold to render into English his complete 


works in prose, .Some kind of an apology for 
the most striking passages of ‘Il Principe” 
was to be expected of any one who has thought 
it weil to offer Machiavelli in all his important 
aspects to readers of English. Yet it is no 
easy matter to defend the reputation of Machi- 
avelli, except in the most general fashion, by 
throwing the burden of blame on his age and 
surroundings. What isto be thought of aman 
who addresses a Prince of the ambitious house 
of Medici with such advice as this ¢ 

“Tsay that every Prince ought to desire the rep- 
utatien of being merciful, and not cruel; atthe 
same time he should be careful not to misuse that 
mercy. Cesar Borgia was reputed cruel, yet by his 
cruelty he reunited the Romagna to his States and 
restored that Province to order, peace, and loyalty. 
* * * But it is necessary that the Prince should 
know how to color this nature well, and how to be 
a great hypocrite and dissembler. For men are so 
simple, and yield so much to immediate necessity, 
that the deceiver will never lack dupes. * * * 
For instance, a Prince seems to be merciful, faith- 
ful, humane, religious, and upright, and should 
even be so in reality; but he shouid have his mind 
60 trained that, when occasion requires it, hs may 
know how to change to the opposite.” 


Certainly patriotism of the modern stamp 
cannot be allowed Machiavelli, if we judge 
him on modern canons, But it seems fair to 
be reminded that the day and the canons of 
he day were entirely different. When ‘Il 
Principe’? was written Machiavelli was in 
exile. He had been imprisoned, and even tor- 
tured, becatise he was suspected of having be- 
longed to a conspiracy in Florence against 
tae reigning Prince. Although his guilt was 
not proved, and seems to have been without 
existence, vet he was no longer employed in 
public affairs as he had been hitherto. The 
essay On the Prince was a bid for employment 
addressed to Lorenzo the Magnificent, and 
admirably adapted to show what a sagacious, 
useful, and far-sighted Minister that was who 
was rusting on a farm after numberless ser- 
vices to the State and to the family of the 
reigning Prince. There is room for 
much more argument than Mr. Det- 
mold brings to bear, possibly because 
Bpecialists have treated the matter 1 more ap- 
propriate books in order to prove that such 
expressions as the above were simply conces- 
sions to the ruling spirit of statesmanship, and 
that Machiavelli really had in view the highest 
andl most patriotic aims. One of his commenta- 
tors does not hesitate torank him with Cavour, 
the latter being considered as the man called to 
complete and render popular what Machiavelli 
laid down in this treatise. To Machia- 
velli the times appeared to call for 
one strong Prince, who, by force, fraud, 
and a wise consideration of the wishes of the 
Italian people, should make himself powerful, 
surround himseif with a national army instead 
of tae hirelings who piundered friends and fled 
from foes, and finaliy cast out of ltaly the 
thres nations that fought over her disunited 
parts. By the “barbarians”? Machiavelli 
meant the Germans, Hrench, and Spaniards. 
[é must be acknowledged that he calls a villain 
a Villain; that he points out the virtues of the 
rommon people at the same time that he notes 
the vices of the nobles. Without any talk 


about the rights of man he tries to prove to | 


Lorenzo that it is for his own interest asa 
Prince and an ambitious ruler to put arms in 
the hands of the people and turn the Militia into 
the bulwarks of the State. All through this 
treatise one feels that keen, not&rial mind 
classifying and sifting evidence and laying it 
before his client and his Judge with the great- 
pst simplicity, orderliness, and clearness. But 
at times we must allow that the tone rises above 
the small note of appeal to self-interest and 
embraces the cause of Italy. ‘It is neces- 
sary,’’ he tells Lorenzo, ‘* that a Prince should 
have a versatile mind, capable of changing 
readily according as the winds and changes of 
fortune bid him; and, as has been said above, 
not to swerve from the good if possible, but to 
know how to resort to evil if necessity de- 
mands it.’? This is only what every statesman 
does to-day; it iswhat Gladstone has just done 
in the matter of Egypt. The singular advan- 
tages of the Medicis at that moment were that 
they were paramount in Florence, a natural 
capital of Italy, controlled Rome, and were 
strong by the double prestige of temporal and 
spiritual rule, 

* And although up to the present time there may 
have been some one who may have given a gleam 
of hope that he was ordained by Heaven to redeem 
Italy, yet we have seen how, in the very zenith 
of his career, he was so checked by fortune that 

oor italy remained as it were lifeless and wait- 

ug to see who might be chosen to heal ber wounds 
+to put an end to the spoliations and ruinous 
taxation of the Kingdom ot Naples and of Tuscany 
and who should heal her sores that have festered 
ro long. You see how she prays God that He may 
send some one who shall redeem her from this 
cruelty and barbarous insolence. You see her 
eagerly disposed to follow any banner, provided 
there be some one to vear it aloft. * * * The 


opportunity is mest favorable, and when that is | 


the case there can be no great difliculties, provided 
you follow the course of those whotn lL have heid 
upto you as examples. * * * You must not, 
then, allow this opportunity to pass, so that Italy, 
aiter waiting so long, may at last see her deliverer 
ee. Nor can I possibly express with what 
affection he would be received in all those Provy- 
inces that have suffered so long from this inunda- 
tion of foreign foes!—with what devotion, and 
what tears! What door would be closed to him? 
Who would refuse him obedience? What envy 
would dare oppose him? What Italian would re- 
fuse him homage? This barbarous dominion of the 
foreigner offends the very nostrils of everybody 

At the same time that he spurs Lorenzo on 
with the prick of self-interest, of family pride, 
of pride in his city and his country, he adroit- 
ly informs him what the Minister of such a 
national deliverer should be, and paints his 
pwn portrait in afewwords. For Machiavelli 
bad every element of a good Prime Minister, 
and showed it never clearer than when he 
wrote: ‘‘The true way fora Prince to know 
bis minister is as follows, and never fails: 
Whenever he sees that the Minister thinks 
more of himself than of the Prince, and thatin 
ali his doings he seeks his own advantage more 
than that of the State, then the Prince may be 
sure that that man will never bea good Min- 
ister and is not to be trusted.” Often as he 
traded and negotiated for Florence, it was 
never known of Machiavelli that he looked to 
his advantage or misappropriated moneys in- 
trasted to him. 

Mr. Detmold deserves great credit for a 
work which is not at all likely to bring him 
any financial advantage. The four handsome 
volumes into which the well-kuown prose 
writings of Machiavelli, together with his 
** missions” to the army before Pi-a, to Rome, 
to the German Emperor, and the French King, 
have been expanded, are signs of a labor 
of love, not of profit. Yet in some 
respects he is not an ideal translator. 
The concise, workmanlike sentences of “Il 
Principe,” for instance, are often strung out 
unduly, and one is apt, now and again, to 
quarrel with the shade of meaning conveyed, 

et oftener with the awkwardness of the Eng- 
ish phrase. Wo are not told what text Mr. 
Detmold has used. Certainly not the first col- 
lected works, printed (in Fiorence? it has no 
place or printer’s name) in 1550. This edi- 
tion has probably \scaped Mr. Detmoid entire- 
ly, for in the biographical sketch in vol- 
ume one he states that the original of the 
profile portrait (by Bronzino) which fornis his 
frontispiece is the only well-authenticated por- 
trait in existence. The collected works of 1550 
contain a small rough wood-cut in full face 
which is evidently the same person as the 
Bronzino likeness, taken in a very coarse but 
lifelike sketch, to all appearance from a bust. 
While it does not compete with the profile as a 
work of art, it is a curious confirmation 
Ff the general appearance of Machiavelli’s 
eatures. Mr. Detmold has not attempted to 
include all of Machiavelli in this edition. 
Should it be possible, a further issue of volumes 
containing translations of his poetical essays 
would be valuable, especially as one of them 
is historical. His **Decenniale, Cioé Com- 
eM delle Cose Fatte in X Anne in Italia,” 

ongs to the curiosities of literature. So, 
too, does the humorous story attributed to his 
pen in which he gives one of the most widely 
awe of folk tales, whose meral is that the

cursor of national unity, the first institutor 
and master of her own in place of adventitious 
armies, United and Armed Ital laced this 
tablet on his fourth centenary, 3d May, 1869.”

MR. STEVENSON’S STURIES. 
NEW ARABIAN NIGHTS, By Ropert Lours STEVEN- 
son. New-York: Heney Hott & Co, 1882, 

Not often nowadays does a collection of 
short stories tempt the reader on and on until 
he has come to the end of the book. Without 
possessing the highest form of originality, the 
tales by Mr. Stevenson are sufficiently off the 
beaten track, sufficiently eccentric, sufficiently 
unexpected, to give much enjoyment. His 


style is far from polished, and the sub- 


jects to which he seems by instinct to 
incline are not of the most refined. 
The weird and grotesque attract him more 
than the beautiful; he has great boldness and 


dash and some of the talents of a satirist, but 
on the whole his book belongs to melodrama 


rather than the legitimately dramatic, and his 


comedy is more of the stamp of Gilbert’s 
operettas than anything of higher kind. In 
‘* The Pavilion on the Links’? he paints with a 
heavy hand the scenery of the Scottish 
coast on the German Sea, and the charac- 
ters of Huddlestone, the defaulting banker, of 
Northmour, the savage young laird, and 
the actions of certain quite impossible Italian 
carbonari, It sounds like an early effort, 
which he has now outgrown. In spite of its 
plot and love-making, it is raw material com- 
pared with one or two tales in this collection,and 
with the pleasant book on byways of France, 
with which he madea name, and ‘' The Suicide 
Club” is the general title for three, and * The 
Rajah’s Diamond’’ for four, short stories, in 
whicha humorous parody of the Arabian Nights 
Entertainments is mingled with parodies on 
the popular stories of detectives. ‘Che impossible 
and inconsequent, which form much of the 
stock in trade of Gilbert, Clay, and other Eng- 
lish writers for the stage, play a great part in 
these tales, The ‘Suicide Club” may very likely 
have sprung from the report thata French- 
man has ieft a fortune, by will, to the 
Government on condition that it should be 
used to found en institution where the incur- 
ably diseased could resort and either kill them- 
selves scientifically or be scientifically relieved 
of the burden of their lives, In these stories 
one catches here and there an echo of the pes- 
simism out of which Mallock has made capital. 
They are good reading for a half-hour ata 
time. They amuse—and then one forgets them. 
In Prince Florizel, of Bohemia, who, like Ha- 
roun al Raschid, wanders avout London and 
Paris in various disguises, Mr, Stevenson seems 
to have biended the traits of the Prince of 
Wales and of a personage of ancient lineage 
well-known to toe Jockey Club of Paris; 
whether intenfionaily or not is not so easy to 
be seen. In ‘‘A Lodging for the Night,’’ the 
thievish French poet Villon is revived 
with a good deal of skill. The touch 
is coarse, but the picture remains in the mind. 
It is the antithesis to what a naughty London 
editor calis the ‘captain’s-biscuit style of 
Henry James, Jr.” ‘*The Sire de Malétroit’s 
Door” is another Fantasiestiick from the 
fifteenth century that leaves a memory. 
‘* Providence and the Guitar” paints a provin- 
cial French town unusually well—its mild 
Mayor, its magnificent and most disagreeable 
Commissary of Police, and its obsequious and 
hard-hearted inn-keeper. The Oxford under- 
graduate who is tramping it through France 
and meets the strolling singers forms with his 
insular stolidity a good contrast to their 
florid style of talking and acting. Mr. Ste- 
venson has a good, hypocritical American in 
one of the Suicide Club stories, who is very 
amusingly outlined at first, but who acts after- 
ward entirely out of character. His Saratega 
trunk is also out, because frugal and mild 
young New-inglanders of this kind never use 
them. Who does, except the Saratoga belle ? 
Vishing to dispose of a dead body, Dr. Néel 
says to Silas Q@. Scuddamore: ‘You have 
there, in the corner, one of those monstrous 
constructions which your fellow-country- 
men carry with them into all quarters 
of the globe—in a word, a Saratoga 
trunk. Until this ‘noment I have never 
been able to conceive the utility of these erec- 
tions; but then 1 began t® havea glimmer. 
Whether it was for convenience in the slave 
trade, or to obviate the results of too ready an 
employment of the bowie-knife, I cannot bring 
myself to decide.” When Silas @. Scudda- 
more got to London with the body of the man 
he had not murdered, in the Saratoga trunk, 
he “reflected pathetically over his arnbitious 
designs for the future; he should not now be- 
come the hero and spokesman of his native 
place of Bangor, Me. ; he should not, as he had 
fondly anticipated, move on from office to of- 
fice, from honor to honor; he might as well di- 
vest himself at once of all hope of being ac- 
claimed President of the United States and 
leaving behind him a statue, in the worst pos- 
sible style of art, to adorn the Capitol at Wash- 
ington.” On the whole the book Is to be heart- 
ily recommended for its «xeeedingly light and 
frivolous hit-or-miss style, its queer turns of 
plot, and enjoyable touches of nature.

A DEVOTIONAL LIFE OF OUR LORD AND SAVIOUR | 


JESUS CHRIST. By the Kev. Epward L. CUTTs, 
B. A. New-York: E. & J. B. YounG & Co. 


In this general survey of the life and 
mission of the Saviour, the writer has por- 
trayed Jesus in a strong light as an actual 
historical person, and at the same time laid 
emphasis on the great doctrine that He was 
very God. All that pertains to His birth and 
childhood is discussed with special amplifica- 
tion, The period of His active ministry and 
teaching is treated in an unusually brief and 
summary style. But the passion and death, 
like the birth, have been selected as a field for 
copicus observation and reiiection, The work 
is devotional in the sense of affording material 
for devout meditation and containing the ex- 
pression of reverent sentiment, while main- 
taining the form of biographical narrative. 
Intricate questions and points in controversy 
are to a great extent avoided, and those 
phases of the subject are studiously and ju- 
diciously kept in view which yield practical 
lessons and are available for the quiet culture 
of religious emotions and aspirations. 


THE LAND AND THE BOOK. 


CENTRAL PALESTINE AND PHG!NICTA. By Wit- 
LIAM M,. THoyson, D. D. New-York: Harper & 
BROTHERS. 1882. 


This elegant volume is the third which the 
venerable author has prepared with the same 
general design and under the same title, and 
with little, if any, external intimation that 
they are not ail one and the same in contents. 
‘hey are, however, distinct and separate, as 
much so as if they had been duly labeled and 
numbered as aseries. The first appeared some 
20 or more years ago. The second, which was 
published in 1880, related to Southern Pales- 
tine and Jerusalem. The present volume is 
occupied particularly with the regions lying 
more to the north and west, As Dr. Thom- 
son has been for 45 years a missionary 
in the Holy Land, his facilities for gain- 
ing clear, tull, and accurate knowledge and 
for taking in the full significance of everything 
connected with the various localities have 
been unsurpassed. His aim in writing has not 
been so much to give an account of the 
present aspect of the country and the con- 
dition of the population now to be found there 
as to draw from their manners and customs 
and their geographical and architectural sur- 
roundings illustrations of special passages of 
Holy Scripture to which he makes continual 
reference. His style excels in perspicuity, 
being simple, unstudied, and natural to the 
last degree. His observations all lie within 
the comprehension of children, who might 
easily imagine as they turn over the large and 
handsomely printed pages that they stand in 
a group round the veteran missionary and 
listen to him narrating the wonderful things 
he had seen, and showing how the peculiarities 
of the land aad people throw a flood of light 
upon the Bible. His practice was to 
carry with him his pencil and note-book 
and record ip the open air his impressions 
ot the objects at the moment under observa- 
tion. Sitting by the sea, sailing on the lake, 
resting on the hillside or mountain top, or un- 
der the olive or oak, or in the shade of the 
great rock, he thought, felt, and wrote, so that 
the places and the life around him might give 
color and character to his pictures. And his 
words, as thus suggested, he has apparently 
retained in their freshness and simplicity, not 
deeming it wise to sacrifice these attractions 
for the artificial literary effect and severe co- 
hereace due to later elaboration. The reader. 
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can thus readily conceive that heis led by the 
hand over the ways hallowed for ages by the 
feet of saints and pilgrims and among scenes 
consecrated beyond all others by manifesta- 
tions of the supernatural, and that he is listen- 
ing to the familiar converse of a guide thor- 
oughly at home in the land and no less thor- 
oughly acquainted with the sacred oracles. 
The publishers have spared no expense in the 
binding and typography, and especially in the 
numerous appropriate illustrations, to render 
| the volume a fascinating and enjoyable accom- 
paniment of Biblical study.

NORSE LORE. 
FOLK AND FAIRY TALES. P.C. ASBJORNSEN. _Trans- 


lated by H. L. Bratstap. New-York: A.C. Arm- 
STRONG & SON. 


Asbjornsen was one among the first who 
traveled through the length and breadth of 
Norway, in} search of the old stories of 
the people. As Mr. Gosse tells us, in 
1842 Asbjornsen published his first collec- 
tion of *‘ Norwegian Folk and Fairy Tales,” 
in connection with Jérgen Moe. The present 
volume is a collection made from the various 


works of the first author. To the charm of 


the native stories is added the pleasing intro- 
duction of an accomplished writer. Take, for 
instance, the first story, entitled an ‘* Old- 
fashioned Chrismas Eve;’’ a Lieutenant who 
isaway from home, who is ill, spends his 
Christmas Eve at Christiania, and an old Jady, 
versed in Norwegian fairy stories, tells all she 
knows to the children. The Lieutenant lis- 
tens and preserves them in his memory. 
Seme other stories are introduced without a 
preface. They all have that peculiar quaint- 
ness and originality characteristic of the Scan- 
dinavians. Elves, iike the Scotch brownies, 
inhabit houses and work for or against the 
inmates. ‘The ‘rolls wander through the 
Hedale Wood with but one eye between them, 


and a little lad managés to get this eye, and to | 


ransom it the Trolls have to give him bucket- 
fuls of gold and silver and a cross-bow. The 
Troll is the prototype of the English ogre, and 
when he is near a human creature he shouts, 
“T smell Uhristian blood,” just as our own 
well-known giant says: 
‘* Fe, fi, fo. fur, 
I smell the blood of an Englishman.” 

Undoubtedly ogres and giants are derived 
from these Norse stories. ‘‘ Tie man who was 
going to mind the house” is fullof humor. A 
surly husband finds fault with his wife, and 
determines to keep house. He orders her off 
tu attend to work to the fields, while he man- 
ages things at home. He accidentally kills 
the pig, lets all the beer out of the cask, man- 
ages to get the cow on the roof, and finally 
on down the chimney himself and smashes

belongs to the fisherman’s folk-lore, A poor 
fisherman, Isaac, reaches at last the enchanted 
fishing grounds near the Lofoten Islands, 
catches many fish, returns with a fine boat, the 
mnysterious dwellers at Kéist have given him, 
and forever afterward isarich man.

Ee brags of his skill; he has 
a sign put up over his smithy with this legend, 
“ Here lives the master of ali masters,” The 
saints come on earth and do many clever 
things in the horseshoeing line. They take

Butitis 
not the ode aione; apparently, verseis not the 
| natural expression of Mr. Wilkinson. More 
pleasure will be got from the elaborate 
notes in defense of Webster than from 
the ode. The latter is divided into 
sections representing so many chapters or 
different movements in the mind of the writer. 
Thus the first isa ‘“ challenge,’”’ the second a 
‘‘counter-challenge,’? to show why Webster 
was so great—why he deserves the highest 
tributes from his country. The fifth to eighth 
sections are devoted to him as a lawyer, and 
allude particularly to ths case of Dartmouth 
College and other noted acts of Webster. Then 
his farm life, his eminence as an orator, asa 
statesman, asa ‘* defender of the Constitution,”’ 
are touched on in somewhat pompous poetical 
language. The end is an “ appeal:” 

“ He loved thee, State, with self-postponing love: 
At leagth through him at leisure te be just 

Pronounce, | pray, 
To-day, 
Thy late * Well done,’ 
Well won 
Upon thy son— 
Late, but full-voiced and penitent, abov 
His dust.

** Who boldly had begun, thus softly ceased, 
Meek with his joy to deem the dawn increased,” 
Mr, Wilkinson’s ode is thus more a literary 

curiosity than literature. It is an eccentric 

production, like the long poem by Dr. Coles, 
of Newark, on the various parts and functions 
of the human body without and within. It is 

not always grammatical—the second line has a 

slip of that kind—but if has grasp, and in parts 

gives one the ieeling that the writer is groping 
toward the treatment of subjects through the 
medium of verse in such a way that different 
metres show changing mocds and that the 
whole is organic, not merely an array of line 
after line and section after section. Tech- 
nically very defective and unpoetical, it has 
certain broad merits that sbould not be over- 
looked because of a want of perfection in the 
commoner refinements of versification

Ho 
is especially attached to the principle that there 
are truths outside of the region of party de- 
bate, and that these truths are of more conse- 
quence than the contending parties are ready 
to believe. If we look below the surface of 
controversy, we commonly find more agree- 
ment and less disagreement than w6 expected. 
Agreement is slow of speech and attracts little 
attention ; disagreement hat wways plenty to 
say for itself. Agreement utters chiefly plati- 
tudes and truisms; yet we shall scarcely find 
any truth serviceable that has not been rubbed 
into atruism, and scarcely any maxim that

principle is applied to the great and radi- 
cal controversy between religion und science, 
there will be found considerable ground com- 
mon to both. In their tonejand aptitude to- 
ward philosophy and learning thereis a resem- 
blance; both express disdain. Also the re- 
ligious view and the scientific view of the uni- 
verse, which are thought to be so opposite, 
agree in this, that both protest earnestly 
against human wisdom. Both wait fora mes- 


sage which is to come to them from without. 
Relizgion says: Let man be silent and listen 
- while God speaks. Science says: Let us inter- 
rogate nature, and let us be sure that the 
answer we get is really nature's, and not 
a mere echo of our own voice. The 
Hebrew Scriptures express in poetic 
form and in language suited to another 
age the spirit of modern science. Notably the 
Book of Job contrasts the conventional and, 
as it were, orthodox view of the universe with 
the view which those obtain who are prepared 
to face its awfulness directly. {t is usual to 
represent theology as disregarding nature, as 
passing by the laws which gevern the world, 
or with occupying itself solely with occasional 
suspensions of them, or with ulterior inscruta- 
ble causes. But theolory can never deny that 
the laws of nature are among the laws of God, 
Hence, if the study of nature be one part of 
the study of God, is it not true that he who 
believeth only in nature is a theist and has a 
theology? A true theist should recognize his 
deity as giving him the law to which his life 
ought to be conformed. In this the resem- 
blance of modern science to theology comes 
out most manifestly. There is no stronger 
conviction in this age than the conviction of the 
scientific man, that all happiness depends upon 
the knowledge of the laws of nature and the 
careful adaptation of human tife to them. The 
author affirms that Luther and Calvin were 
not more jealous of the Church tradition that 
had obscured the true word of God in the 
Scriptures than the modern man of science is 
of the metaphysics and conventional philoso- 
phy that have beguiled men away from na- 
ture and her laws. In this same style of de- 
fining and discriminating, tracing obscure re- 
semblances between parties in antagonism, 
and criticising the application of names to 
ideas and the men who advocate them, the au- 
thor discusses the relation of theology to reli- 
gion, and pursues especially the inquiry, What 
would remain of religion if the supernatural 
were eliminated from it, and of how much 
vaiue would Christianity be if divested of the 
miracles? The volume contains some striking 
statements of truth, is eminently suggestive, 
and calculated to afford intellectual entertain- 
ment, but has, on the whole, a confusing and 
bewildering effect upon the mind. Every idea 
and theory is curiously blended with every 
other; most of the propositions turn out to be 
| hypotheses or mere concessions for the sake of 
argument, Conclusions that seem to possess 
practical importance are freely abandoned in 
the next paragraph or replaced by their oppo- 
sites, and the volume ends with aseries of un- 
answered interrogatories and despairing con- 
jectures.

DR. JOHN BROWN’S SPARE HOURS. 
SPARE HOURS: LOCKE AND SYDENHAM AND 
OTHER PAPERS. By Jonn Browy, M.D., LL. D,

Dr. Brown’s writings are entirely made up 
of the odds and ends of things which he threw 
off in moments when he was not on duty asa 
medical practitioner. They are simply mis- 
cellaneous, and speak the mood of the moment 
in his life. They are without pretense, with- 
out ambition in style or treatment, and with- 
out particular value as discussions, but as liter- 
ary essays and personal sketches their popu- 
larity has been wonderful, and they have car- 
ried the name and individuality of Dr. Brown 
wherever the English language is spoken, 
They are such writings as no one else could 
have produced. They have a flavor all 
their own. They are humorous and ge- 
nial and social, They remind you of Dean 
Ramsey’s ‘* Anecdotes of Scottish Life and 
Character,” and yet they are so eatirely iden- 
tified with Dr, Brown that even the anecdotes 
become his own, and the touch that makes 
this literature akin to the life of the whole 
world is due to the genial and sunny elements 
which the author into all that he 
writes. Whether he tells a story or discusses 
medical science or producesa memoir of his 
father or writes in a dignified way on health 
or describes the antics of his dogs, there is 
something in his way of saying things which 
makes his random pepers exceedingly coin- 
penionable and selects him for the admiration 
of mankind, He had the touch of one of the 
royal sons of literature. He wrote not 
for money but for his own amusement.

The only 
drawback to this volume is the mechanical ex- 
ecution, which is not up to the standard of the 
earlier volumes, and is unworthy of the gen- 
erally uniform excellence of the Riverside 
Press, The paper and the inking of the page 
are both bad, and Dr. Brown’s writings aro 
worthy of a far more attractive form than 
that in which American readers are now to 
have them.

The course of events would seem to bear 
out this view of the matter. On each 
succeeding morning the actions of the 
managers fof the warring roads have

It is very likely 
that there have been eager candidatesfor the 
Marshalship held by Mr. Henry. It would 
be remarkable if this were not the case. 
But this does not explain Mr. Henry’s con- 
Bpicuous sympathy with the Brady gang 
nor justify his public abuse of the Govern- 
ment’s counsel. And, since there were five 
removals from office ordered for the same 
cause, it follows that the ex-Marshal is only 
one of several alleged scapegoats. 

It has'been remarked that although there 
re about .a dozen Greenbackers in the pres- 
ent Congress there will not be one in the 
new Congress. There are, however, several 
Representatives-elect who, although they 
did not run on distinctive financial issues, 
may be-claimed as “good enough’? Green- 
jbackers for a party that has no avowed 
champion in the House. But Mr. S. N. 
‘Woop, Greenback candidate for Congress 
trom Kansas, although he lacked 13,000 
votes of an election, proposes to make a 
fight fora seat. His Republican competi- 
tor, Judge PeTERs, who was elected, holds 
a State office, and it is argued that, as 
the State Constitution forbids a Judge from 
holding two offices, the votes cast for him 
re void, and the man who has the next 
highest number of votes is elected. It would 
[be a pity to leave out in the cold the only 
Greenbacker who has any chance for a seat 
jn the next Congress. But, as Judge PeTErRs 
cannot possibly ‘‘hold’”’ the office of Rep- 
yesentative in Congress before March 4, 
18838, it is difficult to see why a resignation 

f his State office, in due time, would not 
arrange matters satisfactorily to everybody 
put this sanguine contestant. 


In Connecticut, it appears, the strife for 
place is chiefly active in the direction of the 
§ncoming Governor's staff. These Militia 
appointments are purely ornamental, but as 
the Governor has very little political patron- 
lage, competition for the places of Quarter- 
i and Adjutant-General, &., 
jhas been-very bitter. Finally, the squabble

Ifthe Governor of Connecticut had no ap- 
pointments to make but those of fence-view- 
ers and hog-reeves, the scramble for these 
appointments would undoubtedly be just as 
animated as it is over the comparatively un- 
important and superfluous offices the distri- 
bution of which has nearly distracted the 
Governor-elect while he has been waiting 
for his official certificate of election. 

The ruffians who shot the detective, Cox, 
in Dublin, on Saturday night, evidently be- 
lieve, with Mr. Davirt, that’ ‘action in 
Ireland must always be paramount to work 
in Westminster.”” At least one of the men 
engaged in the affray jis a habitual criminal, 
and the others are criminals in intent if not 
in fact. It is supposed that the purpose of 
their meeting at the. spot where the Police 
surprised them was the murder of some 
person whom their plan of ‘‘action’’ re- 
quired them to kill. Upon suck reckless 
men as these the success which has attended 
the working of the special jury clauses of 
the Coercion act will exercise no restraint. 
The conviction of the eight murderers of 
the Joyce family has had no deterrent 
effect upon the Fenian gangs of Dublin, 
and there is probably no weapon with which 
the Government is at present armed which 
will be found adequate to prevent the occa- 
sional success of their murderous plans, 
The wholesale arrest of suspicious individu- 
als would still leave at liberty a numerous 
class of persons animated with the worst 
purposes and ready to strike down the 
agents of the Government whenever oppor- 
tunity offered itself. The impending famine 
in the West of Ireland will aggravate the 
trouble, and nothing but measures of relief 
on a Jarge scale will keep the monthly lists 
of outrages and criminal assaults within the 
bounds which have recently enabled the 
Government to assure the country that Ire- 
land was at peace. 


The meeting in the Academy of Music to- 
morrow night is not intended to furnish an 
opportunity for the circulation of subscrip- 
tion lists to secure funds for the completion 
of the statue of ‘‘ Liberty Enlightening the 
World” by M. Bartuotpr. The statue will 
be finished and paid for in France. The 
sum of $200,000 will be required to furnish 
a suitable foundation and pedestal on the 
island in New-York Harbor on which the 
work is to be erected. The statue, as a 
work of art and as a monument which shall 
commemorate the old alliance between 
France and America, has been highly ap- 
proved by eminent men on both sides of the 
ocean. The meeting to-morrow night is to 
remind our fellow-citizens that the time for 
the inauguration of the work is close at 
hand, and that what we do must be done 
quickly. In a City so rich, liberal, and pa- 
triotic as ours it should not be necessary to 
press upon our people more tuan once the 
importance of concluding this matter, so 
that there shall be no delay in placing the 
monument when it shall be ready. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND THE STAR 
ROUTE TRIAL. 


The Government produced a sensation in 
Washington on Saturday by removing five 
office-holders who had, from one cause and 
another, made themselves obnoxious in con- 
nection with the star route cases. It is true 
that it is not very difficult to produce a sen- 
sation in the national capital by such means, 
because the whole population consists sub- 
stantially of office-holders, and of those 
who depend on them for a living, so that 
when a blow is struck at even five 
of the great army there is a thrill 
of some sort—sympathy, indignation, 
hope, or alarm—transmitted through the 
entire body. In the present instance the 
sensation was the result not so much of the 
actual removals, or, indeed, of the causes 
for which they were made, as of the sudden- 
ness with which the axe fell. Every one knew 
that the principal among those removed had 
been guilty of gross misconduct, that the 
evidence of this fact had been in the posses- 
sion of the Government tor a long time, and 
that the interests of justice had been serious- 
ly interfered with by the unaccountable 
procrastination in dealing with such obvious 
cases. It was because of the general impres- 
sion that because nothing had been done in: 
the matter nothing would be that the re- 
movals excited so much comment. 


We published yesterday morning the letter 
of Mr. GrorGE Buiss to the President, dated 
Nov. 11, and that of Mr. Brewster, the 
Attorney-General, to whom the letter of Mr. 
Buiss was referred, dated Nov. 2. On 
these documents the action of the President 
in making the removals was based. Of the 
men removed ex-Senator GzorGcE E. SPEn- 
ckR, Government Director of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, is the most prominent. His 
offense is that he is ‘‘a delinquent and ab- 
sconding witness,’’ in that when subpoenaed 
as a witness against the star route thieves he 
ran away and concealed himself and has re- 
fused to allow himself to be found. The at- 
tention of the President, as Mr. Buss re- 
marks, was ‘‘called some months ago’’ to 
this case. 


Mr. BREWSTER says that the papers con- 
taining the complaint failed to reach the 
President at that time. He does not say 
why they failed then, or when they suc- 
ceeded in reaching the President; but the 
case has been perfectly notorious for a long 
time, and SPENCER’s connection with the 
Government, in a position so responsible 
and so conspicuous, has been nothing less 
than a scandal. His removal was recom- 
mended by Mr. Buiss in order that at the 
trial of the star route thieves, which is set 
down tor the first week in December, ‘‘ the 
atmosphere which surreunds the case offi- 
cially should be in some measure purified.” 
The purification would have been in far 
greater measure if the removal had been 
made a good while ago. 

The cases of AINcER and PARKER, the 
Postmaster and Deputy Postmaster of Wash- 
ington, are, in a less conspicuous but equally 
specific manner, like that of Sprencer, 
scandalous. They had been officially re- 
ported nearly a year ago as guilty of a direct 
violation of the law in giving fraudulent 
certificates of the financial responsibility of 
contractors’ sureties. This was done, ac- 
cording to the report of the Post Office In- 
spectors, in defiance of the law, in aid of the 
gang of swindlers whom the Government 
has been prosecuting; it was done very 


extensively, and the certificates were given _ 
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in some instances after local Postmasters, 
whose certificates should have been required, 
refused to give them. Surely this was ground 
for action, and when no action was taken 
for a twelvemonth it is not suprising that 
the guilty men came to feel considerable se- 
curity in their positions. It was only when 
AINGERCommitted the indiscretion of writing 
to his newspaper in Michigan ‘‘ denouncing 
the officers who had instituted the prosecu- 
tion’’ that his offenses seem to have attracted 
the attention of the Government, and even 
this gross and inexcusable impertinence was 
allowed to go unnoticed from the time of 
the last trial until the present moment. Much 
the same comment is to be made on the case 
of Heim, the foreman of the Congressional 
Record printing-office, who has been known 
for a long time to be the active manager of 
Brapy’s scurrilous newspaper organ in 
Washington, and on Marshal HenrRy’s case, 
whose ‘‘abuse of counsel for the United 
States’”’ also dates from the last trial. 


Under all the circumstances, the effect of 
the action of the President in ridding the 
Government service of a number of men 
who have been notoriously opposed to its 
interests, and in open sympathy with the 
Post Office swindlers, will not be so decided 
as it ought to have been. The act is a wise 
and necessary one, but itis sadly belated. 
It will not ‘‘purify the atmosphere which 
surrounds the case officially.’? The delay 
which has been allowed has strengthened 
the impression that the Government is not 
in ‘‘dead earnest”’ to a degree which cannot 
be counteracted by this belated blow. That 
such an impression has obtained and is now 
quite general it would be folly todeny. That 
itis extremely unfortunate no one knows 
better than the eminent lawyers engaged in 
the prosecution, as is shown by their efforts 
to overcome it. Mr. Briss announces that 
the Government will be ready next week 
‘‘with a large number,/of witnesses and 
some new testimony.”’ The Attorney-Gen- 
eral pays the highest tribute to the vigor, 
rectitude, and ability of his associates in the 
case. It is greatly to be desired that they 
will be able to surmount the obstacles in 
their pathway and to land in the peniten- 
tiary the graceless scoundrels who have 
robbed and disgraced the Government, The 
case has reached a point where nothing but 
success in this regard will save the reputa- 
tion of the Administration, and the more 
clearly this fact is appreciated the better it 
will be for all concerned. 


THE RAIL-MAKERS’ DISTRESS. 

The iron business of this country has been 
running largely for the last few years to the 
production of steel rails. There has been a 
‘*boom”’ in railroad building, and the steel 
rail makers have had the benefit of a pro- 
tective duty of $28 a ton on foreign rails. 
They have accordingly been doing a driv- 
ing business and selling their product at 
$60 to $70 a ton, when English rails could 
be laid down in this country, without 
the duty, at $40 a ton. There is ample 
evidence that some of them, at least, have 
made enormous profits. Mr. Hewitt, who 
is interested in the business, has admitted 
that one Harrisburg concern made a profit 
of 79 per cent. on its capital last year. The 
English price of steel rails is about $25 a 
ton. It costs something like $10 a ton to 
bring them to this country, and the duty 
is $28, so that the American maker 
has the benefit of about 140 per 
cent. of protection. While there was 
a large demand this stimulated an 
expansion of the business. The enormous 
protection and consequent high profits kept 
this expansion up so long as railroad build- 
ing went on at such arate. But it was ob- 
vious that the business was entirely de- 
pendent on a continuation of railroad con- 
struction on the scale of the last two or 
three years. That furnished the iron and 
steel works with their only market for rails. 
But railroad building has been overdone, 
and it was only a question of time when a 
reaction would set in, The moment the 
check came the high price of protected rails 
was destined to work powerfully in aid of 
the reaction, for this is a large item in the 
cost of construction. 


The reaction began to show itself months 
ago, and there has been a great falling off in 
the demand for steel rails. The result was 
inevitable. The expanded and inflated busi-. 
ness of manufacturing rails found its mar- 
ket relentiessly contracted. The accumu- 
lating stock could not be sold at the old 
prices, or {fast enough at any price. The 
consequence has been that the big concerns 
knocked down to $45 per ton and then to 
$42. It was found necessary to curtail pro- 
duction and to reduce wages, and there is a 
threat of a general closing up of the 
works. While the business was confronted 
with this necessity came the late elections, 
which involved a menace or a promise 
of more or less sweeping reductions of 
duties, including those on steel rails. Some 


of the leading men engaged in the iron busi- . 


ness have given out that the proposed shut- 
ting down of mills is prompted in some 
measure by the prospect of a revision of the 
tariff by a Democratic Congress. It was 
hardly wise to make such an explanation. 
It was at best an equivocation, and it 
was likely to give rise to a charge that 
the iron interests, and especially the steel 
rail interests, were moved by a purpose to 
intimidate Ccngress and prevent a revision 
of the tariff so far as it affected them. The 
fact is very plain that the check upon rail- 
road building, which began months ago 
and which alone has contracted the market 
for steel rails, forced down prices, and com- 
pelled a curtailment of manufacture, was 
not due to the prospect of Democratic 
ascendency in one branch of Congress a 
year from now. No result of the late elec- 
tions could have given a new stimulus to 
railroad construction and saved the iron 
business from its present predicament. 


The situation illustrates one of the worst 
evils of a protective tariff in making manu- 
factures absolutely dependent on the fluctu- 
ations of the home market. The duty on 
steel rails has been, and was intended to be, 
prohibitory of importation. It was intended 
to give our manufacturers the full benefit 
of the home market. It has done more 
than that; it has enabled them to reap ex- 
travagant profits so long as railroad building 
was active. It has consequently built up the 
business at an unhealthy rate, and to dimen- 
sions which could not be maintained under 
the inevitable vicissitudes of the market. 
Had the duty been a reasonable one

which would not wholly shut out 
foreign competition, the development 
of the business would have been health- 
ful. Prices and profits could not have 
become exorbitaut,? and production would 
not have expanded up to the high-water 
mark of the demand. The cry is now raised 
that protection cannot be withdrawn or 
materially diminished without ruin, but no 
degree of protection would prevent the wide 
fluctuations which have occurred and which 
are ever likely to occur ina country like 
ours in railroad construction. It cannot 
save any interest, fostered by a _hot- 
bed policy, from ‘violent contractions 
like that which the iron business has en- 
countered. Protection is at the very bot- 
tom of the mischief. It has shut off the 
regulating influence of foreign competition, 
it has stimulated the means of production to 
an abnormal growth, it has drawn labor 
and capital into un expanding inclosure 
which was liable at any time to begin to 
contract and squeeze them disastrously. 
The steel rail business is undergoing a 
squeeze which protection has prepared for 
it, and its cries of distress should not pre- 
vent the application of the proper remedy. 


THE FRENCH MINISTRY. 

M. CLEMENCEAU, the Radical Deputy for 
Montmartre, gave a very pithy illustration 
of the behavior of the present unmanageable 
French Chamber of Deputies, the other 
day, when he said that in the 124 days of the 
first session it devoured (that is, drove from 
office) 54 Ministers or Under Secretaries of 
State, an average of forty-hundredths of a 
Minister a day, There is no doubt that in 
overthrowing the Gambetta and de Frey- 
cinet Ministries in that session the Chamber 
earned this undesirable reputation. But in 
the two weeks of the present session 
it has done nothing to alarm even the 
most timid of the rather  insignifi- 
cant gentlemen whom M. DuciLerc 
has associated with himself in the Cabinet. 
At the opening of the session the Minis- 
terial statement of policy made a good im- 
pression upon the Chumber and upon the 
country. The legislators were asked to 
lay aside controverted and burning ques- 
tions and to give their attention wholly 
to safe subjects, like the budget, the 
laws relating to habitual criminals, the 
care of the insane, and sanitary plumbing, 
leaving the Church and State and disturbing 
foreign matters to be settled at a later ses- 
sion. But the weakness of the Ministry was 
apparent in every paragraph of its message 
to the Chambers. It announced only its 
Wishes, not its intentions. 


This prudent course has made it possible 
for the Ministry to live through two weeks 
of the session without incurring the displeas- 
ure of the Chamber, but already there is talk 
of a crisis—that frequent bugbear of the 
The trouble this time is 
in the Ministry itself, which has made some 
singular blunders in its statements concern- 
ing the budget and the appropriations. 
It was reported on Saturday that either 
M. Trrarp, Minister of Commerce, or 
M. Herisson, Minister of Public Works, 
would resign. This was denied in a later 
cable dispatch. The Budget Committee and 
the Ministry, it was said, had ‘‘ come to an 
agreement based upon a promise of M. 
Herisson, Minister of Public Works, to 
concentrate his efforts and the resources of 
his department upon the railways already 
commenced, and tu reduce the expenditure 
as these roads approach completion.”’ 

The budget difficulty with which the 
Ministry is confronted is, as was lately 
pointed out by M. Paun Leroy-Bravtigu, a 
somewhat serious one. In July, 1881, the 
credits for the current year were fixed at 
2,854,000,000f. By supplementing credits 
up to the time the budget report was pre- 
pared this was increased to 3,002,000,000f. 
Against this estimated expenditure there are 
estimated receipts—allowance being made for 
the recent diminution in the revenues—of 
2,943,000,000f., leaving an evident deficit of 
59,000,000f. But there are still other supple- 
mentary credits, borrowings from former 
budgets, and unforeseen expenses which carry 
the deficit up to fully 150,000,000f. When the 
truth about the finances came to the knowl- 
edge of the public, the various obligations 
of the Government fell in the markets. Com- 
pared with the prices of two years ago, the 
credit of France has fallen off nearly 7 per 
cent. on the Bourse. This fall cannot be at- 
tributed to any general cause, for the bonds 
of every other Government have risen in 
price since 1880, and the quotations of the 
general list of securities on the Bourse 
are higher than before the financial disturb- 
ances of last yeur. 


The competence of the present Ministry 
to deal with such a situation may be judged 
from one of the shifts to which it resorted 
to patch up a presentable budget statement. 
Having observed that this has been a very 
rainy year, M. Trrarp hit upon the brilliant 
idea of turning the weather to good account 
in solving his perplexities. On the theory 
that men don’t work upon docks, harbor 
improvements, and railways when it rains, 
he struck off 159,000,000!, from the estimates 
for public works expenditures and credited 
M. Herisson’s department with that sum as 
an unexpended balance. Since the report 
was prepared the fine Fall weather has de- 
stroyed the basis of his calculation. 


When M. p& FREycrInNeET laid out his great 
plan of public works it was estimated that 
the expenditure of a gross sum of 4,000,000, - 
000f., spread over a period of 10 or 12 years, 
would suffice. The Government has gone 
ahead so fast, however, that more than 
9,000,000, 000f. wiil be required for the period 
named. Among other things, there were about 
four thousand kilométres of new railways 
to be built this year, but M. Hexrrsson has 
evidently concluded that there 1s not money 
enough for all these new lines, and he wili 
confine his expenditures to lines already 
begun. The budget can be made to bal- 
ance without much difficulty by rigidly 
cutting down expenses. To restore the 
credit of the State is a more serious 
problem, and one which cannot be so 
quickly solved, as the causcs which have in- 
jured it are more complex and not so easily 
reached. The mistakes of the present Cham- 
ber of Deputies, its heterogeneous com posi- 
tion, and its gencral want of political sense 
are among these causes. With sucha body of 
men in its legislative halls, not only the credit 
of the republic, but its very existence, is 
threatened, though the peril is not so near or 
so great as some alarmists imagine. Should 


the present Ministry, like its two predeces- 
sors, be overthrown by this intractable 
Chamber, the difficulty of finding anybody 
totake the Premiership would no doubt in- 
cline President Grevy to look upon a dissolu- 
tion and a new general election as the only real 
remedy for the existing evils, and the assent 
of the Senate to that plan would, in such a 
condition of affairs, not be hard to obtain.

AFRICAN TITLES. 

Now is evidently the time to buy African 
kingdoms, and the French are busily im- 
proving the opportunity. Good kingdoms 
can be bought in the Congo region for two 
gallons of rum each, and navigable rivers 
can be had, when bought by the quantity, 
at the rate of an ounce of gunpowder per 
mile. Of course, when a kingdom is sold 
the population is thrown in, and the royal 
seller guarantees that it is free from canni- 
balism, and that neither he, his heirs, Exec- 
utors, Administrators, or assigns will at any 
time eat any of the population without pay- 
ing the full market price therefor. East 
African kingdoms, being nearer to the Eu- 
ropean market, come rather higher. Still, a 
good-sized kingdom, with an accessible har- 
bor on the Indian Ocean, can be bought for 
a barrel of rum, though owing to the thiev- 
ish habits of the natives the buyers have to 
keep a strict guard over their property. The 
latest East African purchase is that of the 
Bay of Toojourah, made by M. SoLeILuer, 
an enterprising Frenchman, whose purchase 
is now sharing with M. pe Brazza’s Congo 
kingdoms the attention of the French people. 


M. pe Brazza has one advantage which 
M. SoteiLuet lacks. The Congo natives 


are very superstitious, and he has persuaded | 


them that the French flag is a fetich of tre- 
mendous power. The result is that the flags 
which he has left flying over his newly 
bought !kingdoms are worshiped by the 
natives with great zeal. Not only do they 
imagine that the most terrible consequences 
would follow the hauling down of a sacred 
French flag, but they would die sooner than 
permit Mr. StaNLEyY or any other stranger 
to meddle with them. This method of se- 
curing loyalty to a flag is new and ingenious, 
and when France takes possession of M. pE 
BRAzzZA’s purchases the position of priest of 
the flag will be eagerly coveted by French- 
men anxious to make an easy living by con- 
verting to their own use the sacrifices offered 
to the flag by pious native Kings. 

M. SoLerLuet, not being able to instill 
into the more intelligent natives of the 
east coast any particular reverence for the 
French flag, has been compelled to build a 
wall around his bay to keep the natives 
from stealing it during his absence in Eu- 
rope—at least he says he has built such a 
wall, although the undertaking must have 
been a very difficult one. The Bay of 
Toojourah is about ten miles wide at its 
mouth, and its sides are each about twenty 
miles long, hence M. Souermuer’s wall 
must be fully thirty miles in length, and 
one-third of it must be built in deep water. 
It does seem as if there must be some mistake 
about this wall. Thievish as the natives are, 
they could hardly manage to steal a bay 
containing a hundred square miles without 
detection, and there is therefore no sufficient 
reason for walling the bay in. More- 
over, M. Souertuet himself could not 
have built thirty miles of wall, and it is 
quite certain that he could not have induced 
the natives to help him. Besides, if there 
is a wall across the bay, how can ships get 
into it, and if they cannot get into it, what 
is the use of the bay? Perhaps M. Sougr- 
LET intends to build a wall, and with the

Portugal has taken the ground 
that they belong to her. The Pope gave 
them to her by a bull issued soon after the 
return of CoLumBus from his first voyage, 
and, if this does not constitute a sufficiently 
good title in the eyes of infidel France, Por- 
tugal is prepared to show that by a treaty 
made with some other nation, having no 
claim to the Congo kingdoms, Portugal is 
the sole owner of them. If Portugal pro- 
ceeds to enforce his claim, the French might 
as well abandon the Congo without delay. 
Portugal can send a powerful army of from 
two hundred to three hundred men into 
Africa to drive out the French, while at the 
same time her fleet, which is second only to 
that of the United States in size and cffi- 
ciency, can harass the French coast, or, at 
all events, can be repaired with a view of 
ultimately harassing it. France can hardly 
make head against such an attack, and she 
will surrender her African kingdoms before 
she will see Paris captured and occupied by 
a Portuguese army. 

The trouble which threatens to overtake 
M. pe Brazza and M. SoLeILLET is ob- 
viously due te the bad management of the 
registry offices in Africa. If the deed by 
which the Bay, of Toojourah was conveyed 
to Erypt had been registered in the East 
African County Clerk’s office, M. SoLeErLuer 
would never have made the mistake,of buy- 
ing a bay to which the seller had no title;

It may be asking too much of the elevated 
railroads to expect them to give the same facillties 
for safe and rapid transit as are given on other 
railways, but the public have a right to demand 
at least a chance to get on and off the cars with- 
out undue risk of bodily harm. Such an oppor- 
tunity is not now given at the lower stations of the 
East Side roads. If all the arrangements of the 
Third-avenue line between Canal-street and the 
City Hall had been made with the deliberate inten- 
tion of inconveniencing passengers as much as 
possible they could not have been more cleverly 
designed. The absurdity of calling by the name 
of rapid transit a railway system by which 
passengers from the City Hall for the Grand 
Central Depot must ascend and descend three 
stairways, cross a bridge, and take three separate 
ears, paying double the price of astreet car fare 
for the privilege, is too apparent to require com- 
ment. But there are other inconveniences and 
dangers that ought to be avoided. At certain 
hours of the day City Hall trains run only to Chat- 
ham-square; at certain other hours they run all 
the way up Third-avenue. Coming down town at 
certain hours all trains run through to the Bat- 
tery; at other times half the trains are switched 
off for the City Hall. So passengers are always in 
a delightful state of uncertainty, not knowing 
whether they will be compelled to climb over the 
Chatham-square bridge or not. Between 5 and7 
o'clock in the evening ail the lower stations for 
trains going up town are dangerously over- 
crowded. Not one of them has platform room 
enough to accommodate the crowds of people who 
are in a hurry to get home to dinner. This seems 
almost impossible, considering the great extent 
of some of these platforms. But it is necessary 
only to visit the City Hall station or that at Canal- 
street or Grand-street late in the afternoon to 
see that it is an undeniable fact. When a 
train from up town reaches the City Hall station 
anywhere about 6 o’clock in the evening, it usual- 
ly contains froma dozen to twenty passengers. 
There are, at the same time, two or three hundred 
passengers on the station platform waiting for the 
train to go up town, and each one anxious to be in 
the cars in time to obtain a seat. Tbetwo or three 
hundred crowd up against the gates of the train, 
making an almost impenetrable wall, through 
which the alighting passengers must fight their 
way. The cars are no sooner cleared of the old 
passengers than they are filled again in the twin- 


kling of an eve; and when the brakemen force the | 


gates shut and shout “Get back, there, this train’s 
full!’ half the crowd is still left on the platform, 
ready to struggle with tho next incoming train. 
There was once a brakeman onthe Third-avenue 
line who condescended occasionally to give pas- 
sengers necessary information, but he was dis- 
charged long ago for incompetency, and the train- 
hands now on duty have caught the true spirit that 
moves their employers. 


This is the unhappy season when the mania 
for hunting spreads among all sorts of people in 
the Metropolis like a deadly malaria. It does its 
destructive work in the most unexpected quur- 
ters. No office, or warehouse, or shop but is like- 
ly to suffer from it.

Buying land and building has been 
one of the most conspicuous forms that Parisian 
speculation has taken for many years past, and the 
extraordinary success of certain capitalists in thus 
making a splendid profit resulted in builders and 
others borrowing to build. The crash last year 
was a bombshell to this latter class, and trouble is 
looming in the near distance. The result will prob- 
ably be a fall in the medium class of houses and 
apartments, but it seems doubtful whether it will 
extend to tenement-houses. Two rooms in the 
crowded narrow streets of an inferior quarter cost 
from $60 to $100 a year. This is cheap as compared 
with New-York, but then wages are lower in Paris, 
and the octroi,the duty levied on all provisions 
passing the barrier—which has been quintupled 
since 1848—makes living very costly. Formerly the 
workman evaded this by living in the suburbs, but 
these latter, having themselves been undertaking 
expensive works, have imposed octroi duties. One 
Socialist Deputy has presented a bill by which he 
proposes that rents should be fixed by legislative 
deeree at a maximum of 4 percent. of the capital 
value of the houses. He argues that as the legal 
interest on money is still fixed by law, and 
the price of bread and meat is still 
limited in many towns by the municipality, 


| there is no reason why house rent should not be 


fixed. Lord SauisBury in a recent extra-Parlia- 
mentary utterance alluded to ‘‘that magnificent 
institution of the United States, their Supreme 
Court,” which he said he envied us, inasmuch as it 
can annul the proceedings of Parliament if uncon 
stitutional.

The Postmaster-General has just announced 
an auction sale of articles which have been accu- 
mulating in the Dead Letter Office. This sale will 
be had in Washington, beginning on Monday, Dec. 
4. The list of articles to be disposed of is exceed- 
ingly large, their mere enumeration occupying 128 
pages of a closely printed catalogue. The variety 
of things offered for sale is, of course, exceedingly 
greai, the articles comprising almost everything 
save food that is needed to supply the wants of 
raan even in this age of great needs. Judg- 
ing from the many things in the cata- 
logue which are adapted to the use of 
women and chbildren, it would seem that 
these two classes have fared especially ill, azd 
have had more than their equitable share of bad 
luck. A few of the articles set down in the cata- 
logue are bangs, tidies, dress patterns, feathers, 
switches, corsets, skirts, wigs, sets of false teeth, 
bathing dresses, iiver and other “pads” and 
plasters, galvanic batteries, combs and brushes, 
chromos, microscopes, photographs, scales, trusses, 
caps, clothes-washers, bathing tights, clinical 
thermometers, shoes and stockings, pie-cutters, 
vives. canes. caats. 


vests, trousers, smoking-caps, dark-lanterng 
jewelry, watches, shirt bosoms, harness trimming, 
xylophones, olown’s caps, the “15 puzzle,” to- 
bacco, coins, and mutilated and other bank notes, 
and books of all kinds, from Testaments and de- 
yotional treatises to Loomus’s “Trigonometry,” 
dictionaries, novels, &c. Some very perti- 
nent though trite suggestions which preface 
the catalogue are worthy of a wider 
publicity than their presence there fs likely to pro- 
duce. Among them is the statement that the law 
permits the sender of any mailable letter or p-rcel 
to write his name on the envelope or wrapper. If 
this simple precaution had been observed, at least 
90 per cent. of the articles about to be exposed for 
sale would have been returned to their owners, 
provided they were willing to pay the return post- 
age. Only such articles as are paid for at letter 
rates at the time of mailing are returned free if 
not delivered. The maximum weight for a pack- 
age addressed to any place in this country is four 
pounds, except for a singie book which may weich 
more. The limit of dimensions and weigkts for 
parcels addressed to foreign countries varies. Post- 
masters should be consulted in all cases where 
the would-be sender is not sure. The proceeds of 
the sale of any article can be obtained by the 
sender or the person addressed upon identification 
within four years from the date when the mailed 
matter was recorded in the Dead Letter Office.

STRAY FOREIGN NEWS ITEMS. 


One of the rarest of coins has turned up at 
Griinn, in Moravia. It isa silver piece, bearing on 
one side a portrait in relief of Attila, the famous 
King of the Huns, with the inscription “ Attila 
Rex,” and on the other the outlines of a fortified 
place, with the word ** Aquileja.” Its age is about 
1,400 years. 


The shooting of aconvict at Dartmoor Prison 
has given rise to considerable feeling in the neigh- 
borhood of Dartmoor. It appears that the attack

bas been called for. 


The apartments of Prince Polignac, in Paris, 
were set firetoa fortnight ago by the Prince’s 
son, Jules Camile, who avowed his object to be the 
accomplishment of an act of justice, but, through 
the prompt action of the fire brigade, the building 
was saved from destruction. The young man had 


asked his tather for money and had been refused.

MANIPULATION OF THE CENSUS.

WALKER DENIES THE CHARGES MADE. 
AGAINST HIM. 

Boston, Nov. 26.—Gen. Walker, in an inter- 
view regarding the charges from Philadelphia that 
‘he had falsified the statistics of manufacturers fur- 
pished by the Philadelphia agents, in order that 
the result might strengthen the position 
of the free traders, said: “This at- 
tack was regarded as unworthy of netice 
until there came the statement that formal! charges 
would be preferred before the Census Committee 
at the coming session of Congress.” So 
far as his personal and official intogrity 
ere implicated he regards the accusa- 
tion as ridiculous and beneath his notice. 
“*The manipulation of Census returns for the pur- 
pose alleged would.” he said, ‘‘be a piece of’ 
arrant folly, aside from the moral questions in- 
volved. It might possibly be construed into 
an argument — for free trade that the 
manufactures of Philadelphia had not grown so 
rapidly as might be expected during the devade, 


but the inconsistency of the assertion is shown 
by the companion allegation that the_ re- 
turns from New-York were inflated. I don’t 
know that a_ single manufacturing return 
from Philadelphia passed through my hands,” con- 
tinued Gen.{Walker: ‘‘I could not attempt to ex- 
amine detailed returns in all departments. There 
was a force of 1,700 clarks to attend to such work.” 
Gen. Walker further explained that the secret of 
the assault is to be found in the history of the Phila- 
deiphia census of 1870, ** when Bloagett,” he said, 
“was guilty of thesame offense with which he now 
charges, the Census Bureau. Without criminal 
Intent or willful violation of his oath, 
probably, he swelled the returns of Philadelphia in- 
Qustries to the highest extent a prejudiced 
eaeea's would permit. The result was a grossly 
nflated report which ranked the city far high- 
er than the real e¢ondition of her 
tries warranted.” That this inflation was 
gross and extensive, ranging from a_ small 
ratio to 200 or 300 per cent., the Supervisor says 
be has no doubt. It is partly, then, because the 
census of 1880 exposes the exaggeration of 
that of 1870 that an attack is now made. 
“The real basis of  ¢he criticism.” contin- 
ned Gen. Walker, “ provably lies in the system 
of revision and classification employed by the Cen- 
yus Bureau. This revision attempts no manipula- 
tion of fact, except ip the correction of palpable 
rrors, and itis the same as has been employed 
a the Census Supervisors since 1850. There is, of 
necessity, a wide margin :for variation io honest 
udgment on the jpart of agents taking an 
eoestetal cepsus, and uniformity must, as 
far as possible, be secured. For = in- 
tance, in returning the value of manufac- 
tured products, an ambitious agent will 
often add the commercial prot and give figures 
ed, perbaps, on retail prices of staple goods. 
tisas ridiculous as it would be to estimate the 
value of the productsof a brewery at 5 cents per 
lass.’* 
Concerning the alleged inflated values of New- 
York’s manufactures, Gen. Walker says that few 
persons have any idea of the extent and 
value of the industries of the Metropolis. 
Philadelphia is a large and growing 
sity, and Gen. Walker had not the slightest 
lesire to see her misrepresented, but any 
attempted rivalry with New-York was hopeless. 
Again, alluding to the aliegation of willful 
pisrepresentation, Gen. Walker said had the 
pharge come from a respectable or responsible 
yource, he would resent it very emphatically.

AN OIL TANK AND A BARGE EXPLODE—THE 


SURROUNDINGS COVERED WITH BURNING 
OIL--TWO MEN DROWNED IN TRYING 

TO ESCAPE—THE LOSs anouT $120,000. 
During the prevalence of a blinding snow- 
storm yesterday afternoon, an explosion occurred 
in an oil-tank in the centre of the yard of the 
Brooklyn Oil Works, waich is purt of the system of 
the Standard Oil Works in Greenpoint. The yard 
is eltuated on Oakland and Ash streets, on 
the south and east sides, respectively, and 
bounded on. the north side by Newtown 
Creek. On the west side ‘of the works is the 
oil refinery of F. W. Devoe & Co. There were 
eight large oil tanks and wells inthe place. The 
explosion scattered the fire in all directions. Along 
the banks ef Newtown Creek, moored to the docks 
of the company, were the Italian bark Phison, the 
canal-boat Estelle, and the oil-barge Sweepstakes, 
In less than 15 minutes from the time of the first 


explosion the fire communicated with the barge 
Sweepstakes and that barge exploded with fear- 
ful effect. The air was filled with falling 
sheets of blazing oil and timbers of the oil barge. 
One of the timbers penetrated the side of the build- 
ing in which is situated the office of Livingston & 
Co., dealers in lumber, at East-avenue and flushing- 
street, Long Island City. The stick extended more 
than eight feet into the building and remained 
there. A second piece of timber cleared away the 
sign of the lumber-dealers which extended along 
the roof of the building. The windows of 
many of the buildings along Borden-ave- 
nue in Hunter’s Point were smashed 
in, and the high brick walls which surrounded the 
oil-yards on three sides were thrown down by the 
force of the explosion. The wall separating the 
works from Devoe’s refinery escaped injury. It is 
14 feet high and formed a perfect barrier. On the 
south side of Ash-street, opposite the oil-works, is 
the establisiment of Church & Co., manufaeturers 
of bi-carbonate of soda. 
of this building were blown in, and 
furniture of the office, a small apart- 
ment on the same side of the building, was com- 
pletely wrecked. The fiooring in the centre of 
the building was ripped up for a space of about 20 
yards square, while, curiously enough, no other 
Dart of the floor suffered any damage. There was 
on hand a large stock of soda ready for shipment, 
but this escaped injury. and the fire which broke 
out in the building when the explosion occurred 
was soon extinguished. Church & Co. also had 
a large shed covering a large quantity of soda-ash, 
which stood on the eastern side of the burning 
oil-works, The shed and its contents were de- 
stroyed. 

When the first explosion occurred there were 11 
members of the crew of the bark Phison on board 
the vessel or on the pier in its vicinity. As no 
cooking is permitted on board a vessel when it is 
tied up near the oil-works, the meals of the crew 
are prepared in a well-protected cook-house 
on shore at a safe distance from the oll- 
tanks, but sufficiently convenient to the ves- 
sel. At the sight of the flames Antonio 
Parerra, the cook, jeft his kitchen and, rnnning 
cown to the dock, shouted forhelp. Bertia Yadra- 
sick, Marteo Mareilia. and Yaco Primo, the last 
named the cook’s assistant. ran between the oil- 
tanks to Ash-street, and thence around across the 
bridge spanning Newtown Creek to Hunter's Point, 
At the same moment Nicolo Darretbatz, the third ot- 
ficer; Johann Scrivener, Johann Tarabuchia, Marteo 
Bevering, and Marrelia Dominica lowered the 
bark’s vawl and allsprangin. They had previously 
collected their most necessary articles of clothing 
in a heap on the deck. Two other members of the 
crew—Giova Polletti and Francesco, a sailor who 
recently shipped in this City and whose name was 
unknown to his companions—were engaged in 
passing the luggage to the men in the yawl, when 
the explosion of the oil-barge Sweepstakes oc- 
curred. The blazing oil thrown upward from the 
barge deluged the bark, the canal-boat 
Estelie, and the wharves. The water was covered 
with blazing oil, and it seemed as if the entire 
party must be lost. The men inthe yawl sprang 
into the water and swam toward the Long Island 
City shore. Several small boats on that side of the 
river were guickly manned. and all but two of the 
swimmers were saved. These were Francesco 
and Giova Polletti. They were seen by the crowd 
on the bridge to jump from the bark into the water, 
but no one saw them afterward. Oilicer Welch, 
of the Long Island City Police, who also stood 
on the bridge, said the two men battled bravely 
with the burning oil until they were nearly half 
way across the creek, when they sank beneath its 
surface and did not reappear. Tho other sailors 
wandered aimlessly around Long Island City, being 
unable to speak the English language. until 8 
o’clock in the evening, when they met one of 
their countrymen, to whom they told their 
story. They were taken before Police Commis- 
sioner Clark, of Long Isian@ City, who kindly took 
the shivering men into a hotel and gave them their 
suppers and lodgings for the night. The bark lost 
part of her rigging and was burned on the stern 
and decks before she was towed out of danger. 

The canal-boat Estelle, which was moored at the 
dock near the Phison, took fire on the side adjoin- 
ing the pier. There were on board the Captain 
and his wife and a deck-hand. When the flames 
grew too hot for them, they climbed over the 
Ganal-boat on the side opposite the fire and clung 
to the iron rafl which extended along the deck of 
the boat. In doing so the Captain’s wife burnea 
her hands and arms severely. Several small boats 
were rowed up to the canal-boat and took 
each of them off in turn. The Captain’s 
wife was taken to Smith’s Hotel, where 
her injuries were dressed. Soon — afterward 
her husband and the deck-hand reached the hotel, 
and the entire party took a carriage and drove 
away. Neither the Captain nor the deck-hand 
was seriously burned. 

The flames from the burning barge Sweepstakes 
communicated with the lamber-yard of Edward 
Cc. Smith. manufacturer of packing boxes. 
The employes of the company and firemen 
pulled down the piles of lumber and removed it as 
fast as possible, and the loss was confined to sev- 
eral thousand feet of common lumber, In

the meantime the flames on 
boats were extinguished, 
towed out of danger up the stream. The 
bark, which contained 15,000 packages of 
refined oil, belonging to Devoe & Co., was towed to 
the dock of that company and moored out of 
harm’s way. The flames from the biazing olil- 
works attracted thousands of spectators to the 
spot, and they crowded all of the thorongh- 
fares near the piers in Long Island Cit 
and the bridges along Newtown Creek, whic 
afforded excellent opportunities for sight-seeing. 
The entire Fire Department in Brooklyn was called 
to the spot. It included 14 steam fire engines 
and three hook-and-ladder trucks. Chief Nevins 
took command and directed the efforts of 
the firemen. They worked heroically, 2nd by their 
efforts prevented what might have been a serious 
conflagration, as a strong wind was blowing, and 
the neighborhood for several blocks is filled with 
materials of a combustible mature. Mr. H. H. 
Rogers, of the Standard Oil Works, ordered supplies 
of coffee and sandwiches for the firemen, who did 
not leave work until the flames were under con- 
trol, at 9:30 o’clock. Mr. Rogers estimated the loss 
on the Brooklyn Oil Works at about $100,000. He 
thought it was notinsured. He said he was unable 
to give a cause for the fire, He questioned a 
number of the workmen about the place. The 
works are kept running night and day and on 
Sundays. Mr. Milton Wood, of Church & Co., 
placed the loss on the steck of that establishmen 
at $5,000. which was covered by insurance. E. C. 
Smith’s loss on lumber was placed at $1,000. For- 
tunately for Mr. Smith, the better class of his lum- 
ber was situated in that part of the yard opposite 
to the point where the fire occurred. The damage 
to the canal-boat was estimated at $8,000, and Mr, 
Blauvelt, of Devoe & Ce., estimated the loss to the 
Phison at about $2,000.

A SUIT ENDED BY COMPROMISE. 

BourFa.o, Nov. 26.—The suit of Thomas A, 
and William T. Jebb against C. J. and William 
Hamlin has been settled by the payment of 
$74,502 38. The plaintiffs sold to Messrs. Hamlin 
several years ago the Peoria Grape Sugar 
Works, at Peoria, Ill, and received in 
art payment a bond and mortgage of $115,000, 
eing the amount of the unpaid purchase 
money which, by agreement, was to be paid 
in installments. The defendant aiso entered 
into a contract. agreeing to keep the 
premises for the benefit of the plaintiffs until such 
time as the bond and mortgage should have been 
paid and assign the policies to the plaintiffs as 
security. The insurance was procured, and two 
payments of $23,000 each were paid on the bond 
and mortgage. The works were destriyed by fire 
soon after the second payment, and the defend- 
ants refused to assign the policies. Thereupon 
Jebb brought suit to prevent the Hamlins from 
realizing on the insurance, with the above result.

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COMMODORE HENRY EAGLE. 
Commodore Henry Eagle, whose death is 
announced to-day, was one of the oldest officers in 
the Navy and had survived nearly all his contem- 


porary, and many of his junior, officers. Born in 
New-York, April 7, 1801, ne entered the service as 
midshipmun, Jan. 1, 1818, and studied seaman- 
ship on the old Independence, and then served 
three years in the Pacific Ocean on _ the 


frigate Macedonian, which had been captured 
a few years previous from the British, in the war 
of 1812. In 1823-4 he made a voyage to China in 
the merchant ship Beaver, of New-York, serving 
before the mast to get a thorough knowledge of 
his calling, as was customary for the midshipmen 
in the early days of the Navy. He cruised in the 
West Indies in 1825 after pirates in the man-of-war 
brig Enterprise, which was wrecked on a desolate 
island on which the crew had to live for several 
months. In the years 1825, 1826, and 1827 he cruised 
in the sloop-of-war Erie on the Mediterranean sta- 
tion, and was commissioned Lieutenant March 3, 
1827. In 1827 and 1828 he cruised in the West In- 
dies on the sloop-of-war Natchez, chasing pirates, 
destroying their huts, boats, &c. In 1829-70-81 he 
was on the Brazil station in the frigate Hudson, 
and stationed at the receiving ship, in New-York, 
in 1838-4, He craised on the Brazil station again 
from 1834 to 1887 in the Erie. He was at the ren- 
dezvous in New-York in 1840, and for the 
two succeeding years cruised in the Pa- 
cific Ocean in the sloop-of-war Yorktown, 
He later commanded the schooner’ Shark 
on the Pacific station, and was commissioned Com- 
mander June 4, 1844. He superintended the con- 
struction of the Stevens iron ship, at Hoboken, for 
three years, and was Inspector at New-York in 
1446. He commanded tho bomb vessel Aitna and a 
division of five vessels of the squadron during the 
Mexican war, and was stationed at Frontera, To- 
basco, and made civil and military Governor of the 
Province and Collector of the port. The Mexi- 
cans endeavored to have him remain over them 
after peace had been declared, as he had built up 
the town, opened schools, and increased the reve- 
nues of the country. He was on speeial service in 
1851, From 1853 to 1855 he had command of the 
steamer Princeton, of the home squadron cruising 
in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, protecting the fishery 
interests, and also in the West Indies. He was 
commissioned Captain Sept. 14, 1855. 

When Fort Sumter fell, Capt. Eazle volunteered 
for immediate duty, and was given the command 
of the gun-boat Monticello, there being no larger 
vessel suitable to his rank ready, The months of 
April and May were cooupled in blockading Eliza- 
beth and James Rivers, Virginia, On May 19, 1861, 
he attacked Sewell’s Point battery and silenced its 
guns. This was the first hestile shot fired by the 
Navy in the rebellion. Scon after the frigate 
Santee (52 guns) was given him, and he was em- 

loyed from 1861 to 1863 in blockading Pensacola, 

‘la., and Galveston Harber, Texas. During the 
latter duty the Santee captured several vessels, in- 
cluding the privateer Royal Yacht. He was com- 
missioned as Commodore July 16, 1862, and retired 
Jan. 1, 1863. having reached the age of 62, and hav- 
ing been 45 years in the service. He was Prize 
Commissioner in New-York 1864-5, and Lighr- 
house Inspector 1865-6, and was one of the very 
few officers who were assigned to active duty after 
passing the aye of 62, He was in his eightv-xecond 
year, and in the United States service 65 years, 
there being only five older officers in the Navy. He 
has always enjoyed robust health until within the 
last few years, when a slight paratysis of the right 
side was manifested. which, gradually increasing, 
resulted in his death. which occurred peacefully on 
yesterday morning. He leaves a widow, two daugh- 
ters, and two sons, 
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BENJAMIN C, BUTLER. 


Col. Benjamin C. Butler, a prominent citizen 
of Luzerne, Warren County, N. Y., and twicea 
member of the Assembly, died at Utica, N. Y., on 
Nov. 16, from disease of the liver. Col. Butler was 


born in Oxford, N. Y., April 20, 1821, his fatner be- 
ing Col. James Clapp. a well-known lawyer of that 


place. In early life Col. Butler, for family reasons, 
changed his name from Butler Clapp to Clapp 
Butler. He was educated at the Oxford Academy, 
from which he went to Saratoga, where he com- 
pleted his studies for the legal profession. For 
several years he was editor and proprietor of the 
Saratoga Centinel, and for nine years he was Presi- 
dent of the Warren County Agricultural Society, 
of which he was one of the founders. In addition 
to his professional labors, Co). Butler foun! time 
to use his pen, and wrote “* Lake George and Luke 
Champlain,”’ ** Summer Tourist,”” **Hand-Book of 
the Adirondacks,” and other volumes. When the 
war broke out he raised a part of the Ninety-third 
Regiment, New-York Volunteers, and was msde 
Lieutenant-Colonel of that regiment, serving with 
credit while the war lasted.*At the time of his death 
he was proprietor of The Wayside. a Summer re- 
sort hotel at Luzerne. In 1860 Col. Butler was a 
member of the Assembly. and two years ago he 
was again elected to that body, defeating Henry P. 
Gwinup, Democrat. He was married early in life 
to a daughter of Elisha W. Skinner, of Albany. 
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CHRISTOPHER C. COX, M. D. 
Dr. Christopher C. Cox died in Washington 


Saturday night. He was a native of Baltimore, 
having been born there Aug. 16, 1816, and was 
graduated from Yale College in 1835. In 1838 he 
received a Master’s degree. andin 1867 was made 


a Doctor of Laws by Trinity College, He was ap- 


pointed Commissioner of Pensions in 1868, and a 
member of the District of Columbia Board of 
Heaith in 1871, acting as President of that body 
for several years. He practiced medicine both as 
a physician and surgeon, and was for one year a 
Professor in one of the Philadelphia colleges. 
He also served as President of a medical 
society, as a Surgeon in the Army dur- 
ing the rebellion, and as Surgeon-Genoral of 
Maryland. Before the close of the war he was 
‘elected Lieutenant-Governor of Maryland. He was 
also a Commissioner to the Australian Exposition. 
He was a man of fine literary attainments. some of 
his published poems having obtained a wide circu- 
lation. He leaves a widow, a son, who is nowin 
California, and a daughter, the wife of Mr. Daw- 
son, of the Interlor Department.

THE WARRING RAILROADS 


RUMORS OF A CONFERENCE ON 
LUESDAY AT CHICAGO. 


GOULD AND VANDERBILT SAID TO BE USING 


THEIR INFLUENCE—PORTER AND KEEP 
DENYING MR. CONNOR’S STATEMENT OF 

A MEETING. 
It was stated yesterday that Jay Gould and 
William H. Vanderbilt were going to use their ia- 
fluence to arrange a conference at which the North- 


western railroad war might be settled. <A report 
that Mr. Gould had obtained piedges from repre- 
sentatives of the different roads to attend sucha 
meeting was called to the attention of Mr. H. H. 
Porter, President of the Omaha Road. Mr. Porter 
said that he had made no promise of that sort. He 
should decline to attend a conference which was 
not composed of accredited representatives of the 
roads interested, and he should persist ‘in his de- 
mands fora fair settlement ona territorial basis. 
New-York was as good aplace as any to declare 
peace, but up to this time there had been nothing 
looking to that end.{Mr. Porter was prepared to 
fight it out or was ready for asettlement. The 


war was expected, and his position was not taken 
to help himself or any one in stock speculations. 
The directory of his road,so far as he knew, was 
with him. 

Mr. Albert Keep, President of the North-western 
Railroad, said there was no change in the situation 
and no time had been appointed for a con- 
ference. He had not pledged himself to Mr. 
Gould to attend a conference, and he ‘did 
not imagine there would be one in this City. 
He said he should return home to-night. He could 
not tell what the outcome would be, and he was 
not prepared to say what he should ask as the 
terms of settlement until he presented his views in 
a conference. Mr, Vanderbiit, he thought, deeply 
deplored the war, but he could not say that he bad 
as taken steps to end it. When the Omaha 

oad took freight from St. Paul or Minne- 
apolis to Chicago for 124% cents the North- 
western did not, as reported. demand 
10 cents for the haul from Elroy to Chicago, but 
received simply its pro ratashare. Mr. Keep said 
the war might be considered to have grown out of 
the disagreement over the division of traffic at St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. The Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, a part ef the Rock Island system, made a 
demand for one-third of the business, which the 
other roads did not feel like granting. It was not 
80 much territorial questions that directity wrought 
the trouble he fancied as traffic matters. lf the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul would maintain rates ‘and 
not cut under the other roads, it would probably 
be allowed to find business where it could. 

Mr. Washington E. Connor, who is the repre- 
sentative of Mr. Gould, informed a reporter of 
Tue Times that there would be a meeting of the 
General Managers of ali the roads running between 
Chicago and points on the Missouri River, inelud- 
ing ali the roads interested in the present war, at 
Chicago on Tuesday of this week. ‘This meeting 
is called,” he said, “for a general consultation «8s 
to the situation of affairs. Alt of the existing diffi- 
culties ae to rates and disputed territory will be 
fully considered at this meeting, and there will be 
& presentation at this meeting of all grievances. 
These are to be adjudicated upon, so far as they 
can be, by the General Managers. [f after this 
meeting there still remain any points in dispute. 
these will be submitted to arbitration, but, in my 
opinion, all the difficulties will then be adjusted.” 

What has led to this sudden determination to 
meet and try and adjust difficulties? The alleged 
interference of Messrs, Vanderbilt and Gould?” 

“ Various influences. The attitude of Mr. Van- 
derbilt during the past two or three days has had 
much to do withit,. Heis, as is well known, a 
heavy stockholder in all of the roads engaged in 
the —_ war. Heisinterestedin the Chisago, 
Burlington and Quincy, the _ Rock Island, the 
Omaha, the North-western, and, if roport is true, 
was recently a large buyer of St. Paul. Holding 
the position that be does, his attitude would have 
a meterial effect upon the condition of affairs. 

he managers of the roads know that if they do 
not end this war in answer to the demands 
of the public he may step in at the 
coming election and = by his votes and 
those he can control unseat the present man- 
agers and put new men into their places, Con- 
sequently they are inclined to listen to his sugges- 
tions. Mr. Gould has no interest in the roads en- 
gaged in the present war, except in so far as they 
are a disturbing element in the market which 
tends to unsettle values. With the country as 
Drosperous as it is, and with business in as good 
condition as it is, there is no reason why such ele- 
ments should tend to upset things, Naturally he 
Wants to see this and other things of a similar 
character that unsettle values adjusted.” 

“ President Porter, of the Omaha Road, said a 
few moments ago that the troubles could not be 
adjusted by any conference. How do you recon- 
cile his statements with your theory ?” 

‘*Mr. Porter, it is true, is President of the Omaha 
Road, but he has back of him a Board of Directors 
who will refase to back him up in his purpose to 
continue the war. Mr. Porter, it is well known, 
has been a large purchaser of the stock of the 
Omaha Road, and naturally he has been for war to 
the knife in order to depress the stock so that he 
could buy it cheaper. But he is not alone in a de- 
sire to continue the war, for there are several peo- 
ple in the management of both the Omaha and St. 
Paul Roads who would like the war to continue. 
Their object is presumably the same as Mr. Por- 
ter’s, One thing is certain, however, and that is 
that something has got to be done at once to settle 
the difticulties in response to the demands of the 
public, which must be heeded. The meeting in

SC. 


Chauncey M. Depew stated that so far as he 
knew no steps had been taken looking toward a 
consultation between the representatives of the 
various roads engaged in this war. He knew it to 
be a fact, however, that Mr. Vanderbilt had taken 
no steps looking toward such a consultation. 
What might be the outcome of the visit of Messrs. 
Keep and Hewitt to this City he could not say, 
and if any consultation was to be held they 
would be the ones to take the initiative. If the 
proposed consultation is held it will un- 
doubtedly take place in Chicago, the natural 
centre of the conflicting interests. ‘Of 
course, there will eventually be an_ ar- 
bitration,” he said, “for that is the natural out- 
come of all railroad wars in this country and Eu- 
rope. The roads go into any such‘ quarrels 
feeling pretty rich, hut when the decrease in re- 
ceipts begins to pinch, they all cry dut for arbitra- 
tien. Such a course is the natural outcome of a 
quarrel of this character, The railroad business is 
like any other, in that its receipts must be enough 
to pay running expenses and leave a margin for 
profit, or else it must be abandoned. Roads may 
feel strong, but decrease of receipts below ex- 
penses brings them to their senses in such a time as 
this, and then comes the inevitable ‘settlement of 
difficulties,’ or ‘adjustment of differences.’ This 
war will prove no exception to the rule.” 


THIRTY YEARS OF LITIGATION. 
A PROSPECT THAT THK VERMONT CENTRAL 

WILL FINALLY GET OUT OF COUNT. 
BURLINGTON, Vt.. Nov. 26.—Railroad litiga- 
tion proverbially furnishes fat pickings for the law- 
yers, and probably the Bar of no State in the Union 
has been so blessed as thatof Vermont, wherea rail- 
road litigation involving milifons of dollars has 
been in progress for more than 30 years. Twogen- 
erations of lawyers, indeed, have grown rich from 
its fees and perquisites; the present ‘‘ins’’ arethe 
sons of the original ‘‘ins,” and the “ outs” are the 
descendants of the gentlemen ‘frozen out’’ more 
than a generation ago. Not only has the litigation 
been prolonged beyond precedent, but Vermont 


has afforded the extraordinary spectacle of a creat 
railroad property controlled for more than 30 years 
by Receivers and Managers, subject to the direc- 
tion and acting under the orders of acourt of 
chancery. There is now some reason for believing 
that this long-continued trast will be brought to a 
close, and the Chancery Court relieved from its 
somewhat novel functions, to the great loss and 
detriment of the lawyers aud the advantage of all 
else concerned. 

Vermont railroads have always proved most unre- 
munerative investments, and trom first to last, as 
the figures show, more than $20,000,000 have been 
sunk in them. From the very start they proved 
losing investments. The Vermont Central, running 
from White River Junction to Burlington, was com- 
pleted in 1850, and in the same year was finished 
the Vermont and Canada, running from Burlington 
northward to the Canada iine. The last named 
railroad yot to the end of its funds before it 
reached the end of its line, and the Ver- 
mont Central furnished the funds for its 
completion and took a lease after it was 
done. The business of the Vermont Central 
by no means equaled the expectations of its pro- 
jectors, and in 1852 the whole property, including 
the lease of the Vermont and Canada, was con- 
veyed to the Trustees of the first mortgage bond- 
holders, and from that day to this these Trustees 
and their successors have succeeded in “ holding 
the fort” against all attempts to dispossess them. 
They soon got into financial trouble, of course, 
and.ceased paying the rental of the Vermont and 
Canada in 1554, claiming, however, that that road 
was indebted to them in a large sum for amounts 
advanced for its construction and maintenance. 
The Vermont and Canada brought suit for the re- 
covery of the amount in arrears and also for the 
possession of its road, and the litigation, with in- 
numerable side issues and minor lawsuits of 
every conceivable kind, was dragged along until 
1860, when the Court of Chancery decided that the 
better course was to keep the roads in the hands 
of the Receivers and subject to the control of the 
court. “The present Receivers,’ the court ‘said, 
“have now had considerable experience in the man- 
agement of the property, and have managed with 
great prudence and discretion.” The Vermont and 
Canada. got its rent, however, minus the sums paid 
out by the Receivers for its construction and main- 
tenance. The next year there was a compromise 
effected which was satisfactory to all parties in in- 
terest, and for a while the lawyers of thejState had 
to look elsewhere for employment. 

In 1871 more trouble came. The Hon. John 
Gregory Smith (who had succeeded his father, the 
late John Smith, as principal Receiver and Man- 
ager) had become President of the Northern Pa- 
Citic Railroad; roads connecting with the Ver- 
mont Central had been leased right and left, 
and there were visions of a great transcon- 
tinental line. from Puget Sound to Boston. 
But in the year named the notes of the Re- 
ceivers and managers went to protest; the trans- 
continental scheme vanished in smoke, and 
the Vermont and Canada Road once more found 
itself in the hands of atenant who would neither 

ay rent nor give up the property. Of course, mere 
awsuits followed and an interminable litigation 
enrang up In 1874 tha Central Vermont 


mes, Blond.y, Bovemucr 27, 1882. 
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Railroad Company was organized, with John 
Gregory Smith as President, and succeeded Gov. 
Smith and his associates as Receiver and Manager 
of the two railroads referred to. This, it is to be 
noted, is not a legitimate railroad corporation, but 
an organization which, under the ostensible direc- 
tion and control of the Court of Chancery, is the 
Receiver and Manager of a bankrupt railroad-—-an 
extraordinary state of affairs, upon which no com- 
ment is nagded. In the meantime and up to the 
present moment suits in chancery in the County 
und Supreme Courts and inthe Federal tr.ounals 
have been as numerous as Autumn leaves, and 
the whole thing has become so involved that its 
intricacies would puzzle the proverbial Philadel- 
phia lawyer. The Receivership has been once or 
twice investigated by the Legislature with no very 
Pleasing results, Sundry raids have been made 
upon the Smith management by hostile railroad 
men. But Gov. Smith has weathered all these 
storms. and is now to all appearances as secure as 
ever. It will be a red letter day for Vermont when 
the litigation is closed for good and all. Its chief 
eifects have been to detract from the repntation of 
the State courts and Legistures; to engulf vast 
sums of money, and to injure the moral and finan- 
cial standing of the State. It is understood that a 
compromise has been effected, its basis being a 
laree scaling down of the Vermont and Canada se- 
curities and.a reduction of the interest thereon. 
This aceomplished, it is also understood there will 
be a_ consolidation of interests with the Grand 
Trunk Railroad of Canada, when a new era of 
prosperity is expected. Whether this last be true 
or not it will satisfy the people of Vermont if only 
the litigation is brought to an end—and there is 
every reason to believe that that object will soon 
be accomplished.

THE SITUATION AT ST. PAUL. 
A LARGE BUSINESS ON ALL THE LINES—FUR- 
THER REDUCTIONS EXPECTED. 


Sr. Paut, Nov. 26.—To-day was probably 
one of the heaviest of average days for business on 
the passenger lines. This morning trains brought 
in a good many persons from the north and north- 
west, which added to the increase of city trayel 
and made a large traffic for the railroads. All the 
trains went out filled. The travel to Omaha has 
increased. Those who went out on Satur- 
day night to Chicago will return on Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Many left last night 
intending to come back in a day or two. No an- 
nouncements of further cuts were made up to a 
late hour this afternoon, by the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul. A littl more mischief was done 
by the Omaha line, and more is apparently con- 
templated. On Friday the officers made a 
dollar passenger rate between Sioux Falla; 
on Saturday, the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul responded by making the rate 
50 cents between the two points. On the same day 
the Omaha reduced the price to 25 cents, and to- 
morrow will probably make it 10cents. The Omaha 
line has also reduced the rate from Valley 
Junction and Camp Douglas to St. Paul 
and Minneapolis to $2. Those are june- 
tion points with the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul. They have sent out. their 
traveling agent, putting up posters on the Mil- 
waukee Road from La Crosse to Watertown and 
from Tomah to Wausau. The present price of $2 
makesa reduction of $580 from the regular rate. 
To-morrow the Omuha line will make a rate from 
Woodstock, Pipestone County, Minn., to Chicago 
of $3, via St. Paul. This is done to draw business 
from points on the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul. The Omaha folks still talk defiance and a 
steady purpose to keep on cutting wherever cuts 
do any hurt. In the absence of high officers of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul there is a lack of 
return threats. 
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MANITOBA AND CANADA PACIFIC. 

Sr. Paut, Nov. 26.—President Hill, of the 
Manitoba Company, and Presideut Stephen, of the 
Canada Pacific, left St. Paul last night on the 8:45 
train for New-York City, their private car being 
attached to the reguiar passenger train. Mr. Hill 
Will be absent two weeks, and it is stated on good 
authority that his trip eastward with President 
Stephen is the result of the favorable termination 
of the conference which has been heid relative to 
the future relations of the two railways. It is also 
stated that negotiations are in progrevs which will 
undoubtedly end in an agreement upon one of the 
most important developments in the railway line 
vet attempted in the North-west, It is understood 
that the relations of the Manitoba and Canada Pa- 


cific will be mnch more closely allied than ever be- | 


fore, and that they will now join in a common in- 
terest of vast impertance and insuring the begin- 
ning of a work of magnitude. 


A LIGHT STORM OF SNOW. 
———@—_— 
A DISAGREEABLE DAY IN THE CITY—NOT 


ENOUGH SNOW TO MAKE MUCH TROUBLE. 

The first genuine snow-storm of the season 
visited this City yesterday, and from noon until 8 
o'clock in the evening the feathery flakes fell thick 


and fast. Unfortunately for those who had to be 


out in the storm, the temperature kept up to the 


thawing point all the time. The result was 
that as fast as the snow fell on the side- 
walks it was tramped into slush, and  walk- 
ing could hardly have peen more disagreeable. The 
fall was not heavy enough to interfere seriously 
with street car travei, although on most of the 
lines the big track-sweepers were got out from 
thelr Summer quarters and set to work. At one 
time the Eighth-avenue line doubled the car teams, 
but asarule two horses found no trouble in haul- 
ing their loads. Cars on the elevated railroads were 
heated for the first time this Fall. It was only in 
the parks and squares that the beauty of the snow 
could be seen and appreciated. There it could not 
be trodden into dirty slush, and as it lay unspotted 
on the ground it was indeed a pretty sight. Per- 
haps the most beautiful effect of the storm was 
seen in Madison and Union squares, The trees 
were completely covered with a mantle of white, 
and under the glare of the electric lights as dark- 
ness set in they fairly dazzled one’s eyes with the 
brilliant silvery whiteness of the snow. In the 
streets the small boys had a merry timein the 
storm. They pelted one another with snow-balis 
with great glee, while every owner of a sled who 
dared leave the house on Sunday was on hand and 
enjoyed himself. 

At the Signal Service Office it was reported that 
“light snow’ had fallen generally in the West, 
North, and East. No reports were received from 
the South. The storm was heavy throughout 
Westchester County, and about 10 inches of snow 
fell. Before night sleighs made their appearance, 
and good sleighing was expected for to-day. 
There was a thick fog in the Lower Bay in addi- 
tion to the storm, and no vessels arrived 
during the day. Such vessels as neared 
Sandy Hook probably headed off shore to wait for 
clearer weather, Several vessels which were to 
sail yesterday remained at anchor all day. Witha 
single exception, all the mails due at tne Post 
Office yesterday arrived very nearly on schedule 
time. ‘The Pittsburg mail, on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, due at 10:50 P. M., had not arrived at 
midnight. This mail includes that from St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Galveston, Memphis, Nashville, Louis- 
vill, and the South-west generally. 
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THE STORM IN OTHER PLACES, 


Easton, Penn., Nov. 26.—Snow began fall- | 


ing here at 11 o’clock to-day and still continues. 
In Easton it has attained a depth of four inches. 
Allentown reported at5 o'clock that there were 


four inches and more there, and that sleighs were 
out. Reading and Doylestown have about six 
inches. In the district north of here, on the Blue 
Mountains especially, the fall was heaviest. A fire 
which was burning on the mountains near Wind 
Gap fer 48hours was extinguished by the snow. 


Burra.Lo, Nov. 26.—The first snow-storm of 
the season visited this region to-day. About a foot 
of snow fell, but the fall was even, and no delays 
of consequence to trains are reported, although 
those on the Centra! and Lake Shore Roads carry- 
ing freights were reauced five cars.

& MEETING TO AROUSE A GENER- 
OUS FEELING. 

SHE MASS-MEETING AT THE ACADEMY OF 
a MUSIC TO-MORROW EVENING—AROUS- 
‘ING THE PHOPLE AS TO THE GREAT 
FRENCH GIFf—COMMITTEES TO BE SE- 
LECTED TO RAISE THE REQUIRED FUNDS. 
The mass-meeting ¢o be held in the Academy 
of Music to-morrow evening, under the auspices 
of the American committee on Bartholdi’s colos- 
8al statue of “ Liberty Enlightening the World,” is 
intended to give to the public, by means of ad- 
dresses by prominent gentlemen, some idea of the 
statue itself and of the necessity for the citizens of 
this country, and particularly of New-York, Brook- 
lyn, and Jersey City, to come forward promptly 
and subscribe the $20,000 required by the commit- 
tee to secure the pedestal and provide for the erec- 
tion of the figure when it reaches here next Sum- 
mer. The committee wishes it to be distinctly un- 
Berstood that no subscriptions will be called for 
atthe meeting, the sole object being to arouse 
public sentiment im regard to the matter, aud thus 
pave the way for the work of securing the money, 


which will be done in a great measure by the spe- 
vial committees to be appointed at the meeting. 
Admission to the academy to-morrow evening can 
be had only by ticket, but tickets can be had gratis 
on application at the Fifth-Avenue and Windsor 
Hotels, Brentane’s bookstore, No. 5 Union-square; 
Hudnut’s pharmacy, in the Herald Building; Wil- 
¥on’s pharmacy, Broadway and Pine-street, and 
Chandler’s music store, No. 172 Montague-street, 
Brooklyn. 

Speaking of the statue which is to prove so great 
an ornament to our harber, as well as a beacon 
light to mariners such as will be found nowhere 
else in the world, the Hon. William M. Evarts, 
Chairman of the American committee, who is to 
preside at the meeting to-morrow evening, said to 
a Times reporter: *‘ During my last visit to Europe, 
in the Summer of 1881, [had repeated iuterviews 
with M. Laboulaye, the President of the Franco- 
American Union, which organized the enterprise, 
and with Bartholdi, the sculptor. I visited the 
workshops and saw the models of the massive 
statue as far as they had been completed, and its 
success, both asa work of art and a skillful piece 
of manufacture, as well as its completion at the 
time indieated by the sculptor, are matters about 
which no doubt whatever can be entertained. In 
the movement connected with the enterprise on 
this side of the Atlantic [have never found any 
difference of opinion, first, as to the splendor 
of the conception and the generosity of 
the gift on the part of the French peo- 
pie; second, as to the great and permanent 
interest which will attach to this monument to the 
true friendship of; the two countries from the time 
of our Kevolutionary struggle to the present day, 
standing asit will stand as a permanent structure in 
our harbor, and, third, as to the obligations of our 
citizens to contribute their half to the expenses of 
the completion offthe structure, whichis to bea 
permanent possession of ourown. There are many 
indications that not only the opulent people of the 
country will contribute liberally to the fund for 
securing the pedestal, and setting up the massive 
figure, but that citizens of moderate means will 
contribute in proportion to theirability. The press 
has hitherto has been very kind in its notices on 
different occasions of the pending project, and we 
have derived substantial support inour work from 
this source, but the committee was unanimous in 
jts opinion that a great public meeting for the 
introduction of the enterprise to the people 
of this City, and through the reports next morning 
to the citizens of the country, was the method 
most in accord with the habits of the American 
people for launching an enterprise which appeals 
so largely to our patriotic feelings and to our senti- 
ment of appreciation of the sympathy of the French 
nation with our Government and eur people. I 
regard the voluntary interest of persons in our own 
community in the project, which will induce them 
not only to send in their own subscriptions, but to 
appeal to those around them fer aid in the work, 
as the most effective method that can be adopted 
for the collection of the money required, and this 
interest it is the purpose of the committee to 
awaken, if possible, by the meeting of Tuesday 
night. It will be an interesting meeting, at which 
fine music will be performed and addresses made 
that will have no savor of dryness. We hope with 
these attractious,if the weather is fine, to have a 
large audience, and we feel sure that if we secure 
the audience we shal! succeed in aronsing the pub- 
lic interest in the statue that we desire. 

**Our committee,” continued Mr. Evarts, ‘‘has 
been working very steadily since it was first organ- 
ized. We have had a great many meetings, and 
done a great deal of work of which tne public 
knows nothing, which, nevertheless, has tended 
steadily to the end which we sought, the raising of 
the money required to erect the statue. The press 

. has stirred us up once or twice for not opening our 
subscription-books and beginning the work of col- 
lection sooner. We could not reasonably do this 
until the time for the completion of the figure was 
definitely fixed and was approximately near at 
hand. That time has come now, and with it the 
time for practical work. In a wealthy city like 
this it seems to me that there should be no 
more difficulty in collecting $200,000 for sueh an 
object in 60 days than there would be in collect- 
ing itin so many weeks. Of course, we hope and 
expect to get some ot our fund outside the large 
cities lying directly in our harbor. The statue was 
paid for by contributions from the whole French 
people.and itis presented to this entire Nation. Still, 
when it reaches here, it isto come to our locality. 
It is to ornament this harbor, and it is a rather 
delicate matter to ask the whole country to pay the 
greater part of the expense of _ erecting 
Buch an ornament. We feel that the 
great bulk of the money must be raised 
rigit here in our midst, although we hope 
and believe that the patriotic impulse of the whole 
country will be so aroused that we shall receive 
subscriptions to a greater or less extent from other 
States. After we have launched our enterprise by 
means of the meeting on ‘Tuesday night, we hope 
to do a great deal with the theatres. many of which 
have already volunteered benefits for the fund. 
From the ladies, too, we expect to gain substantial 

pid, either in the form of a grand bal! orafair. We 
bave no doubt as to the success of our efforts us 
goon as the project is fully understeod by the pub- 
lic, and we mean to make it understood in our 


meeting.”’

FOUND DYING iN THE STREET. 

joie beat. 

ALLEGING HE WAS SHOT BY ROBBERS— 
BELIEF THAT HE COMMITTED SUICIDE. 
A pistol-shot was fired at Allen and Division 

gtreets just before 2 o’clock yesterday morning, 

and several persons found lying near the elevated 
railroad lumber-yard Morris Berwald, who was 
mortally wounded in the leftfbreast. No one was 
teen, so far as the Police could ascertain, to ran 
away from where Berwald was found. A pis- 
tol was found in the gutter 40 feet from him. 


Berwald, who 18 18 years old, and lives with his par- 
pnts at No. 436 Grand-street, was employed in a 
bat store at No. 173 Fulton-street, Brooklyn. Ac 
cording to Berwald’s story, he left his employer's 
store about midnight. He had received 36, out of 
which he paid a bet on the election of a hat, which 
post $250. Berwald paid short yisits to uncles 
who live in Brooklyn, and came to New-York 
Dver the Catharive-street ferry. At Bayard- 
Btreet he saw two men who appeared to 
be watching him. At Eldridge and Division streets 
one of the men hailed Berwald, and he stopped. 
They made a trivial remark and continued walk- 
ing. At Allen-street thev told Berwald to stop, and 
one of them, who was smaller and shorter than the 
other, drew a revolver, while his companion seized 
Berwaid. He struggled, and the smali man shot 
him. This is the story told by Berwald to 
Coroner Brady at the Chambers-Street Hospital. 
Tro father, Herrman Berwaid, having been in- 
formed that his son had shown a pistol to com- 
rades in Brooklya, and that it was possible that he 
might have committed suicide because he did not 
have all his wages, asked the boy about this. The 
= said he had not had a pistol since the Fourth of 
uly. 

Patriek Casey, of No. 25 Bowery. was arrested 
as one of the assailants, but was discharged, as the 
wounded Jad said that he was not the man who 
shot him. Later George Curley, 16 years old, a 
mail driver, of No. 60 Henry-street, was arrested 
and taken to the Chambers-Street Hospital, but 
Berwaid said that he was not the man that shot 
bim. The officers’ were sent to Brooklyn and 
reported -that Berwald had not visited his uncles, 
This report was contradicted last night by E. F. 
McManus, who is empioyed in the hat store. He 
asserts that Berwald visited his aunt, at No, 11 
Sands-street, and remained there very late. <A 
woman, whose name is kept a secret, heard a 
pistol shot, and, opening a window almost above 
where Berwald was found, heard a mau say, with 
an oath, “I'll fix you now,” or ‘* lil put an end to 
you anyhow.” The strangest part of the case is 
that the man who fired the shot should throw the 
pistol away. Berwald hed no money in his pockets 
when his clothes were searched. Dr. Montgomery, 
ef the Chambers-Street Hospital, says that Berwald 
was not only quite sober when he was received 
there, but that he had not been drivking any 
trong liquor. The Police at first believed that 
Berwald, fearful of being punished for not bring- 
ing home his full wages, committed suicide, but 
Jater abandoned this theory. Berwald was still 
living at a late hour, but cannot recover. 
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BEATING HIS STARVING FAMILY. 
Daniel Hoolihan lives in wretched apart- 
ments at No. 224 Twenty-second-street, Brooklyn. 
When his half-starved children eried for bread last 


Friday morning, and Mrs. Hoolihan begged her 
busband to procure it for them, he beat her over 
the head with a bed-slat, kicked and cuffed the 
ehildren, and hurled the baby against the stove. 
Mrs. Hoolihan is already blind, a pounding with a 
cobblestone in her husband’s hands having de- 
stroved her eyesight several months ago. The So- 
eiety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
caused the arrest of the brute on Saturday, and 
bas cared for the children.

LIVE STOCK IN THE NORTH- WEST. 
—_-——_~>—_— 
THE ADVANTAGES WHICH MONTANA POS- 
SESSES FOR THE BREEDING OF CATTLE. 

The source of supply for beef cattle is mov- 
ing rapidly to the North-west, and Texas and the 
surrounding country are losing their former im- 
portance. The change is a significant one, and its 
importance to the trade is quite generally recog- 
nized by those who are conversant with the facts. 
Persons who are at all familiar with the cattle 
trade know that the Texas animals are very poor 
stock. Theclimate and other conditions in the 
South-west are, in fact, not at all favorable for the 
growing af good beef. Itistoo warm there, and 
then, again, the grounds traversed by the herds of 
Spanish blood are not “ clean,” as drovers say. To 
place herds of native blood on these grounds would 
be highly dangerous. Kansas would afford a good 


field for the herdsman were it not that the land there 
is too dear, and cheapness of meat is the great 
desideratum. Colorado offers a fine field for live 
stock growing, and Texas cattle wintered there 
for a single season lose their objectionable charac- 
teristics and beeome sufficiently healthy to allow 
of their mingling with native cattle without 
danger to the latter. Proceeding still further 
northward, large herds of cattle are found in 
Wyoming. On the plains of Laramie are a suc- 
cession of herds and flocks, part being of Spanish 
blood and part native. The former have been 
driven from Texas as caives or yearlings, or, as 
sometimes happens, as 2-year olds. These Col- 
orado cattle, although an improvement on those in 
Texas, are generally a eoarse-boned and roughly 
built lot of animals. When bred in Co!orado they 
are a cross between Texas cows and native bulis. 
Grade bulls have been introduced by some herd- 
masters, and others have been wise enough to buy 
bulls of authentic pedigree and place them in their 
herds. The Colorado herds and those of Wyoming 
are, however, gradually improving, although they 
have to struggle against the disadvantage of being 
in proximity to the herds of Spanish blood. 

In Montana evidences abound of the advantages 
derivable from judicious and careful breeding. 
The herds of that State have been bred with great 
care from the start, and they are of rare excellence. 
The cows are obtained from Oregon and the bulls 
from [Illinois and Kentucky. Replenishing the 
blood of the herds by importation from -theze 
States is constantly resorted to by breeders, and 
the improvement in the character of the cattle is 
so rapid that before many years the animals bred 
in Montana will rival those of Illinois and South- 
ern Ohio. The States from whicb the supplies come 
are noted. Kentucky, owing to her excellent cli- 
mate and pasturage, will inevitably keep her su- 
premacy as a nursery for highly bred stock for 
breeders to choose from, and Oregon has also a fine 
breed of horned cattle. 

The Winters in Montana are long and severe, but 
email loss is thereby occasioned to live stock, be- 
cause the young animals, being born on 
the soil, are naturally acclimatized, and 
the animals which are yearly brought in 
learn in a single season to “rustle,” as the 
folks say—that is, to look out for themselves under 
the changed circumstances. On carefully kept 
ranches some tons of hay are put up for Winter 
feed for the use of the newly arrived animals, 
which are accustomed to, and need for the time 
being, the protection of man. Horned cattle, 
sheep, and horses find their first Winter’s roughing 
ahard matter, but after a second Summer these 
animals take willingly to the hills and run free on 
the range. The cattle acquire the habits of the 
buffalo in many respects. hey take shelter on 
sides of hills where the wind does not have full 
sway. They march to the water in single file. 
They graze with the cows and calves in the 
centre. The bulls guard the advance and bring 
up the rearof the column and onthe flanks are 
posted vedettes to give warning of danger. Begin- 
ning in Apriland continuing for some weeks the 
calves are i-randed, and in May the beef cattle are 
sorted out and left to graze as close to the point of 
shipment as possible, the ovject being to bring 
them to market fresh and not fatigued. Inthe | 
Summer monibs the cows and growing inembers of 
the herd are looked after only so far as to prevent 
them from straying beyond the limits of the range. 
The ranchmen ride around the herd ina circle to 
prevent straying. 

The pastures of the Territory are natural and 
nutritious, and include the buffalo and bunch 
grasses. The latter cures on the stalk, and forms 
an excellent Winter forage. There is some di- 
versity of taste among breeders as regards the kind 
of cattle to be raised. The Shorthorn cross is pre- 
ferred by most, as it insures a finely-shaped, 
weighty steer. Some, however, regard the Here- 
ford with more favor, while others deem the 
polled Angus as likely to thrive best in that region, 
where stoutness of constitution is an essential. 
Those familiar with the characteristics of the 
Seotch cattle value them as being especially suit- 
able for the rough life they have to endure as 
weil as for the fineness of their flesh, which is not 
surpassed even by the Shorthorns.

ELEVATED ROAD MEN SCARED.

A CIRCULAR TO STATION MEN WHICH HAS 
CAUSED MUCEH DISCUSSION. 

Some talk and much alarm has been caused 
among the employes of the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad Company by the receipt a short time ago 
of a circular letter from General Ticket Agent 
Charles P. McFadden, addressed to each station 
man on all the divisions of the elevated roads. 
This letter simply directed the employe to whom 
it was addressed to send Mr. McFadden the name 
of the person or persons on whose recommenda- 
tion his employment by the company was secured. 
The receivers of this letter wondered what it 
meant. It was believed by many that the com- 


pany’s intention was to discharge such men as 
were recommended for their positions by veliti- 
cians who had lost their tnfluence by the result of 
the recent election; that the company found 
it politic to show favors .to men in 
political office and their friends, and that 
in order to do so it was necessary 
to make vacancies in the furce to which those 
recommended by successful politicians could be 
appointed. Very few station men were willing to 
talk on the subject yesterday. It was said, how- 
ever that onlv, the station men had been favored 
with the circular, the train men and engineers 
having received no such request. Vice-President 
Gallaway said last evening that he knew nothing 
about the circular, and he could not see any 
special reason for its issuance, as a record was 
kept of the person who recommended an employe 
in every case. ‘hat politics had anything to do 
with the discharge or employment of men Mr. 
Gallaway deciared to be absolutely false. A large 
number of mer were now being hired. The eom- 
pany began heating the cars yesterday, and this 
required extra men, while the number of trains 
was being increased to meet the heavier traffic. 
General Manager Hain said that the only purpose 
of the circular was to complete and verify the 
records in the company’s oftice.

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A STRICT ORDER OF SISTERS. 

The corner-stone of the new monastery of 
the Sisters of Perpetual Adoration was laid yester- 
day afternoon by Bishop Wigger, assisted by Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, Mgr. Doane, and a large number 
of the clergy. This is the first institution of the 


kind in this country, as its inmates are strict- 
ly cloistered. A company of these. sisters 
was brougitt to this country about four years 
ago under the charge of Sister Superior 
St. Croix. The company numbered 16, and 
was quurtered in a house wn Sussex-avenue. 
Efforts have since been made by the Dominican 
Fathers, with the above result. The new butlding 
will accommodate about 5v inmates. he order 
was started in 1826 at Toulouse, France, and is 
very strict in its observances. No fires are al- 
lowed in the monastery, the fasts are severe, and 
the nuns are compelled to rise every night at mid- 
night and devote two hours to prayer in the 
chape!. No communication is allowed with the 
outside world, and relatives have to converse wiih 
them through a grated door.
